better qualified to discharge the duties of their future respec- 
tive stations in life : And whereas the persona hereinafter 
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named, together with man; others, barings coDStUuted them- 
selres a Joint Stock Association, have aubscribed a large sum 
ofmone; for the purpose of founding euch an Institution, and 
have purchased real estate in the City of Saint John of the 
value of one thousand pounds, whereon they are about to erect 
the necessary and appropriate buildings ; and it is therefore 
desirable for the better management and control of the said 
real estate and of the affairs of the said Association, that the 
members thereof should be incorporated ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legis- 
lative Council, and Assembly, as follorws : — 

1. That the Reverend Alexander M'Leod Stavely, the 
Reverend James Rennet, the Reverend Samuel Robinson, the 
Reverend James Baird, the Reverend William S. Darragb, 
Samuel D. Miller, Robert D. M'Arthur, James P. Steves, M.

Whereas the erection of a Boom at or near the mouth of 
the Hammond River will be convenient and advantageous lo 
the commercial interest of this Province; — 

Be it enacted hy the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council, and Assembly, as follows: — 

1. That Cyprian E. Godard, LeBaron Drury, John F. 
Godard, Charles W. Stockton, J. D. M. Keator, Elias Prince, 
^Villiam J. Prince, C. E. Dodge, John Murphy, James Dixon, 
William Dixon, Thomas Purvis, Stephen G. Fowler, Wash- 
ington Alden, and James DeBow, their associates, successors 
and assigns, be and they are hereby created and declared to 
be a body politic and corporate, by the name of "The Ham- 
mond River Boom Company," and by that name shall hare all 
the general powers and privileges made incident to a Corpo- 
ration by Act of Assembly in this Province, for the purpose of 
erecting, building, and maintaining a Boom across Hammond 
River, at or near the mouth of the said River, to secure the 
timber, logs and other lumber floating down the said River. 

3. The said Corporation may erect and maintain a Boom 
across the said Hammond River at some convenient place at 
or near the mouth thereof, for the purpose of stopping and 
securing timber, logs, masts, spars, and other lumber floating 
upon the said River, and may erect certain Piers and Booms 
such as they may think necessary, provided that the said 
Booms be so constructed as to admit the passage of rafts and 
boats, and preserve the navigation of the River, but no person 
shall be allowed at any time cither with rafts of logs, timber, or 
other lumber, or boats, to encumber the same, nor be allowed 
a passage through the same with such rafts, logs, or other 
lumber or boats, when the opening the Boom for that purpose 
would endanger the safety of logs, timber, or other lumber con- 
tained therein.

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3. NolhiDg in this Act shall authorize the eaid CorporatioA 
to eater iipOD the lands or use the prirate property of muj 
person for the purpose of erecting or securing the said Boom, 
without their consent first had and obtained in writing for that 
purpose. 

4. It shall be the duty of the said Corporation to secure the 
aaid Boom so that no lumber may be permitted to escape ; and 
if the owner or owners of any limber, logs, masts, spars, or 
other lumber, do not wish the said Corporation to raft the ' 
same, it shall be the duty of the owner or owners thereof to 
raft and take the same out of the said Boom, but in case the 
owner or owners neglect so to do for the space of two days, it 
shall be lawful for the said Corporation to raft said timber, 
logs, masts, spars, or other lumber, safely and securely, io 
joints loaded suitably for the navigation of the River Kenne- 
beccasis, with two good boom poles and hardwood pins to each 
joint, such joints to be secured below the Booms for twenty 
four hours, and if the owner or owners on the expiration of 
the time aforesaid, have not taken charge of the same by 
putting his or their ropes thereon, the Corporation may remove 
and secure the same in fome convenient place, and the owner 
or owners shall pay to the said Corporation such expenses as 
may arise in the removal and securing of the same ; and the 
said Corporation shall cause the timber, logs, or other lumber 
to be rafted without any unnecessary delayi as soon after it 
comet into the Boom as possible : the said Corporation to be 
accountable for all losses sustained in consequence of negli- 
gence or carelessness of their agents or servants. 

5. If any person or persons shall wilfully injure or destroy 
the said Boom or any Pier thereof, such person or persons so 
offending, shall upon conviction thereof before any two of Her 
Majesty's Justices of the Peace for the County of King'a 
County, forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding ten pounds with 
costs of prosecution, lo be levied by warrant of distress and 
sale of the offender's goods and chattels, rendering the over- 
plus (if any) to the offender or offenders ; and for want of 
sufficient goods and chattels whereon to levy, it shall and may 
be lawful for the said Justices to issue their warrant to commit 
said offender or offenders to the common gaol of the County, 
there to remain without bail or meinprize for such period aB 
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nay b« ipecilied id such frarraot, not exceeding one day for 
every tiro abilltngt of sucli penalty and coits : nothing in thi> 
Section shall prerent the said Corporation from maintaining a 
eifil action Bgainat such offender or ofiendera for damages. 

6. There shall be allowed to the Corporation a toll or boom- 
age upon all square timber thus boomed the sum of six pence 
per ton, and for rafting and securing as aforesaid the sum of 
ten pence per ton, and the sum of tfro shillings per thousand 
superficial feet for rafting other lumber, except sawed lumber, 
and the sum of nine pence per thousand for the boomage of 
other lumber; and the said Corporation shall hare a lien on 
all timber and other lumber thus boomed or rafted for the pay- 
ment of such toll or boomage, and other expenses, and the 
owner of such timber or other lumber to furnish the said Cor- 
poration or their agent, a proper and correct description of his 
or their several marks before the same comes into the boom ; 
the Corporation shall not be bound to secure or take care of 
any timber, logs, or lumber until the marks are so furnished ; 
and if no owner appears to claim timber or lumber so coming 
into the boom, it may aAer twenty days notice be sold ; and if 
at any time withid two years the owner shall appear and prove 
to the satisfaction of the Inferior Court of Common Pleas for 
King's County, he may receive the net proceeds after deduct- 
ing toll and expenses, but if not claimed and proved within 
two years the owner shall absolutely be barred from any claim. 

7. The capital stock of this Corporation shall be five hundred 
pounds, in shares of five pounds each ; and the joint stock and 
effects of the said Corporation shall alone be liable for the 
undertakings or liabilities of the said Corporation. 

8. The said Corporation shall have power to levy and col- 
lect assessments upon tbe shares from time to time of such 
sums of money as may be deemed necessary for carrying on 
the business of the said Corporation, and whenever any such 
assessment shall be made by the stockholders of tbe said Cor- 
poration, it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to give notice 
thereof in ooe or more Newspapers published in the City of 
Saint John, requiring payment within thirty days ; and if any 
shareholder shall neglect or refuse to pay to the Treasurer the 
•mooDt of sudi assessment upon bis share or sfaores dt the 
time prdseribed, it shall be the duty of the Traaaurer to 
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advertise all aiich delinquent shares for sale at public auction, 
giring at least fifteen days notice of tfae time and place of sale, 
and all shares upon whiich tfae assessmeot ia not then paid, 
shall be sold to the highest bidder, and after retaining the 
amount of assessment and interest due thereon, and expenses 
of advertising and selling, the residue (if any) shall be paid 
over to tho' former owner, and a new certificate of the shares 
so sold aball be made ont and delivered to the purchasers; 
provided always, that no assessment shall be made except by 
a vote of the stockholders, end a majority of all the shares. 

9. The first meeli^ of the Corporation shall be called by

Whereas the Members of Saint John's Church, Cfaathan^ 
in connexion with the Presbyterian Church of Nova Scotia, 
berng desirous thai the Trustees in whom cerlain properly is 
vested for the use of the said Church, should be incorporated 
in order that they may more efFectually hold the same for the 
pnrpnses for which the same was originally designed ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Governor; Legis-

bereinaAer mentioned, shall be a body politic and corporate, 
in deed and in name, and have succession for ever by the name 
of "The Trustees of Saint John's Church, Chatham, in con- 
nexion with the Presbyterian Church of Nova Scotia," and by 
that name shall be enabled to sue and be sued, implead and 
be impleaded, answer and be answered unto in all Courts and 
places whatsoever within this Province, and shall have full 
power and capacity to purchase, receive, take, hold, and enjoy, 
for the exclusive use and benefit of the said Church, as well 
^ods and chattels, as lands, tenements, and hereditaments, 
and improve and use the same for the benefit of the said 
Church, and also to hold the same according to the true intent 
and meaning of the donors when such property shall be given, 
devised, or bequeathed to the said Trustees to the use and 
benefit of the said Church; provided always, that the amount 
of annual rents, profits, and receipts of such property, shall not 
exceed the sum of five hundred pounds, any law, usage, or 
custom to the contrary thereof notwithstanding. 

2. All estate, real and personal, of what nature or kind soever, 
at present vested in the present Trustees of the said Church, 
^all be on the passing of this Act fully and absolutely vested 
and remain in the Trustees hereinbefore named and their sue- 
cessors for ever, for the exclusive use, trust, and benefit afore- 
said, saving the rights of such present Trustees and of Her 
Majesty, and other persons, bodies corporate and politic, or 
other claims or rights whatsoever. 

3. On the third Wednesday of January in each year for 
«ver hereafter, a meeting of the persons then being proprietors 
of pews, seat-renters, or male communicants, shall be holden 
in the said Church ; at which meeting, between the hours of 
twelve of the clock noon and three of the clock in the afternoon, 
an election shall be made to be determined by a majority of 
such pew-holders, seat-renters, and male communicants then 
jwesent, of not less than three nor more than nine persons 
being pew-holders, seat-renters, or communicants, to be Trus- 
tees of the said Church, who shall forthwith on the completion 
of such election enter upon the duties of their office, and con-

4. Tlie Trustees in their several and respective Chorchei 
already erected within this Province, and also of al!

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

1. The Governor in Council may accept, for the use of the 
Province, a transfer and assignment from the contractors for 
constructing that portion of the European and North American 
Railway lying lietweeD the City of Saint John and Shediac, 
of all the work, iron, plant, rolling stock, and materials, either 
on the road or elsewhere in tfae Province, with the surveys, 
plans, and sections of the line north and west, and a transfer 
and assignment from the Europran and North American Rail- 
way Company, of all the lands, site of tbe road, and other 
property of the Company ; the transfer and assignment from 
the contractors to be made to such person or persons as the 
Governor in Council may appoint to receive the same, and 
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tbe transfer and asBignment from the Company to be made to 
the Queen. 

3. On or after the delivery of the property, materials, and 
things mentioned in the first Section of this Act, and the de- 
livery to the said European and North American Railway 
Company of all the Company's Bonds paid to the contractors 
on account of their contract, the Governor in Council may 
cause to be paid to the contractors the sum of forty six thou- 
sand eight hundred pounds sterling in Provincial Debentures 
redeemahlfl in thirty years, payable with interest at the rate of 
six per centum per annum, in addition to tbe sum of forty three 
thousand two hundred pounds sterling which has been already 
paid to them ; such payment to be made aa of the first day of 
June in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty six. 

3. The Governor in Council may issue the Debentures for 
the payment of the sums heretofore mentioned, in such form 
and manner as may be deemed advisable. 

4. The Revenues of this Province shall be charged with the 
payment of the interest and redemption of tbe principal of all 
such Debentures as are issued under tbe authority of this Act. 

5. The Governor in Council may make such compensation 
to the stockholders of the European and North American 
Railway Company as may be deemed equitable. 

6. Before any transfer of the work done on the European 
and North American Railway, the assent of tho Company to 
the cancelling of tbe contract made for construction of the road 
between Saint John and Shediac, shall be first had. 



CAP. XV. 

Ad Act to authorize the coQstractiou of Railways id this 
Province. 
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PoMed I2lh April 1656. 
Be it enacted by the Lietitenant Gorernor, Legislative 
Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

1. The lines of Railway to be constructed under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall be Public Provincial Works, and shall 
be made on such grades as the Governor in Council shell 
determine, as best adapted to promote the public interests. 

2. The lines to be constructed shall be a line from Saint 
John to Shediac, and also from Saint John to the State of 
Maine, with extensions to Woodstock via Fredericton, and 
from some point on the Bend and Shediac line to Miramicbi. 

3. The line from the Bend of Petitcodiac to Shediac shall 
be completed tirst, at the same time the two extensions shall 
he surveyed ; when that portion of the line from Shediac to 
the Bend of Petitcodiac is completed, the line from Saint John 
to the Bend of Petitcodiac shall be proceeded with, during the 
construction of which, fifty thousand pounds sterling shall also 
be expended in construction oa each extension, to commence 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty seven, and 
the expenditure on the extension to Woodstock to begin at 
Fredericton and proceed upwards; after which, the line from 
Saint John to the State of Maine to be proceeded with, and the 
two extensions shall be proceeded with by an equal annual 
expenditure on each extension. 

4. The construction and management of such Railways shall 
be under the charge of five Commissioners, any two of whom, 
with the Chairman, shall be a quorum, to be appointed by the 
Governor in Council, and to bold office during pleasure, one of 
whom to be named in the Commission shall be the Chairman, 
who may sit and vote with the other Commissioners : not 
more than one of such Commissioners shall hold a seat in each 
branch of the Legislature. 

5. The Commissioners shall build such Railways by tender 
and contract, aller the plans and specifications therefor shall 
have been duly advertised, and they may accept the tenders of 
any such contractors as shall appear to them to be possessed 
of sufficient skill, experience, and resources, to carry on the 
whole or such portions thereof as they may be willing to con- 
tract for : but where the Commissioners in any case may 
deem it necessary for the public interest not to accept the 
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lowest tender that may be made, it shall not be competent for 
them to accept a higher tender without the approval of the 
Governor in Council. 

6. The contracts to be entered into shall be guarded by such 
securities, and contain such provisions for retaining a propor- 
tion of the contract moneys to be held as a reserve fund for 
such periods of time and on such conditions ae may appear to 
be necessary for the protection of the public and securing a 
due performance of the contracts. 

7. The Governor in Council may appoint a Chief Engineer 
and such other otlicera as may be deemed necessary, who 
shall hold office during pleasure, and be under the control and 
receive their instructions from the Commissioners ; the Chief 
Engineer shall have the general superintendence of the works 
to lie constructed under this Act. 

8. No money shall be paid to any contractor until the Chief 
Engineer shall have certified that the work for or on account 
of which the same shall be claimed, has been duly and faith- 
fully executed, nor until such certificate shall have been ap- 
proved of by the Commissioners. 

9. No Member of the Legislature shall hold or be appointed 
to any office of emolument under the Commissioners, or be a 
contractor or party to any contract for the construction, 
management, or working of the road, or any part thereof. 

10. The Commissioners shall do all other lawful acts neces- 
sary for making, maintaining, altering or repairing, and using 
the Railway, and making regulations for the safe construction 
and working of the Railway under their charge, for the trans- 
mission of goods and passengers thereon, for their care and 
management and that of the plant and equipment used thereon, 
for the protection of the wharves, bridges, culverts, crossings, 
stations, buildings, and depots, erected or to be erected, and all 
other the property in the possession and under the control of 
the Board, and in such regulations to fix fines and penalties 
not exceeding twenty pounds for any breach thereof: sucb re- 
gulations shall, before they go into operation, be approved of 
by the Governor in Council. 

11. Penalties prescribed by the Board, under the authority 
of this Act, may be sued for and recovered In the manner pro- 
vided by the thirty second Section of Chapter 161 , of Title XLI, 
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of the ReTiied Statutes, in the name of the Chairman of tbo 
Board, and when recoTered shall be paid into the Province 
Treasury, and> accounted for in the same manner as other 
public moneys. 

12. Whenever the Railways or any portion (hereof shall b« 
completed, the Governor in Council may make eueh arrange- 
ments for working them as msy be deemed necessary ; such 
arrangemeotn to be submitted to both Branches of the Legis- 
lature at the Session then next ensuing. 

13. The Governor in Council may inspect all contracts and 
proceedings of the Commissioners, examine their accounts at 
all times, and if deemed necessary, suspend the progress of the 
works or any part thereof. 

14. The salary of the Chairman shall be five hundred pounds 
currency per annum, and each Commissioner two hundred 
pounds currency per annum; and the Governor in Council 
may fix the salaries of ail other officers. 

15. No greater sum than at the rate of two hundred thousand 
pounds sterling per year shall be expended under the authority 
of this Act. 

16. The Commissioners shall furnish accounts of the expen- 
diture whenever required by the Governor in Council, and 
quarterly accounts of all expenditures, liabilities, and receipts, 
which shall be audited by the Auditor General and laid before 
the Legislature within ten days after the opening of the Session. 

17. Nothing in this Act contaiaed shall authorize the Com- 
missioners or contractors to enter upon any lands reserved for 
Naval or Military purposes without the consent of Her Majesty. 

18. Any thing authorized or directed to be done by the 
Commissioners in the construction of works under this Act, 
may be done by the Chairman. 



CAP. XVL 

An Act to provide Funds for the construction of Railways. 

BHiion. Section. 

1. Lntn ratj b« coutracled on pledge oF I. Beceipt, piymsDl, and aceciDnU, haw ta 
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Pasted ISlA ^pril 1666. 

Whereas an Act has pasaed during the present Session of 
tbe Legislature to authorize the eonstruction of Railways in 
this Province, and it is necessary to provide tbe funds required 
therefor ;— 

Be it enacted by tbe Lieutenant Gorernor, LegislatiTC 
Council, and Assembly, as follows: — 

1. The Governor in Council may contract a loan on tbe 
pledge of the Revenues of the Province, whether arising from 
the duties upon imports, the sale of Crown lands, the export 
duty on timber and other lumber, the Royalty derived from 
mines and minerals, or tbe tolls to be collected on the Rail- 
ways constructed with the money borrowed under this Act ; 
which money so borrowed shall not exceed the rate of two 
hundred thousand pounds sterling per year. 

2. Certificates of Debt, to be called Debentures, payable in 
sterling money, to be numbered consecutively, commencing 
with number one, with coupons annexed, bearing interest at 
six per cent, payable semi-annually at such place as shall be 
specified therein, may be issued from time to time as the 
Railways proceed, in such form, verified and authenticated in 
such manner, payable in such periods, in such amounts not 
less than one hundred pounds each, and on such conditions as 
tbe Governor in Council may prescribe ; the principal of sucb 
Debentures to be paid in full after the expiration of thirty 
years to the holders thereof. 

3. A sum equal to one and a half per cent, interest upon 
the whole sum borrowed for the construction of Railways, to 
be deducted from the profits of the said Railways, together 
with the proceeds of the sale of all tbe Crown lands and timber 
of the Counties through which the road passes, after the com- 
pletion of any section thereof, subject to any charge on such 
proceeds for the Civil List, shall form a surplus or sinking 
fund for tbe final redemption of tbe loan, and to be appropri- 
ated to tbe extinguishment thereof. 

4. Subject to tbe payment of the Civil List, and of any pre- 
viously exis^ng liability, the faitb and credit of the Province, 
and the ordinary revenues thereof, derived from all sources, 
and tbe proceeds of any special impost now or hereafter levied 
and collected for the purpose of paying Railway Debenturet, 
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or the interest thereon, together with any Railway constructed 
by the loan hereby authorized, shall be and hereby are declared 
pledged to any and eve^y holder of the saine. 

5. The principal sums to be raised and borrowed shall be 
received and paid out as other public moneys are, in defraying 
the charges made payable by this Act, or any other Act rela- 
ting thereto ; and the account of the money raised by the 
authority of this Act, and the expenditure thereof, shell he 
kept with such Bank or Banks, and the fund shall be paid and 
managed in such manner for the redemption and liquidation of 
the principal sum, as the Governor in Council shall prescribe. 

6. The Legislature of the Province will by law confirm 
and give full effect to any agreement which may be made or 
authorized by the Governor in CouncU, not inconsisteat with 
the spirit of this Act, or of any other Act in relation thereto, 
with regard to the raising and borrowing of the sums aforesaid, 
and the keeping of the accounts, the management of the sink- 
ing fund, and the payment of the debt. 

7. The proper accounting party shall quarterly transmit to 
the Governor, for the purpose of being audited and laid before 
the Legislature, a correct and detailed statement and account 
of the sums raised under the authority of this Act, and of the 
Debentures which shall have been issued, and of the interest 
and dividend paid thereon, and of the sedemptionof the whole 
or any part of the principal sum, and of the expense attending 
the negotiation, management, and redemption of the loan.

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council, and Assembly, as follows ; — 
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1. The CommiBsioners for the manDgement and construc- 
tion of Railways, appmnted under the authority of an Act 
passed during the present Session of the Legislature to autho- 
rize the construction (^ Railways in this Province, or any of 
them, by themselves and by their servants, are authorized to 
enter upon and take possession of any lands required for the 
track of the Railways, or for Stations ; and they shall lay off 
the land by metes and hounds and record a description thereof 
in the Registry of Deeds for the County ia which the lands 
are situate, and the same shall operate as a dedication to 
the public of such lands; the lands so taken shall not be 
more than six rods in breadth for the track, exclusive of 
slopes of excavation and of embankments, except when it 
may be deemed advisable to alter the line or level of any public 
or private carriage road, or divert any stream or river, in which 
case it shall be competent for the Commissioners to take such 
further quantity as may be found necessary for sucb purposes , 
also at each Station a sufficient extent for Depot and other 
Station purposes ; but for any Depot or Station the quantity 
80 appropriated shall not exceed frvo acre». 

2. The Commissioners, by themselves and by their servants, 
and the Contractors with authority from the Com mission era, 
may enter with workmen, earts, carriages, teams, horses and 
oxen upon any lands, and deposit thereon soil, earth, graved 
trees, busbes, logs, poles, brushwood, or other materials found 
on the tine of Railway, or works connected therewith, and for 
the purpose of surveying and locating the said Railway, and 
for the purpose of digging up, quarrying, and carrying away 
earth, stones, gravel, or other material, and cutting down and 
carrying away trees, bushes, logs, poles, and brushwood there- 
from, for the making of such Railway, or for the purpose of 
cutting down trees in the wilderness lands which may be liable 
to full on said Railways, and are standing within six rods 
thereof, with right of ingress, egress, and regress iatoand upom 
the adjoining land for the purpose of repairing and preventing 
such accident, and to do such work as may be necessary, but 
that stich works shall be as little injurious to the adjoining land 
as the nature of the operations will admit of, and shall be 
executed with all possible dispatch. 

3. The CommisBioDers may make or constrnet in, upon. 
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«eroBs, under and over any lands, Btreeti, hills, Tallies, roads, 
railroads, or tramroads, canab, rivers, broolis, streams, lakes, 
or other waters, such temporary or permanent inclined planes, 
embankments, cuttings, aqueducts, bridges, roads, ways, pas- 
sages, conduits, drains, piera, arches, or other works as they 
may deem necessary for Railway purposes. 

4. The Commissioners may alter the course of any river, 
canal, brook, stream, or water course, and divert or alter as 
well temporarily as permanently the course of any sncb rivers, 
streams of water, roads, streets, or ways, or raise or sink the 
level of the same, in order to carry them over or under, on the 
bed of, or by the side of the Railway, as they may think proper. 

5. The Commissioners shall have power to make conduits 
or drains into, Ihrongb, over or under any lands adjoining the 
Railway, for the purpose of carrying water from or to the 
Railway. 

6. The Governor in Council may appoint not less than three 
persona to be Appraisers, for ascertaining and settling all 
disputes and difficulties relative to the payment for land and 
materials, or any claim for damages occasioned by the con- 
struction of any Railway constructed under the authority of 
the Board of Railway Commissioners, who shall be aworn to 
the faithful and impartial discharge of their duties before the 
Clerk of the Peace of any County in the Province, who ia 
hereby authorized to administer the said oath, and forthwith 
transmit a certificate thereof to the Provincial Secretary. 

7. Whenever a proprietor claims payment for lands, or 
damages done thereto by the Commissioners or any person 
acting under their authority, under the provisions of the first 
five Sections of this Act, and be cannot agree with the Com- 
missioners upon the price to be paid therefor, such proprietor 
or Commissioners may apply to the Appraisers, who shall, 
after ten days notice in writing to the Commissioners or tbeir 
Chairman, and such proprietor, his representatives or assigns, 
examine the site of the said Railway and lands entered upoDt 
and assess the damages. 

8. Every claim for damages shall be made in writing, and 
within six months from the entry on tke Mid lands. 

9. If any land or property be taken for Railwi^ pnrpoaeB, 
the property of any body corporate, f yardians, commitMe*i 
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executors, administrators, or other trustees whatsoever, held 
for or on behalf of those whom they represent, whether corpo- 
rations, infants, idiots, lunatics, feme coverts, persoos deceased 
or beyond aeas, or other persoo or persons whomsoever, who 
are or shall be possessed of or interested in the said land or 
estate, the respective contracts, agreements, and sales of the 
said corporations, guardians, committees, executors, adminis- 
trators, or other trustees whatsoever, shall be valid and effec- 
tual in law to all intents and purposes whatsoever, and their 
respective receipts shall be good and valid releases and dis- 
charges therefor; and they shall agree and settle with the

such land or property ; in case of disagreement, the damages 
to be settled by the Appraisers as is prescribed in the seventh 
Section of this Act. 

10. The Appraiaera, in assessing the damages, shall take 
into consideration the benefit likely to accrue to the respective 
proprietors from the Railway running through or near their 
land, and the damages shall be reduced or extinguished 
accordingly. 

11. The appraisement shall be agreed to and signed by a 
majority of the Appraisers who may make the appraisement;

12. The Appraisers shall transmit the appraisement to the 
Governor in Council, who shall direct payment to be imme- 
diately made to the person entitled thereto, out of any moneys 
provided for the construction of Railways. 

13. The Governor in Council shall determine the amount 
of remuneration to be paid to the Appraisers for their services. 

14. The Commissioners shall erect and maintain sufficient 
fences along the line of Railway, where the public security may 
require the same, or where the safety of the proprietors through 
whose improved and cleared lands the Road may pass, require 
such protection from the working of such Railways. 

15. Nothing in this Act contained shall authorize the Com- 
missioners or contractors to enter upon any lands reserved for 
Naval orMilitary purposes, without the consent of Her Uajesty.

We, Her Majesty's dutiful and loyal subjects, the Assembly 
of New Brunswick, in General Assembly convened, .for the 
raising the necessary fund to assist in providing for the interest 
of Debentures issued for the purpose of constructing Railways 
in this Province, have freely resolved to give and grant to the 
Queen's Most Excellent Majesty, the several rates and duties 
hereinafter mentioned, and do therefore pray Your Excellency 
that it may be enacted ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Governor, the Legislative 
Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

1. On and after the passing of this Act, there shall be granted 
to the Queen, for the use of the Province, towards defraying 
the interest on any loan efTected for the construction of Rail- 
ways, and on all Debentures issued for Railway purposes, 
upon all goods, wares, merchandise, chattels, and things not 
specialty herein excepted, brought into the Province, whether 
from any part of the British Empire or Foreign place, or which 
may lie saved fromany wrecked or stranded vessel, a duty of two 
pounds ten shillings for every hundred pounds of the trueandreal 
value thereof, and at the like rate for any greater or less sum. 

2. The duties, herein imposed shall be paid by the importer 
or importers thereof respectively, and shall be held and taken 
to be in addition to any duties which are or may be imposed 
and collected by any Act of the General Assembly of the Pro- 
vince now or hereafter in force, and shall be collected and 
secured by means, and under the regulations and penalties, 
and shall be drawn back on exportation, or warehoused in the 
manner provided by any law in force at the time for the 
collection and protection of the Revenue. 

3. The moneys raised by this Act shall be nppropriated to- 
wards the payment of the interest of any loan obtained for Rail- 
way purposes, and of the interest of any Debentures issued by 
the Government of the Province for work done on Railways. 

4. The Treasurer shall ia each and every year collect aod 
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retain in a leparate and distinct fund all moneys collected 
under the atitborit; of this Aet. 

5. The articles specified in the Sehedule to an Act made 
and passed in the eighteenth year of the Reign of Her present 
Majesty, intituled " An Act for gniag effect on the part of the 
Province of New Brunswick to a certain Treaty between Her 
Majesty and the United States of America ;" end any articles 
the growth or produce of any British Colony or other country

coFcred by an action of debt in any of Her Alajesty's Courts of 
Record in this Prorince, by and in the name of the County 
Treasurer of the County of Cbarlotte, to be paid to and ap- 
plied by the Commissioners of the Alms House in tbe Parish 
of Saint Andrews aforesaid, for tbe use of the poor thereof; 
and it shall and may be lawful for any of the Justices of the 
Peace for tbe Connty of Charlotte, and they are hereby re- 
quired to order and direct tbe disinterment and removal of any 
corpse interred, buried, or placed in the said Burial Grounds 
contrary to the provisions of thi^ Act, and to cause the same 
to be decently interred in any other Burial Ground at the dis- 
cretion of such Magistrate. 

3. That on application to be made to tbe Commissioners of 
tbe Alms House in the Parish of Saint Andrews for the inter- 
ment of the corpse of any pauper, it shall be the duty of the 
•aid Commissioners, and they are hereby required to provide 
a proper conveyance and other things needful for the decent 
interment of such corpse in tbe ground attached to the Alms 
House oP" the said Pariah, or elsewhere in some proper and 
convenient place at their discretion, the expense of such inter- 
ment to be borne and defrayed in like manner as any charge 
for tbe maintenance of tbe poor of said Perish. 

4. This Act shall sot come into operation till a Public 
Cemetery be provided and established under proper regulations 
for the accommodation of the several Denominatioss whose 
Burial Grounds will be by this Act interfered with.

An Act to iocorporate the Saint Stephen Rural Cemetery. 
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Patitd ]2lh JprU 1856. 

Whereas a auitable place for tlie burial of tbe dead is 
much required in the Parish of Saint Stephen ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant GoFcrnor, Legis- 
lative Council, and Assembly, as follows :— 

1. That S. H. Hitchings, William Todd, N. Lindsay, 
Nehemiah Marks, Timothy Crocker, A. H. Thompson, Daniel 
Harman, F. H. Todd, Z. Ohipman, Daniel Sullivan, Samuel 
G. Stevens, their associates, successors, and assigns, be and 
they are hereby declared to be a body politic and corporate, 
by tbe name of "The Saint Stephen Rural Cemetery," and 
by that name shall have all the general powers and privileges 
made incident to a Corporation by any Act or Acts of the 
General Assembly now or hereafter to be in force in this 
Province, for the purpose of procuring and maintaining a 
Cemetery or Burial Ground in the Parish of Saint Stephen, 
in the County of Charlotte. 

3. The capital stock of the said Corporation shall consist of 
the sum of two thousand five hundred pounds, and shall be 
divided into one thousand shares, to be paid in such sums and 
at Bucb times as the Directors of such Corporation shall from 
time to time appoint. 

•3. The first meeting of the said Corporation shall be called 
by the Town Clerk of the Parish of Saint Stephen, or in case 
of his death, neglect, or refusal, by any two of the said Com- 
pany, by giving ten days notice of the time and place of such 
meeting. 

4. The land purchased and held by the said Corporation 
for the purposes herein expressed, is hereby declared to be 
exempted from all rates, assessments, and taxes, so long as the 
same shall remain dedicated to the purposes of a Cemetery. 

5. If any person or persons shall wilfully destroy, mutilate, 
injure, or remove any tomb, monument, grave stone, or other 
structure placed in the Cemetery aforesaid, or any fence, rail- 
ing, or other work for the protection or ornament of any tomb, 
monument, grave stone, or other structure aforesaid, or shall 
wilfully destroy, remove, cut, break, or injure any tree, shrub, 
or plant, within the limits of tbe said Cemetery, or shall play 
at any game or sport, or shall discharge any gun or fire-arm 
save at a military funeral, within the said Cemetery, or who 
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shall wilfully and unlawfully disturb any persons assembled in 
tbe said Cemetery for tbe purpose of burying any body therein, 
or who shall commit any nuisance within the said Cemetery, 
shali be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall upon 
conviction thereof before any Justice of the Peace, be punished 
by a fine of^ot less than one pound or more than five pounds, 
or be committed to the common gaol for tbe space of not 
more than thirty days, according to the nature and aggravation 
of the oiTence ; and such offender shall be liable to an action 
of trespass to be brought against him in any Court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, in the name of the Corporation, to pay all 
such damages as shall be occasioned by his or their unlawful 
act or acts, which money when recovered shall be applied by 
the Corporation to the reparation of the property destroyed or 
injured as above ; and members of the Corporation shall be 
competent witnesses in such suits. 

6. The lots in the said Cemetery, and the lend enclosed lm| 
not laid out in lots, shall not bo levied upon or taken tnjaeflu^KX) ' 
tion, but shall be altogether free from seizure, and th/pr«^rty ,A ,\ 
in the same or any part thereof shall not prevent an ^nfined^^S^ ' <;

Whereas certain persons are associated in Churches con- 
stituting a religious community holding the principles of the 
Congregational Union of England and Wales: And whereas 
sundry Chapels and other Buildings have been erected, and 
lands purchased or otherwise conveyed or held in trust for the 
use of such Churches, in several Counties of this Province, or 
for educational or other benevolent objects in connexion there- 
with, and inconveniences have been experienced in managing 
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the same by Truiteet withoat being incorporated for that 
purpose ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Goreraor, Legis- 
lative Council, and AsBembiy, as follows : — 

1. Every Board of Trusteefl of any Cbapel, or Seminary for 
education, and land and buildings held therewith, or of land 
held for the purpose of erecting any Chapel or Seminary 
thereon, for the use and benefit of any Congregational Church 
holding the principles of the Congregational Union of England 
and Wales, to be hereafter chosen for any sucb purpose, and 
their successors, shall be a body corporate, by the name of 
'* The Trustees of the Congregational Chapel," or other pro- 
perty, as the case may be, in the place in which the trust 
property may be situate, and by that name shall have perpetual 
succession, power to sue and be sued, a common seal renew- 
able at pleasure, power to hold and receive real and personal 
estate, and improve, let, sell, or assign the same, or any part 
thereof, or any interest in or arising out of the same, and 
make bye laws and exercise such other powers as are conferred 
by law for (he p'urpose of managing the temporal affairs of the 
said Chapel or other property, for the benefit of the Church to 
which the same may belong, or the educational or other objects 
to which it may be devoted. 

2. All Chapels or other property as aforesaid held in trust 
as aforesaid in any part of this Province, shall be subject to 
the provisions of this Act, whenever a Board of Trustees to 
manage the same shall be elected as hereinafter mentioned, 
and a conveyance thereof shall be made to the Corporation by 
the existing Trustees, or other party conveying the same ; 
and the said Corporation shall then hold the same for the 
purposes aforesaid with as good a title, legal and equitable, as 
such Trustees had at the time of conveyance. 

3. Every such Church, together with the congregation regu- 
larly attending and contributing to its funds, by pew-renti 
or otherwise, may annually at such time and in sucb manner 
as each Church shall prescribe by the male members present 
at any meeting for that purpose, elect any number of Trustees 
Dot less than three nor more than nine, from among the male 
members of the said Church or congregation, or both, whp 
•hall continue in office for one year or until others are elected 
in their stead. 
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4. Everjr meeting of the Church or Church and congrega- 
tion, for aay of the purposes aforesaid, shall be called by 
notice to be given by the Pastor or Minister presiding over 
the same, or if there be none, by any Deacon thereof, at any 
tiflual meeting of the Chgrcb for worship or businesB. 

5. Such Trustees may on due notice meet together, and 
manage the temporal affairs of the Chapel for which they are 
elected, and the property in connexion therewith, for the benefit 
of the Church to which the same shall belong. 

6. Every educational or other Society as aforesaid may at 
any annual or other meeting, to be held at any place on notice 
by post or olfaerwiae, elect from among its members such 
number of Trustees as may be deemed necessary for the 
management of the affuira of any Seminary in connexion there- 
with, who may transact its business, on due notice to be given 
B8 aforesaid, or by a Committee to be appointed for that pur- 
pose at the same time by the said Trustees. 

7. Whenever by this Act any Board of Trustees or number 
of persons may require to transact any business in connexion 
with their trust, a majority of those present at the meeting 
■hall be sufBcient for the purpose. 

8. The annual revenue derived from the rent of lands belong- 
ing to any such Church, Seminary, or Society as aforesaid, 
shall not exceed fiv& hundred pounds.

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislatire 
Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

I. That Stei^en H. Hilchings, William Todd, George S. 
Hill, John H'Adam, Noah Smith, Junior, Seth W. Smith, their 
associates, successors, and assigns, are hereby made and con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of "The 
Saint Stephen's Gas Light Company," and are rested witb all 
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the powers and privileges and subject to all the restrictions and 
liabilities made incident to a Corporation by Act of Assembly 
in this Province, 

2. Said Corporation is authorized to bold all such real and 
personal estate as may be necessary and proper to enable them 
to carry on the manufacture of Gas fur the purpose of lighting 
the streets, factories, and all other buildings and works in the 
Parish of Saint Stephen and Connty of Charlotte, and to con- 
struct such reservoirs, gas holders, gas pipes, and other things 
as may be necessary and proper for such purpose ; provided 
the whole amount of the capital stock of said Company shall 
not exceed thirty five thousand pounds. 

3. Said Corporation shall have the right to lay gas pipes in 
any of the public streets or highways of said Parish of Saint 
Stephen ; provided always, that the said Company shall at 
their own proper cost and charges, and to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioners of Streets and Highways for the said Parish 
for the time being, and without unnecessary delay, repair atid 
replace in good condition the said streets and highways la 
every part where the said Company may break up or open the 
same; and on neglect or refusal so to do, the said Commis- 
sioners may cause the same to be repaired, and sue for and 
recover the expense incurred therein from the said Company 
in any Court of Record in the Province.. 

4. Said Corporation shall have the right to make such con- 
nection with other Gas Light Companies or Company within 
or without the Province, either by leasing their works to other 
Corporations or Corporation, or by consolidating the stock of 
their Company with that of other Gas Light Companies or 
Company, or in any other way they may think proper, and 
upon such terms and for such length of time as may be agreed 
upon. 

5. Any two of the persons named in the first Section of this 
Act may call the first meeting of the said Corporation, by notice 
published in any Newspaper printed in said County of Char- 
lotte seven days at least before the day of meeting ; and at 
such meeting bye laws may be adopted, and all necessary 
officers chosen for managing the affairs of said Corporation.

CAP. XXXIL 

An Act to incorporate certain Districts of the Parish of 
Woodstock, in the County of Carleton, to be known 
as the Town of Woodstock. 
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Fat»ed Is* Mas 1856. 
Be it enacted by the Lieutenant GoTernor, Legislative 
Council, and Assemlily, as follows : — 

1. That from and after the passing of this Act all the inhabi- 
tants of that part of the Parish of Woodstock which is bounded 
«s follows, viz: — Commencing at the River Saint John and at 
the north side line of lands now owned and occupied by W="it si 
D. Smith ; thence running the same course of said line b^ H at 
westerly one mile ; thence northerly and the same course w' '^f 
the River Saint John until it itrihes the upper or north s ' 
line of land owned and occupied by the late Anthony Bauer 
in his life time ; thence easterly along said north side line to 
the River Saint John ; thence southerly along said River Saint 
John to the place of beginning, and to include ^also Bull's 
Island in ft-ont thereof, shall be a Town Corporate in right and 
in name, by the name of " The Town of Woodstock," and shall 
have perpetual succession, and a common seal, with power to 
break, renew, and alter the same at pleasure, and shall be 
capable in law of suing and being sued, and purchasing and 
holding lands and tenements for the use of the said inhaljitants, 
and of making and entering into such contracts and agreements 
as may be necessary for the exercise of their corporate 
functions, and to do and execute every other matter or thing 
incidental to such Corporation, subject to the provisions herein- 
after mentioned. 

2. That the said Town of Woodstock shall be and hereby is 
divided into three Wards, viz : — Ward number one, Ward 
Dumber two, and Ward number three; to be severally bounded 
as follows : — 

Ward Number One' — Commencing at the mouth of tbe 
Maduxnakick Creek on the north side; thence running along 
tbe same to the bridge ; thence northerly along the main high- 
way roatl leadifig to Canada to the upper boundary line of the 
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said Town ; thence eaBterly along the said line to the River 
Saint John ; iheDce aoatherly along the said River Saint John 
to the place of beginning. 

Ward Number Two^CommenciDg at the Maduznakick 
Bridge on the west side of the main highway ; thence northerly 
along the said highway to the upper boundary line of the eaid 
Town ; thence westerly along the said boundary line to the 
rear line of the said Town ; thence southerly along tfae said 
rear line until it strikes the Maduxnakick Creek ; thence along 
the said Creek to the place of beginning. 

Ward Number Three — Commencing at the River Saint 

John at the mouth of the Maduznakick Creek on the south side 

Tt^ijeof; thence westerly along said Creek until it strikes the 

j-n boundary line of Ward Number Two; thence southerly 

^ ,,^g the rear boundary line of the said Town until it strikes 

J lower or southerly boundary line of said Town; thence 
easterly along said lower or southerly boundary line to the 
River Saint John ; thence northerly along the said River Saint 
John to the place of beginning; and to include also Bull's 
Island in front thereof. 

3. The administration of the (iaeal, prudential, and municipal' 
aSairs, and the whole legislative power and government of the 
said Town, shall be vested in one principal officer, who shall be- 
the Mayor of the Town of Woodstock, and in six other persons, 
and in no other power or authority whatever, two of whom 
shall be annually elected for each Ward, and who shall be styled 
Councillors for the Town of Woodstock, all of whom shall be 
severally elected as is hereinafter directed ; and such Mayor 

and Councillors for the time being shall be the Town Council ; * 

and all Bye Laws made by the said Council shall ezfO'ess to 
be enacted by the Town Council of the Town of Woodstock. 

4. There shall he annually elected ai the same time herein- 
after appointed for the election of Mayor and Councillors one 
Assessor for each Ward; and no person shall be eligible for 
that office unless he be resident in the Ward for which he may 
be elected, and qualified to the extent required in the case of 
a Coonciltor. 

5. No pereoa shall at any time be qualified to be elected as 
Mayor, Counetltor, or AssesBor for the said Town, unless at 
the time of his election be be resident within the same, of the 
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full age of twenty one years, and shall have been assessed in 
the Assessment next preceding such election for real or personal 
estate, or both, within the said Town, to the value of one 
hundred pounds or upwards, and shall hare paid before the 
time of such election all rates and taxes legally due from him 
within the said Town. 

6. At the first election under this Act for Mayor, Councillors, 
and Assessors, no person shall be qualified to vote unless he be 
of the full age of twenty one years, and possessed at the time 
of such election of real estate or personal properly within the 
said Town of (he value of twenty five pounds or upwards; at 
every subsequent election all persons of the full ago of twenty 
one years who shall have resided within the said Town for the 
period of two years, and shall have been assessed upon pro* 
party in tbe Assessment next preceding such election, and 
non-residents who shall have been assessed as aforesaid for 
real estate within the said Town of the value of twenty five 
pounds or upwards, and shall have paid all rates and taxes 
due previous to such election, shall be qualified to vote; the 
evidence of such payment shall be a receipt front the Collector 
of Rates, who is hereby required to furnish the same under a 
penalty of forty shillings for each refusal. 

7. It shall be the duty of the Assessors in each and every 
year, to file a copy of the Assessment List for each Ward with 
the Town Clerk within one month aAer the same shall be 
made up, and it shall be the duty of the said Clerk on or before 
the first day of March in each and every year, to make up front 
the assessment lists a true and correct registry or list for each 
Ward, of the persons qualified under (his Act to vote at the 
next ensuing election fer Mayor, Councillors, or AssesBors, 
and shall on or before ten of the clock in the morning of tbe 
day appointed to hold any election under this Act, deliver to 
each of the officers appointed to hold the same a copy of the 
registry or list for the Ward in whic^,he is (o preside. 

S. No person ^lall be qualified to be elected to serve in the 
efiice of Mayor or Councillor so long as he shall hold any 
office or place of profit in the gift or disposal of tbe Councilf 
nor during such time as he shall by himself, his partner, or in 
any other way or manner, directly or Indirectly have any share 
or interest in am' contract or employment with or on behalf of 
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tbe said Council ; nor shall any person accountable for the 
Town revenues, or aoy part thereof, nor any officer or person 
presiding at any election of a Mayor, Councillor, or Assessor, 
while so presiding, nor any clerk or assistant employed by 
him at any such elections, while so employed, be elected to the 
office of Mayor, Councillor, or Assessor in the said Town : 
provided nevertheless, that no person shall be disqualified to 
serve aa Mayor, Councillor, or Assessor as aforesaid, by reason 
of his being a proprietor or shareholder in any Company which 
shall or may contract with the Town Council for lighting, or 
supplying with water, or insuring against lire, any part of the 
said Town; provided always, that such disqualification shall 
not arise from holding any lease of land from the Corporation ; 
and that no Councillor shall receive into his hands any moneys 
for and on account of any contract, work, or employment, 
made, done, or performed by, or on behalf of, or by direction 
of the said Corporation, but that all moneys due by tbe said 
Corporation on any such account shall be paid by tbe Treasurer 
of the Town to the person or persons who shall have actually 
done such work, and shall be entitled to such moneys by, under, 
or for such contract, work, or employment, or to his or their 
order. 

9. When any person duly elected to the office of Mayor, 
Councillor, or Assessor, shall neglect or refuse to accept the 
same within tbe time limited, or to take the oath of office as 
aforesaid, the said office shall be deemed vacant, and shall be 
filled up by a new election to be made in the manner herein- 
after provided for holding elections. 

10. If any person holding the office of Mayor, Counaillor, or 
Assessor, remove his place of residence without the limits of the 
Town, or shall be absent from the meetings of the Council for 
more than two months at any one time, except in case of illness 
or by leave of the Council first obtained, then in every sucb 
case such person shall immediately be deemed and taken to 
be disqualified, and shall cease to hold his office of Mayor, 
Councillor, or Assessor, and his place shall be filled up by a " 
new election, to be made in the manner hereinafter directed 
for holding elections. 

11. The first election for a Mayor, Councillors, end Assei- 
sors for the said Town, after the passing of tbia Act, ahall be 
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held on the Becond Monda; in Maj in the present year ; and 
the annual election for a Mayor, Councillors, or AsieBBorB 
as atbreBaid, in all succeeding years, shall be held on the second 
Monday in March in each and every year. 

12. Public notice of the time and place for holding every 
such election respectively shall be given by the Clerk, by pub- 
lishing such notice in one or more of the pnblic NewspaperB 
printed in the said Town, and by printed handbills in the 
Beveral Wards, for not less than ten days previous to such 
election ; provided always, that the elections in the several 
Wards for Mayor, Councillors, and Assessors, shall be held 
on the same day and hour. 

13. At every annual election to be held under and by virtue 
of this Act, and before the polling commences, which shall be 
at ten o'clock in the forenoon, there shall be nominated by 
duly qualified electors out of the persons capable, including 
tbe Mayor, Councillors, and Assessor then in office, one or 
more persons for the office of Mayor, two or more pereons for 
the office of Councillors in each Ward, and one or more per- 
sons for the office of Assessor in each Ward, and no vote shall 
be counted except those given for one or more of the persons 
so nominated as aforesaid. 

14. At all elections to supply extraordinary vacancies, there 
shall be nominated in the manner herinafker provided, and out 
of persons duly qualified, one or more persons according to 
the nature or number of vacancies so to be supplied, and the 
votes given for the persona so nominated only sball be counted. 

15. All voting under ibis Act for election of Mayor, Couif' 
cillors, or Assessors, shall be by ballot and not hy open vote, 
and a separate ticket sba)) be given by each voter for each 
office then about to be filled, but a blank ticket shall not in 
any case be counted as a vote ; and provided also, that if in 
sorting tbe voles it shall be found that two or more ballots are 
enclosed in the same cover, or if the name of the same person 
be more than once entered in the same ballot, or if any ballot 
shall contain a greaternnmber of names of persons aa designa- 
ted to any offiee^ than there are persons to be elected to sHcb 
office, all such ballots shall be rejected in toto and destroyed. 

16. At all elections to be beM under this Act, the Court for 
nomination of eaodidBtes or pereoM proposed shall be speiwd 
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at nine o'clock in tbe forenoon, by and before the officer or 
person appointed to hold such election ; and tbe Poll Bhall open 
St ten o'clock in tbe forenoon, and sball continue open until 
fire o'clock in tbe afternoon of tbe same day, unless sooner 
closed as hereinafter provided, and tbe name of each elector 
voting at such election sball be written in a Poll List to be kept 
at such election by tbe officer or person holding tbe same ; and 
after finally closing the Poll for Mayor, Councillors, or As- 
sessors at any such election, the officer or person by whom the 
same shall be held, shall forthwith proceed openly and publicly 
to ascertain and declare the number of votes given for each of 
the candidates or persons for whom the votes sball then hare 
been given, and be shall also then publicly declare the person 
or persons having the greatest number of votes in bis and their 
favour to be duly elected as such Councillors or Assessors, and 
return the number of votes given for each Candidate for the 
office of Mayor to the Town Clerk, who shall upon the receipt 
of tbe returns from all the Wards declare the candidate having 
the greatest number of votes to be duly elected; and the 
officer or person so presiding, whether otherwise qualified or 
not, shall give a casting rote in cases where such casting vote 
may be necessary to determine tbe election of Councillor or 
Assessor. 

17. The officer or person holding any such election shall not 
be bound to keep the Poll open until five o'clock in the after- 
noon in any case where no more candidates have been proposed 
than may be necessary to be then elected, but in any such case 
the presiding officer may immediately after ten o'clock in tbe 
forenoon close the Poll and declare such candidate or candi- 
dates to be duly elected ; and provided also, that if no vote 
shall be polled or offered during any one hour at one time 
after twelve o'clock, then and in such case tbe presiding officer 
shall close tbe Poll as aforesaid at the expiration of such hour, 
and proceed to ascertain and examine tbe votes given, and 
declare the persons elected in tbe manner hereinbefore di- 
rected. 

18. Tbe officer or person holding any election for Mayor, 
Councillors, or Assessors as aforesaid, shall immediately after 
the close thereof make a return to tbe Clerk of tbe names <^ 
tbe persons baring tbe greatest number of rotes, and dedared 
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by faim duly elected at such election for CouncillorB or Assessors, 
and the number of votes given for each candidate for the office 
of Mayor. 

19. The Poll List kept at every such election, and the re- 
ceipts delivered in by the electors hereinaner mentioned, shall 
on tbe next day after the conclusion of such election, (unless 
such day be Sunday, Christinas Day, or Good Friday, and then 
on the day next thereafter,) be delivered by the officer or 
person holding the same to the Cleric, to remain in his office, 
where they nball be open for inspection to any elector on the 
payment of one Bhilling. 

20. Any person duly elected to the office of Mayor, and ac- 
cepting tbe same by taking the prescribed oath as by this Act 
directed, shall be and remain in office as such Mayor, with all 
the powers and responsibilities incident to such office, until he 
die or become disqualified as hereinbefore provided, or until 
another person be sworn into office in his stead ; and if any 
person holding the office of Mayor be at any annual election 
re-elected to the said office, it shall not be necessary for him to 
be again sworn into office as such Mayor. 

21. If any vacancy shall happen by the death or disqualifica- 
tion of the Mayor, or of a Councillor or an Assessor, the Mayor, 
or in case of his absence, or if there be no Mayor, then any 
three of the Councillors shall by order in writing, and within 
ten days after the vacancy shall have happened, direct the 
Clerk to give public notice as hereinbefore provided, of the 
time end place when and where an election will be held to 
Eupjily the said vacancy or vacancies, and such election shall 
be held in tbe manner provided in and by this Act. 

22. No person shall be allowed to vote at any election fur 
Mayor, Councillor, or Assessor, unless his name shall appear 
in the list of voters for the Ward in which be claims to vote, 
and before he be permitted to vote, shall deliver to the officer 
or person holding such election a receipt from the Collector of 
Rates as provided in and by the seventh Section of this Act, 
and also if required by the officer or person holding such elec- 
tion, or by any one of the candidates, or by any person duly 
qualified to vote at such election, shall make oath, or being a 
Quaker, shall malce affirmation before the officer or person 
holding such election in the form following, that is to say : — 
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' I, A. B. do Bolemnly swear (or affirm) that 1 am of ihe fnll 

* age of twenty one yeara, and that I am Ihe person named id 

* Ihe receipt now exhibited by me, and the person named in the 

* list of voters, and that the said receipt was given to me bj 
' the Collector of Rates whose name is thereto subscribed, and 

* thai I have not before voted at any Ward at this election. — 
' So help me God.' 

Which oath or affirmation, the officer or person holding such 
election is hereby authorized to administer, and in every case 
where the elector shall have been sworn as aforesaid, the 
presiding officer shall note in his Poll Book that such elector 
had been sworn, or had affirmed. 

23. If any person shall knowingly swear or affirm falsely in 
taking any or either of the oaths, or in making the affirmation 
prescribed in and by this Act, he shall be deemed guilty of 
wilful and corrupt perjury, and on conviction shall suffer the 
pains and penalties provided by law in the like cases. 

24. At any eleclioa for Mayor, Councillors, or Assessors, 
every elector shall vote in the Ward in which lie resides and 
not elsewhere, and non-residents shall vole in the Ward in 
which the property lies, but no person shall vote at any one 
election in more than one Ward ; non-residents having property 
in more than one Ward may notify the Clerk of the Ward in 
which he desires to vote, and the Clerk shall enter his name in 
the list for that Ward. 

25. Every officer or person holding any such election for 
Mayor, Councillors, or Assessors as aforesaid, shall be and 
may be deemed a peace officer on that occasion, and shall have 
power and authority to maintain and enforce order and decorum 
and preserve the peace at the election held by him, and to 
suppress all riotous and disorderly conduct thereat; and all 
peace officers and all others Her Majesty's subjects, are here- 
by required and commanded to be aiding and assisting him 
therein, and any person neglecting or refusing to give such aid 
and assistance when thereunto required by such presiding 
officer, shall be taken and deemed guilty of a misdemeanor ; 
and if any person or persons shall commit violence, or be 
engaged in any affray or riot, or shall in anywise disturb the 
peace and order at such election in any manner whatever, or 
in anywise interrupt the Poll or the business thereof, or wilfully 
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obetruct or threaten any person coming to rote, Ibe officer or 
person holding any such election ihall have power and autho- 
rity, on view or on oath of one credible witness, (which oath 
the officer or person holding such election is hereby empowered 
to administer,) forthwith to order such person into custody, or 
to commit him to prison, should such officer deem it expedient, 
by warrant in writing directed to the Sheriff or his deputy, or 
to any constable within the Town, or to the keeper of the gaol 
or lock-up house ; which warrant such Sheriff, deputy sheriff, 
constable, or gaoler, shall and may, and is hereby required 
forthwith to obey, under a penalty not exceeding ten pounds 
for disobedience thereto ; provided that such imprisonment or 
restraint shall not continue more than forty eight hours after 
the adjournment or dissolution of such meeting; and provided 
also, that the person or persons so guilty of iiuch disorderly or 
riotous conduct, or of disturbing or interrupting the Poll in 
any way or manner whatever, ae hereinbefore specified, shall 
be liable, notwithstanding such restraint and imprisonment, to 
be otherwise prosq^uted and punished as if do such arrest bad 
been made. 

26. The Mayor, Councillors, end Assessors, before entering 
upon the duties of their offices respectively, shall file with the 
Clerk the aasessment receipts given to them severally by the 
Collector of Rates as hereinbefore provided, and shall also 
severally be sworn, or in case of Quakers, shall make affir- 
mation, by taking and subscribing the following oath of office 
before any Justice of the Peace, that is to say; — 

' I, A. B. do bolemnly swear (or affirm) that I am a British 
' subject, and am qualified as by la.w required in every respect, 
' for the office of Mayor, (Councillor, or Assessor, at the ease 
' may be,) to which I have been elected ; and that I will diligentlj, 
' faithfully, and impartially, and to the best of my ability, dis- 
' churge the several duties which appertain to the said office 
' of Mayor, (Councillor, or Assessor, at ike case may be,) while 
' I hold the same. — So help me God.' 

27. If at any election any person shall be elected as Coun- 
cillor for more than one Ward of the said Town, he shall 
.within three days after receiving notice thereof, make hij 
ojition .and declare for wbicb he shall serve, or in hu default, 
.the U^yor for the time being shall depJare for M;hich one of 
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the said Wards such person shall serve as CouDcillor, and 
thereupon such person shall be held to hare been elected in 
that Ward only, and another election shall thereupon be held 
in the Ward so leA vacant as in other cases of extraordinary 
vacancies. 

28. At the annual election to be held under this Act, all the 
officers whose term shall then expire shall be eligible for 
immediate re-electioo, if duly qualified in other respects. 

29. The Councillors and Assessors to be elected under this 
Act shall severally go out of office on the day hereinbefore 
prescribed for holding the annual election. 

30. The said Town Council shall meet for the transaction 
of business at such timu and place as the Mayor or any four 
Councillors nsay from time to time appoint, giving at least 
three days public notice of such meeting ; provided always, 
that there shall be four quarterly meetings in each and every 
year, to be held at such time and place as the Council may by 
any bye law appoint. 

31. In all meetings of the Council to be held under this Act, 
three members with the Mayor or Chairman, shall constitute 
a Court for the purpose or purposes for which they had been 
convened as aforesaid, and a majority of the members present 
shall determine the questions and matters submitted for con- 
sideration; and it shall be the duty of the Clerk at all meetings 
to keep a minute of the proceedings, in which he shall enter 
the names of the members who shall be present at the opening 
or during the continuance of such meeting, and the persons 
whoHo names' have been so entered shall be deemed and taken 
to be to all intents and purposes present at such meeting, until 
the same shall be iinally adjourned or dissolved by the presiding 
officer ; and the rules, orders, and regulations, enactments and 
decisions of such meeting shall not be deemed illegal, or con- 
trary to the true intent and meaning of this Act, notwithstand- 
ing some of the members shall withdraw therefrom previous 
to such adjournment or dissolution. 

32. At all meetings of the Council, the Mayor, if he be pre- 
aent, shall preside, and in case of his absence the Councillors 
present shall choose one of their own number to act as Ch&ii> 
siiui and preside at such meeting ; and the Mayor or Chairman 
wt presiding ahall not rote, except in case of equal votei upon 
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any question, and be shall then have a casting vote, and all 
meetings of the Council shall be lield with open doors. 

33. The minutes of proceedings of all meetings of the said 
Council to be held as aforesaid, shall be drawn up and fairly 
entered in e book to be kept for that purpose by the Clerk, 
and shall be signed by the Mayor or Chairman presiding at 
such meeting, and the said Minute Book shall be open on 
payment of the fee of one shilling, to ibe inspection of all 
persons qualified (o vote at the election of Councillors. 

34. If any candidate or duly qualified elector be dissatisfied 
with the decision of the officer or person holding any election 
under this Act, in any esse relating to the return of a Mayor, ' 
Councillor, or Assessor, such candidate or elector shall within 
ten (lays nest after the day of such election, make application 
in writing through the Clerk to the Council, setting forth the 
cause of complaint, and demanding an investigation thereon, 
and the said Council are hereby authorized and required to 
assemble and examine, and determine tbe matter of such 
complaint without delay ; but the Mayor or Councillor whose 
return or seat is in dispute shall not vole on the examination 
of such complaint,; and if it shall appear to tbe Council by 
satisfactory evidence on complaint as aforesaid, that any person 
has been returned and is serving as Mayor, Councillor, or 
Assessor, contrary to the provisions of this Act, the said 
Council shall declare his election to be void, and shall direct a 
new election to be held to supply his place, as in the case of 
other extraordinary vacancies. 

35. It shall be lawful for the said Council to appoint from 
out of the members composing such Council, sucb and so many 
Committees, and consisting of sucb number of persons as they 
may tbink fit, for tbe transaction of the business before such 
Council, and for the discharge of sucb duties as by the said 
Council may be prescribed, but subject in all things to the 
approval, authority, and control of tbe said Council, and in 
all questions coming before any such Committee, a majority of 
the members present shall determine such question, provided 
that a majority of the persons composing such Committee be 
present. 

36. If at any meeting of the said Council to be held ander 
this Act, any member of the Council shall be guilty of gronly 
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violent or improper cooduct, or shall make use of language 
indecent, or profane, or insulting to the presiding officer, or to 
any member of the Council present at the meeting, the Council, 
if five memliers in all, or more, besides the offender, be then 
present and concur in the sentence, may expel euch offending 
Councillor from the Council, or another meeting may be spe- 
cially summoned to adjudicate upon the subject, the time and 
object of such meeting being previously notified in writing to 
every member, or to be left at his usual place of abode ; and if 
five members at least, including the offender, be present at such 
special meeting, the Council so assembled shall have power in 
such manner as may be determined at such meeting, to punish 
the offender by reprimand, fine, or expulsion, as any five of 
the members then present shall think fit; provided that in 
case of expulsion, the person so expelled shall forthwith cease 
to be a member of the Council, and forfeit all rights, powers, 
and privileges enjoyed by him as such, and the Mayor shall 
immediately order a new election to supply the vacancy occa- 
sioned by such expulsion, as in the case of other extraordinary 
vacancies ; and provided also, that in case a fine shall be 
imposed, the same shall in no case he more, than five pounds, 
to he recovered with costs in the name of the Treasurer, who 
is hereby authorized and required to sue for the same before 
any competent Court in a summary manner, in which a certi- 
ficate of the Clerk shall be conclusive evidence of the defen- 
dant's liability, which certificate the said Clerk is hereby 
authorized and required to furnish without fee or reward. 

37. Any meeting of the Council to b'e held under this Act 
may be adjourned from day to day, for three days in the whole, 
and no longer. 

38. At the first meeting of the Council after every annual 
election, or at any subsequent meeting, the said Council, if 
they see fit, may nominate and appoint from time to time for 
the said Town, a Clerk, an Auditor, a City Treasurer, a 
Marshal, a Cterk of the Market, and- so many Constables, 
Surveyors of Roads, Collectors of Rates, Pound Keepers, 
Harbour Masters, Wharfinger, or Overseers of ihe Poor, 
according to the true intent and meaning of this Act or any 
bye law, and to define the duties of sucb officers and their 
respective terms of office, which, except in cases of the Clerk 
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and Treasurer, shall not be longer thao one year, unless tbey 
be re-appointed) and the Council may also remove or displace 
any of the said officers and appoint others in their stead, and 
to impose penalties for the non-performance of duties, or other 
misdoings of such officers, and to cause such penalties to be 
levied and recovered by distress or otherwise as such Council 
may direct, and shall grant and allow in any year by stated 
salary or otbemise, to the Clerk and other officers so to be 
appointed as aforesaid, such allowance or compensation for 
their services aa the said Council may think fit ; provided 
that no person shall be capable of acting in any office to which 
he may be appointed by the Council, until he shall have been 
sworn or have affirmed before the Mayor that he will diligently, 
faithfully, and impartially, and to the best of his ability, dig- 
charge the several duties appertaining to^he office to which 
he lias been appointed, so long as ho shall hold the same. 

39. No person shall be capable of acting as Clerk, Wharfin- 
ger, Collector of Kates, or in any other office or capacity 
accountable for the revenues or any part thereof, until he shall 
have entered into a Bond to the said Corporation, with two 
sufficient sureties to be approved by the Council, in such form 
and for such penal sum as the Mayor may approve or any 
bye law prescribe, conditioned to account for and pay over 
to the Treasurer alt moneys received by him on behalf of the 
said Town; and, provided also, that the Treasurer, before 
entering upon the duties of his office, shall enter into a Bond 
to the said Corporation, with two or more sureties to be ap- 
proved of by the Couticil, in the sum of two hundred pounds, 
conditioned fur the faithful performance of the duties of his 
office. 

40. The Treasurer of the said Town shall receive all rates, 
taxes, aasessmenls, fines, penalties, imposts, or other moneys 
payable by the inhabitants of the said Town, or received for 
and on account of the revenues of the said Town, under and 
by virtue of this Act, or of any bye laws to be made by the 
Town Council by the authority of the same. 

41. The said Treasurer shall not pay out any money as 
such Treasurer, otherwise than upon an order in writing of 
the Council of the said Town, to be signed by the Mayor, or 
in bis absence, by the Councillor presiding at any meetinf of 
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the Council whea such laone^B were ordered to be paid, and 
countersigned by the Clerk. 

43. It shall be the duty of the Council to publish in one or 
more of the IfeTTspapers published in the Town, one month 
before the annual election of Mayor end Councillors in each 
year, for the information of the citizens, a full and detailed 
statement of the receipts and expenditure of the Corporation 
during the past year; and in erery such statement the different 
sources of revenue and the amount received from each, the 
several appropriations made by the Council, the objects for 
which the same were made and the amount of money expended 
under each, the moneys borrowed on the credit of the Corpo. 
ration, the authority under which such loan was made and the 
terms on which the Same was obtained, shall be clearly and 
particularly specified, together with the amount of assessments 
ordered and made, the several purposes of such assessments, 
the amount actually received under such assessmems, and a 
detailed account ofihe application thereof; and such statements 
and accounts shall be made up to the thirty first day of De- 
cember preceding such publication in each year, signed by the 
Mayor and Clerk of the Town for the time being. 

43. AH Boards, Commissioners, and ofiicers appointed to 
act under the authority of the said Council, and intrusted with 
the collection or expenditure of any moneys belonging (o the 
said Corporation, shall be accountable therefor to the said 
Council in such manner as may be ordained and directed by 
the bye laws and ordinances of the said Council ; and the 
Books of Accounts of the said Corporation, shewing the 
amounts, particulars, state and circumstances, and also the 
receipts and expenditure of the property, funds, taxes, and 
effects, and fees belonging and accruing or payable to the 
said Corporation or any of its ofiicers, and a full and particular 
account of the same, shall be deposited and kept in the office 
of the Clerk, and shall be there exhibited for the inspection 
and examination of every elector of the Town who may within 
the usual ofiice hours on any business day apply to inspect and 
see the same, on payment of one shilling for CTery such in- 
spection or search. 

44. The said Council in addition to the general powers of 
making bye laws for the good government of the said Town, 
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and the other powers incident thereto, especially conferred in 
and by the provietoiis of this Act, sfaall in the manner herein- 
after mentioned hare the sole power and authority from time 
to time to make, ordain, enact, revise, alter, and amend such 
laws as they may deem proper for the several purposes fol- 
lowing, within the said Town, that is to say : — 

1st. The regulating weights and measures in the public 
markets and all other places within the said Towd, according 
to the lawful standard, and to authorize the seizure and des- 
truction of such as are not according to the standard, and to 
impose £nes or penalties on the owner of or persons using 
such defective or fraudulent weights or nrieasures, heams, 
scales, or other devices for weighing. 

3nd. To regulate and manage the market or markets, and 
to establish and regulate market days and fairs, provided that 
the same shall not come into operation until sanctioned by the 
Municipal Council of the County. 

3rd. To regulate the manner of selling, weighing, and 
measuring butcher's meat, fish, regetabtes, grain, hay, straw, 
aud fodder, and to grant licences for the due weighing and 
admeasurement thereof. 

4th. To restrain and regulate the purchase and manner of 
selling of vegetables, fruit, country produce, poultry, and nil 
other articles and things or of animals openly exposed for 
sale or marketed. 

ftth. To restrain and regulate the purchase of such things 
by hucksters and runners living within the Town. 

6th. To regulate the measurement of coal, lime, salt, grain, 
boards, cordwood and other fuel, clapboards, shingles, laths, 
and other lumber, and to impose penalties for light weight or 
short count or measurement on any thing marketed. 

7th. To regulate all vehicles, vessels, and other things 
in which any thing may be exposed for sale or marketed in 
any street or public place, and to seize and destroy all tainted 
and unwholesome meat, poultry, fish, or other articles of food, 
and to impose and recover such reasonable penalties as may 
be found proper, upon the person or persons exposing for sale 
such tainted or unwholesome articles within the sRid Town. 

8th. To regulate the assize of bread, and provide for the 
seizure of bread baked contrary thereto, and to impose penal- 
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ties upon the person go baking contrary to the prorisiona of 
any bye law to be made on that behalf. 

9th. To regulate the anchorage, lading and unlading of 
ressels and other craft arriving at the said Town. 

10th. To regulate and provide for the erection, management, 
and rent of wharves, piers, quays, landings, and docks in the 
said Town, being the property of said Corporation, and the 
toll to be paid for vessels and steamboats touching thereat or 
using the same, and to regulate and establish ferries within 
the limits of or belonging to the said Town. 

11th. To regulate carters, wagoners, and cartmen, the 
price to be paid to them for hauling loads in the said Town, 
and the quantity to comprise a load. 

12ih. To enforce the due observance of the Sabbath. 

13th. To punish vice and immorality and indecency in the 
streets or other public places within the Town. 

14th. To preserve peace, health, and good order. 

15th. To prevent the spreadingof infectious or other diseases. 

16th. To prevent excessive beating, or other cruel and' 
inhuman treatment of animals. 

17th. To prevent the sale of any intoxicating drisks to 
children, apprentices, or servants, without the consent of their 
lawful protectors. 

18th. To impose penalties on the keepers of low tippling 
houses, frequented or visited by dissolute and disorderly 
persons, where spirituous liquors are not sold. 

19th. To licence, regulate, or prevent billiard tabteSt 
bowling alleys, or other places of amusement. 

30th. To restrain or suppress gambling houses, and to enter 
into them and seize and destroy rouge et noir and roulette 
tables, and Other devices for gambling. 

31st. To restrain and punish all vagrants, drunkards, 
mendicants, and street beggars. 

22Dd. To restrain or to regulate the licencing of all exhi- 
bitions of natural or artificial curiosities, and all theatres, 
circuses, or other shows or exhibitions for hire of proSt, and 
for preserving quiet and good order thereat. 

23rd. To establish and regulate one or more pounds, and 
the fees to be taken thereat. 

24tb. To restrain, regulate, or prevent the ruDuiog at large 
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of horses, cattle, swine, goats, sheep, doga, geese and poaltry, 
and to impound the same. 

25th. To impose a tax on the owners or harbourers of 
4ogs, and to regulate and prevent dogs running at large, and 
to provide for killing such as are found so running at large 
contrary to any law or bye law, after public notice given. 

26th. To abate and cause to be removed all public nnisaoces, 
and all filth and encumbrances id the streets. 

27th. To regulate the construction of privy vaults and sinks 
on private property. 

28th. To cause vacant lots in central sitoations when they 
become nuisances to be properly enclosed at the cost and 
expense (^ the owners, and to recover such expenses with 
costs in a summary manner. 

29th. To regulate and prevent the erection or continuance 
of slaughter houses, distilleries, tanneries, and manufactories 
or trades which may be or be likely to become nuisances. 

30th. To prevent the ringing of bells, blowing of horns, 
shouting, and other unusual noises in the streets and other 
public places. 

31st. To purchase, enclose, plant, lay out, and adorn any 
public square, park, or parade, for the use of the Town, and 
to make and ordain rules for the governmeut and preservation 
thereof, and to impose penalties and punishment by fine or 
imprisonment, or both, for the violation or non-observance of 
such rules. 

. 32nd. To prevent the injuring or destroying of trees planted 
within any of the streets or public grounds of the said Town. 

33rd. To prevent immoderate driving or riding within the 
Town, and to regulate driving and riding on or across Ma- 
duxnakick Bridge in the said Town. 

34th. To establish bathing houses, and prevent or regulate 
bathing within or near the said Town. 

3Slh. To regulate and licence owners of lively stables, or 
other owners of horses or carriages letting out the same for 
hire or profit, and also porters, butchers, and hucksters. 

3(ith. To establish and regulAte a police fat the said Ttnfn, 
and take up and arrest, or order to be taken up arid arrested, 
all rogues, stragglers, idle and disorderly persons, and Order 
them to be sot to work on the streets, or committed to the 
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workhouse or commoQ gaol for such term, not exceeding 
ninety days at any one time, ae ahftll Beem meet. 

i^th. To provide for the proper keeping of the poor, and 
management of any house of refuge, hospital, workhouse, 
bridewell, or house of correction that may be established in 
the aaid Town, and also to provide for the erection or estab- 
lishment of any such houses of refuge, hospitals, workhouses, 
bridewells, or hoiJses of correction as they may deem necessary 
for the public welfare. 

38th. To erect, preserve, and regulate public cisterns, 
reservoirs, and other conveniences for the supply of good and 
wholesome water, or for the extinguishing of fires, and to make 
reasonable charges for the use thereof. 

39th. To establish, make, and regulate public fountains, 
pumps, and wells, and to prevent the waste and fouling of 
public water. 

40th. To prevent or regulate the firing of guns or other 
fite-arme. 

4l8t. To prevent or regulate the firing or setting off of 
squibs, fire-balls, crackers, or other fireworks. 

43nd. To prevent or regulate the keeping or transporting 
of gunpowder, or other combustible or dangerous substances. 

43rd. To prevent or regulate the use of fire, lights, or can- 
dles in livery or other stables, and in cabinet makers' and 
carpenters' shops, and in other places where combustible 
substances are kept, and to prevent or punish the use of pipes 
end cigars in such places. 

44tb.^ To regulate the carrying on of manufactories or trades 
dangerous in causing or promoting fires. 

45th. To regulate and require the safe keeping of ashee in 
proper deposits. 

46tb. To provide for the security, safety, and advantage of 
the inhabitants, by such rules and regulations and restrictions 
as tbey may deem expedient to be observed by all persons in 
the erection of buildings to be built within the populous parts 
of the said Town. 

47th. To regulate the construction of any chimney fiue, fire 
place, stove, oven, boiler, or other apparatas or things in any 
bouse, menufiictory, or business which may be dangerous in 
caasing or promoting fires. 
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48tb. To enforce the proper cleaning of chimneys. 

49th. To regulate the number of fire buckets to be provided 
by the several inhabitantB, and the time and manner in which 
they shall be so provided, and also to provide for the mnnage- 
ment and examination of such buckets, and the use of them at 
fires. 

60tb. To regulate the conduct, and enforce the assistance 
of the inhabitants at fires, and for the preservation of property 
thereat. 

51st. To make regulations for the suppressing of fires, and 
the pulling down or demolishing adjunct houses, and remune- 
rating the owners thereof in certain circumstances. 

52nd. To compel the owners or occupiers of houses to have 
ladders leading to and on the roof of such houses. 

•53rd. To establish and regulate engine, fire, hook, ladder, 
and property saving companies, and to provide and afford 
exemptions and immunities to Iheofficersand members thereof. 

54th. To provide for the purchase of such and so many fire 
engines as they may deem necessary. 

55lh. To provide for the payment of such premiums or 
rewards for early attendance of wagons and other rehicles 
with water at fires, as to the said Town Council may from 
time to time seem expedient. 

56th. To appoint from lime to time such and so many per- 
sons to be Firewards as the said Council may think proper, 
and to enact rules and regulations prescribing the duties of 
such Firewards. 

57th. To regulate the management and provide for the se- 
curity of the public property of any kind belonging to the said 
Town, and to provide for the permanent improvement of the 
said Town in all matters as well ornamental as useful. 

58th. To provide for the erection, preservation, and security 
of lamp-posts, sign-boards and other fixtures within the Tows. 

59th. To provide for defraying out of the funds of (be 
Town, if it be deemed necessary, the expense of lighting the 
same or any part thereof with gas, oil, or other substances, 
and for the performing of any kind of work required for the 
purpose of supplying the said Town with gas, oil, or other 
substance, and for compelling the proprietors or occupiers of 
real properly to allow such work to he done, and to perimt 
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such fixtures as may be necessary to be placed in and about 
their premises, such work and fixtures to be at the coat of the 
said Town, and to provide for the erection of all works con- 
nected with such lighting, or that may be necessary to furnish 
a supply of gas, oil, or other substances for the inhabitants of 
said Town ; and generally to make all such laws and ordinances 
as may be necessary and proper for carrying into execution the 
powers herein vested or that may hereafter be vested in the 
said Town Council, or in any officer or department of the 
same, subject to the limitations with respect to penalties con- 
tained and prescribed in and by this Act. 

45. The said Council shall have and they are hereby invested 
with the sote^nd exclusive power to open, lay out, regulate, 
repair,amend, and clean the streets, lanes, and alleys now ex- 
isting or that may hereafter be found necessary within the said 
town, and of such parts of highways and bye roads (if any) as 
may be within the limits thereof, and of putting and building 
drains, sewers, culverts, and bridges therein, and to prevent 
the encumbering of the same in any manner, and to protect 
the same and every part thereof from encroachment and injury 
by such laws and ordinances as the said Council may from 
time to time enact and establish for the purposes aforesaid; 
and for making, Sagging, planking, macadamizing, paving, 
raising, repairing, lighting, watching, planting, and chaining 
any or any part of the streets, squares, commons, lanes, alleys, 
walks, sidewalks, crossings, roads, bridges, wharves, docks, 
slips, and shores now laid out or erected or hereafter to be 
laid out, executed, or erected [either] within the limits of the 
said Town, and to regulate or prevent the encumbering, injur- 
ing, or fouling of the same by any animals, vehicles, vessels, 
crafts, lumber, building or other materials or things, in any 
way or manner whatsoever, and to make, ordain, and enforce 
bye laws and regulations for the confiscation, sale, removal, or 
destruction of any such encumbrances or any such nuisance, 
and to impose penalties on the owners or persons placing the 
same in such places, and to levy and recover the same by dis- 
tress and sale of goods, or to award punishment therefor by 
the imprisonment of the party offending, as may seem discreet 
and proper in the respective cases, and to regulate the break- 
ing of the roads and streets of the said Town in the winter, 
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and to require the ovrners of horsei, sleds, and other teams to 
assist thereat ; and to provide for erecting, making, or repair- 
ing any common sewer, drain, flagging, posts, or parement of 
stone, deal, plank, or other material, in any public square, 
street, or pluce, or for assessing the proprietors or lessees of 
Buch real property as will be immediately benefited by such 
improvements, and to regulate the time and manner in which 
such assessment shall be collected and paid ; and for directing 
and causing the removal at any time of any future erectioni, 
projections, or obstructions whatsoever which may project into 
or over any public street, square, or road, at the expense of 
the proprietors, lessees, or of tfae occupants of the real property 
in or near which such erection, projection, or obstruction 
may be found ; provided that nothing in this Act contained 
shall extend or be construed to extend to aulhorize the opening 
of any streets, roads, or highways through the private property 
of any person or persons without complying with the provisions 
of any Act or Acts of the Province for providing for the 
awarding of damages to any person or persons who may be 
injured thereby. 

46. It shall be lawful for the said Council at any meeting or 
ineetings to be held as hereinbefore provided, to direct the 
raising, assessing, levying, collecting, and applying such 
moneys as may be required Ibr the execution of the powers 
with which the said Council is hereby invested, and for main- 
taining a good and efficient system of Police in such manner 
as may by any bye laws of the said Council be provided, either 
by imposing tolls and rates to be paid in respect of any public 
works, or in respect of any other matter or thing within the 
said Town, or by means of any rate or assessment to be 
assessed or levied on real or personal property, or both, within 
the Town, or upon the owners or occupiers thereof in respect 
of such property, or upon the income of the inhabitants of the 
said Town derived from any trade, employment, profession, or 
calling within the Province, or upon the poll of the inhabitants, 
or upon the sale of goods by public auction within the said 
Town, or upon the capital stock or other trading capital of 
any Bank, Banking Company, Insurance or other Trading or 
Joint Stock Company or Corporation, or upon the Agencies of 
iforeign Companies, being Companies whose principal place 
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of business is not within this Province ; provided that not more 
money in the whole ifaan five hundred pounds shall in any one 
year be assessed or levied, or be collected and raised from 
the aaid Town, whether by rents of property or otherwise, in 
any way or manner whatever by authority of the said Council, 
over and above such amount as may be necessary for the relief 
of the poor, the support of the fire department, lighting the 
Town, and making and repairing the streets and roads, and 
provided also that the Council may at their discretion remit 
so much of the rates imposed upon mills and other manufactur- 
iDg establish me tits within the said Town as they vhall deem 
just and reasonable ; and to borrow money not exceeding five 
hundred pounds in any one year, and to issue Debentures 
therefor on interest. 

47. Immediately upon the annual election of Assessors aa 
hereinbefore provided, and af^er they have been sworn into 
office, the said Assessors shall give public notice of their ap- 
pointment in one or more of the public Newspapers printed 
within the said Town, and any inhabitant or person owning 
property in the said Town, may at any lime within forty days 
after the date of such notice, give into the said Assessors or 
any one of (hem, a statement of his properly and income in 
the manner prescribed by the Act relating to the government 
of Counties, Towns, and Parishes; and the Assessor, if such 
statement be attested before a Justice of the Peace or the 
Mayor, who are severally hereby authorized to administer 
6ucb oath, shall estimate or assess the property and income of 
such person at the amount mentioned in such statement, and 
no more ; and the Assessors, at the expiration of forty days as 
aforesaid, shall proceed to assess or appraise the real and 
personal estate of the several inhabitants of the Town, and of 
noD-residents having property therein, and the income of the 
Baid inhabitants derived from any trade, employment, profeiision 
or calling within the Province, (but not from real or personal 
property,) and shall file with the Clerk a roll or list of sucb 
assessment, to be prepared in sucfa form ai the Council may 
determine. 

48. Whenever the said Council may order any sum of 
money to be raised by rates or assessment upon the Town as 
aforesaid, they may appoiot one or more of the Assesaors then 
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in office lo make the apportionment of such rates according lo 
the list so filed by the Assessors with the Clerk. 

49. The said Council by any bye law mnde for that pur- 
pose, shall have power to regulate the time and manner of 
collecting the rates upon any assessment within the said TowRi , 
and to allow a reasonable discount fur the prompt payment of 
such rates before the list or book shall be placed in the bands 
of the Collector, and eatablish a summary method for recovering 
the rates due from defaulters residing within the said Town, 
by writ, in the nature of a levari facias, in the manner used 
for recovering fines from jurors for non-attendance; provided 
that no such process shall issue for the recovery of rates due 
by any person rated and residing within the said Town, untit 
at least ten days after a printed or written notice shall have 
been delivered to such person, or left at his dwelling house or 
last known place of abode, either with bis wife or some adult 
member of bis family, if any such can be found, which notice 
shall contain a statement shewing the several amounts assessed 
or rated against such person and the time at which the same 
is to be paid, nor nntil the default shall be made to appear by 
the affidavit of the Collector, or other satisfactory testimony. 

50. If any person residing within the said Town and rated 
therein, shall not have any property whereon to distrain for 
the rates due and not paid by him, it shall be lawful for the 
Mayor, by warrant under his hand and seal, to cause such 
person to be committed to the common gaol or to the lock-up 
house in the said Town, until the said rates be satisfied ; pro- 
vided however, that no person who may be so committed for 
default in the payment of rates shall be detained more than 
one day for every two shillings of the amount assessed and of 
the costs directed to be levied, nor more than fifty days iu the 
whole if the amount exceed five pounds; and every person so 
committed shall be entitled to his discharge at the expiratioa 
of such time, but the execution or process shall remain in full 
force and effect as against the property of such person, for the 
space of two years from the date thereof; and provided always, 
that no person under arrest for non-payment of rates as afore- 
said, shall be deemed entitled to the benefit of the gaol limits. 

51. When any person assessed as a non-resident shall have 
a known agent in the said Town, the notice hereinbefore 
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provided to be delivered to residents shall be delivered to such 
agent in respect of the rales assessed againat his pripcipal, and 
if such Don-residont shall not have any known agent in the 
Town, the Town Cliirk ehall cause a list to be published in 
some one or more Newspapers published in the Province, 
containing the names of all such non-residents who have no 
known agents, and the amounts due from them respectively, 
and such publication shall be continued for three months, 
excepting the names of those who may sooner pay the amounts 
due from each of them with (heir respective proportions of the 
expenses. 

52. The Collector at the end of such three months' publi- 
cation or delivery of the notice to an agent as aforesaid, shall 
make application to the Mayor under oath, sellings forth the 
assessment and default, and the said Mayor is hereby autho- 
rized by warrant under his hand and seal, to direct the Sheriff 
or a Coroner of the County of Carleton to sell at public auction 
to the highest bidder, first giving thirty days notice of such 
sale in some Newspaper published in said County, so much of 
the real estate of the person named in such warrant as in bis 
judgment may be sufficient to pay such assessment with all the 
costs and charges attending the recovery thereof, retaining 
the overplus (if any) for the use of the owner ; and the said 
Sheriff or Coroner is hereby authorized and directed to make 
sued sale, and to execute a Deed to the purchaser of such 
property, his heirs and assigns, and to deliver seizin and pos- 
session thereof to the purchaser. 

53. Any person believing himself over-assessed or otherwise 
aggrieved by any assessment made in the said Town, or the 
agent of any non-resident assessed as aforesaid, may appeal 
to the Council at any time within twenty days after notice as 
hereinafter provided shall have been delivered to faim or left 
at his last known place of residence, and the Council shall 
have power to give such relief as they shall deem just and 
equitable, by adding the name of such person to the assessment 
list, or in case of over-assessment by either ordering a deduc- 
tion to be made from the amount of rates then assessed against 
him, or by an order that the Assessor in the next succeeding 
year shall make the said deduction from the amount which 
otherwise would be assessed against appellant in such succeed- 
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ing year, and in the latter case the amount so to be deducted 
aball be entered iu the assesBineat roll as a deduction for 
orercharge the previous year- 
Si. Any rate or aBsessmeot with which any lands, teoements, 
or hereditaments within the said Town may be legally rated or 
assessed, may be exacted and recorered eitber from the owner 
of the property so rated or assessed, or from any person occu- 
pying the same or any part thereof as a tenant or otherwise, 
and when any such rate or assessment shall be paid by any 
tenant not liable to make such payment by the terms of the 
lease or other agreement under which he holds or occupies 
such property, such tenant may deduct or set off the sum so 
paid by him from the rent payable by him in respect of the en- 
joyment or occupation of the property so rated and assessed, 
or may recover the same with costs from the said owner by 
action in any competent Court. 

55. All debts, from and after the passing of this Act, as 
shall become due and payable to the said Corporation for or 
by reason of any rate or assessment assessed or imposed upon 
any real or personal property, or both, within the said Town, 
or upon the owners or occupiers thereof in respect of such 
property, shall be privileged debts, and shall be paid in pre- 
ference to all other debts excepting debts due to the Crown, 
and shall in the distribution of the proceeds of property, 
whether personal or real, of any person liable to pay any such 
debt, be so held, considered, and adjudged in all Courts of 
Law or Equity, and all Surrogate Courts, and by all CommiS' 
sioners or other persons having jurisdiction in Bankruptcy in 
this Province ; provided always, that such preference shall not 
extend beyond the amount of the rate and assessment due for 
two years, that is to say, the amount due for the then current 
year and the year next preceding the same. 

56. If in any assessment as aforesaid it shall happen th^t 
property belonging to one person shall be assessed against 
another person, or if the name of any person liable to be 
assessed shall have been omitted in the assessment list, or if 
any error shall occur in the addition, extension, or appotction- 
ment of any pa^t of the said list, it shall be lawful for the sei<} 
Aqsessor^ to correct such errors and supply such omission at 
any time befor? aqotfaer assessment is made for q. similar 
purpose. 
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57. No asseasment shall be deemed illegal although the sum 
total of such assetsmeDt may exceed the amount ordered to be 
raised, if such excess do not amount to more than ten per cent. 
in the whole. 

58. From and after the passing of this Act, all the powers 
vested in the Court of General Sessions or the Municipal 
Council for the County of Carleton, in and by the several Acts 
ofthe General Assembly of this Province for regulating Tavern 
Keepers and Retailers, ahalt be transferred to and vested in 
the said Town Council, so far as such laws may be applicable 
to tfa^ said Town, and the Mayor and each several Councillor 
of the said Town for the time being shall have full power and 
authority to do any act or thing in roapect of the said Acts 
within the said Town which are in the said Acts directed or 
permitted to be done by a Justice of the Peace or the Municipal 
Council ; provided that all penalties or fines imposed and re- 
covered within the said Town for violation of the said laws, 
and all moneys exacted for granting licences to Tavern Keepers 
or Retailers, (which shall not in any one case exceed the sum 
of twenty five pounds for twelve montba,} shall bo paid to the 
Treasurer for the use of the said Town; and provided alsoi 
that DO General or Special Sessions or the Municipal Council 
shall have power to grant any tavern, retail, or other licence, 
or to make any rules or regulations respecting the same, to be 
in force within the said Town. 

59. In any action or other proceeding at taw or equity, or 
otherwise, in which the said Town shall be a party or concerned, 
no citizen or officer of the said Corporation shall in conse- 
quence thereof be deemed an incompetent witness or juror. 

60. The Mayor or Councillors of the said Town during his 
or their continuance in office shall be and be deemed Justices 
of tbf^ Peace, and shall have, use, and exercise the same power 
find ^utlfority as if he or they had been commissioned a Justice 
or Justices of the Peace- 

€1. Neither the Mayor nor Councillors of the said Town or 
mty qf them shall receive any pay or remuneration for their 
teivices in that capacity. 

63>. For the purposes of assessment within the said Town, 
tl^e President or other chief officer, or the Agent of any Com- 
pany or CorppratioDt shall be deemed and taken to be and 
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asseesed as the owner of its capita) stock ; and the oame, style, 
or firm of any co-partnership in trade or business shall be 
entered in the Assessment Roll as assessed for the property or 
income of such co-partnership, and the assessed amount may 
be recovered from and levied tipon any member of such co- 
partnerafaip ; and in case of mortgaged property, the party in 
possession shall be deemed the owner for the purposes of 
assessment. 

63. All fines, penalties, or forfeitures to be recovered by the 
provisions of this Act, or by any of them, or by virtue of any 
bye laws to be made and enacted under the authority thereof, 
shall and may be sued for, recovered, and enforced with costs, 
on the oath of one or more credible witness or witnesses, before 
the Mayor of the said Town and any one of the Town Coun- 
cillors, and in case of the sickness or absence of the Mayor, 
before any two of the said Councillors, who are hereby autho- 
rized and empowered to be and are hereby constituted a Court 
for the trial of all complaints, suits, prosecutions, or contro- 
versies arising under this Act, or the said bye laws, or any of 
them, within the limits of the said Town, and to which any 
fine, penalty, or forfeiture is or shall be attached by virtue of 
this Act Of of any such bye law ; and such fine, penalty, or 
forfeiture may be levied and recovered by warrant of distress 
of the offender's goods and chattels, under the hands and seals 
of the said Mayor and Councillor, or of the said two Council- 
lors ; and in default of payment of such 6ne, penalty, or 
forfeiture, or for want of sufficient goods and chattels of the 
offender whereon to levy such fine, penalty, or, forfeiture, 
together with costs and the charges for distraining and selling 
the same, to commit the offender or ofTenders to the common 
gaol of the County, or lock-up house within the said Town, 
for such period not exceeding three months as the said Mayor 
and Town Councillor, or any two Councillors, shall direct ; 
and all such complaints, suits, prosecutions, or controversies 
shall be prosecuted by summons or warrant in the name of the 
Town Clerk, and the proceedings shall be viva voce, and con- 
ducted in a su mmary way, as directed by the Acts of Assembly 
relating to the duties of Justices of the Peace out of Sessioos 
within this Province, and judgment shall be given as the very 
right of the matter may appear, without regard to tet^oical 
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objectionF, imperfectiona, or defects which do not afiect the 
eubstaiilial justice of (be case. 

64. The Overseers of the Poor for the Parish of Woodstock 
and the Overseers of the Town shall and may make such 
arrangements for the support of the poor of the said Town 
and Parish aa thej or a majority of tbem may deem equitable. 

65. In any assessment for County purposes to be made in 
the Parish of Woodstock, the County Council shall apportion 
the amount to be levied between that part of the Parish not 
incorporated and (he Town of Woodstock. 

66. In any election for Mayor if there should be an equal 
number of votes given for any two or more of the candidates, 
the Town Council shall immediately direct a new election to 
be held as in the case of extraordinary vacancies. 

67. The first election for Mayor, Councillors, and Assessors 
under this Act, shall be held by the Sheriff of (he County of 
Carleton and such persons as he may appoint, and any sub- 
sequent election by such persons as the Town Council may 
from time to time appoint. 

68. The gaol of the County of Carleton shall be the gaol of 
the said Town of Woodstock, and notwithstanding the same 
shall be without the limits of said Town, all warrants, commit- 
ments, and other processes or proceedings issued or awarded 
under this Act, whereof any person or persons may be ordered 
to be committed or conlined in the common gaol, shall have 
full power and effect in like manner as if the common gaol 
were within the limits of said Town, and shall be committed 
accordingly ; and the gaoler of the said common gaol shall 
receive all such persons into his custody in the same manner ' 
as if the gaol were within the limits of said Town, and the 
authority of the person or persons committing the same shall 
extend to said common gaol, notwithstanding it may be beyond 
the limits of said Towji. 
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Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governoft Legialatire 
Council, and Assembly, as follows : —

Be it CDflcted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislatire 
Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

1. A drawback of (he duties on goods exported by sea, 
agreeably to the provisions of Section fH^een, of Chapter twenty 
eight, of the Revised Statutes, " Of Warehousing Goods," may 
be allowed where the value shall not be less than twenty fire 
pounds on the first entry. 

2. Nothing in the fifth Section of an Act passed at the pre- 
sent Session of the Legislature, intituled An Act to levy an 
Impost for Railway purposes, shall extend or be construed 
to extend to exempt from duty under the said recited Act of 
this Session, the articles or goods contained or enumerated in 
the Table of Exemptions to an Act passed in the eighteentk 
year of the Reign of Her present Majesty, intituled An Act 
impoting Dutiei for raising a Revenue, but the meaning and 
operation of the said fifth Section of the Act intituled An Act 
to levy an Impost for Railway purposes, shall be to exempt 
the articles particularly enumerated therein, the articles 
specified in the Schedule to an Act made and passed in the 
eighteenth year of the same Reign, intituled An Act for 
giving effect on the part of the Province of New Brunswick 
to a certain Treaty between Her Majesty and the United 
States of America, and such articles as may be exempt by 
proclamation under tbe authority of Law, or declared free or 
exempt from duty by any Law hereafter to be made, to promote 
reciprocity of trade with any other country. 

3. The Governor in Council may from time to time prescribe 
new and additional forms of affidavit, not inconsistent with 
any of the laws in force relating to the collection and protection 
of the Revenue, to be made by importers, owners, or autho- 
rized agents, for the purposes specified in Chapter 27, of the 
Revised Statutes, "Of dutiable goods, payment of duties, and 
entries," which shall be of the like fbree and effect, and subject 
the persons swearing to all the pains and penalties for swearing 
falsely, as if the said forms of affidavit were contained in the 
Baid Chapter 27, of the Revised Statutes, and prescribed 
thereby.

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council, and Aasembly, as follows : — 

1. The Goyernor in Council may from time to time by 
Proclamation to be published in the Royal Gazette, prohibit 
the exportation from this Province of Nitrate of Soda, Sulphate 
of Potash, Muriate of Potash, (Chloride of Potassium,) Salt- 
petre, Brimstone, and articles used in the manufacture of 
Military and Naval Stores, and also of Arms, Ammunition, 
and Munitions of War, or any of them, to all or any place or 
port without the Province, or to permit the same to be exported 
to any Colony, or any part of the British Dominions, upon such 
terms, and upon such securities by bond or otherwise, as by 
the Governor in Council may be ordered and determined. 

2. Any violation of any such proclamation or order in 
Council, made or to be made under the provisions of this Act, 
shall be deemed and taken to be a violation of the Revenue 
Laws; and all or any of the articles exported or attempted to 
be exported, contrary to any proclamation or order made or to 
be made under this Act, shall be forfeited to the Crown, and 
liable to be seized and dealt with in the same manner as 
articles imported or attempted to be imported contrary to tho 
provisions of any law now or hereafter in force for the collection 
and protection of the Revenue ; and every such proclamation 
or order so made under authority of this Act, shall be as valid 
and of like force during the continuance thereof, as if contained 
in all or any of the laws which are or may be in force for the 
collection and protection of the Revenue. 

3. Tbe bonds and securities required and given on expor- 
tation of any of the articles mentioned in any proclamation 
under this Act, shall be as valid and binding on the parties 
giving the same, and be Bu«d for, recovered, and collected in 

the same manner as other bonds provided for or givSn undeiL , 
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the authority of any law in force or to be made for the collec- 
tion and proteelion of the ReveDHe, or the warehousing of aaj 
imported goods, or any law relaliog thereto ; and any penalties 
prescribed by any proclamation or order under thin Act, may 
be Hiied for, recovered, and collected in the same manner as 
penalties prescribed in and by any Act or AgIm made or tfr be 
made for the eolIeetioD and protection of the Revenue. 

4. Every proclaRiatioB or order made usder this Act shall 
continue of force for ti»e period and dttring the time therein 
mentioned, untes^ suspended or annulled by some order made 
by the Governor in Council and published in the Royal Gazette; 
and nucb orders and proelamHtioDS, or any of tbem, may be 
made, published, suspended, or annulled from time to time, 
a» and when the Governor in Co.uncil may deem neeeasary.

If it is desired that any Cminty shall be tncoM'porated, the 
name shall be signified to the Governor in Conncil, in'TBrnnit 
following: — At least ooe bnodred of the resident freeboldera^ 
or householders of the County paying rates upon property 
■hall petition the SberiflT, jM-aying that public meetings may be 
called at the different polling placet fixed by law for the elec- 
tion of Representatives to serve in Geoera) Assembly, Jq" 

several Parishes in the County, for the purpose of takiog ii^^ 
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consideration the propriety of incorporating the County; the 
Sheriff shall thereupon give at least one month's public notice 
of the day and hoar at which siich public meeting shall be held { 
which meetiug shall commence at eight o^cIock A. M. and con- 
tinue open notilfour o'clock in the afternoon of the same day ; 
the notice shall contain acopy of the Petition and of the names 
of the signers; it shall be published in at least four weekly 
numbers of a Newspaper printed and circulated in the County, 
if any, and also shall be published by printed hand bills in at 
least ten of the most public places in each Parish.

«t which the Town Clerk shall preside, (being the nearest to 
his residence,) and appoint by writing under his hand and seal, 
a lit person at any other place, of which appointment due 
floUce shall be given by the Sheriff to the Collectors of Rates. 

3. The Collectors of Rales in each Parish shall at least ten 
days previous to the day appointed for such meeting, furnish 
the officer appointed to preside thereat wilh a correct alpha- 
betical list, ander oath, of all the rate-payers upon property 
within snch Parish, who were rated for Parish and County 
rates at the last assessment, and on failing to deliver such list, 
he or they may be committed by two Justices of the Peace to 
the County gaol, there to remain without hail or mainprise 
until such list is furnished.

5. The Town or Parish Clerks, or other officer presiding in 
the several Parishes, shall vvitbia tvro days after the meeting 
return to the Sheriff of the County, enclosed and sealed, the 
list of the names of those voting both for and againsi the 
incorporation of the County, and the Sheriff shall, on the day 
to which the meeting at the Shire Towa shall have been 
adjourned, cast up the number of votes at the several meetings 
in the County, and shall then publicly declare the number of 
votes in the affirmative and negative on the said question. 

6. tf a majority of those voting on the question shall have 
voted in the affirmative, the Sheriff shall certify the same under 
bis hand and seal to the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 

7. The Governor in Council, on receiving such certificate, 
shall grant to such County a Charter of Incorporation under 
the Great Seal of the Province, constituting the rate-payers 
on property therein a Lodj politic and corporate, by the name 
of " The Municipahty of " (naming the County,) 
and by that name shall have perpetual succession and a common 
seal, and may sue and be sued, may bold real property within 
its limits not exceeding at any one time the yearly value of 
five hundred pounds, and may alienate the same, and enjoy 
all the powers and privileges necessary for the purpose. 

8. The Provincial Secretary shall send every Charter issued 
to the Sheriff of the County incorporated thereby, who shall 
give notice of the time and places in the different Parishes of 
holding the first election of Councillors ; which notice shall he 
at least fifteen days before the time appointed for holding the 
election. 

9. If it be decided that the County shall not he incorporated, 
subsequent meetings may be called at any time after three 
months from (he preceding meeting, on the like petition and 
similar notice for taking the question again into consideration 
as hereinbefore prescribed. 

10. All official expenses attending the holding the several 
meetings for the purpose of ascertaining whether a County 
shall be incorporated, and for the purpose of making the re- 
turns thereof as required by law, shall be laid before the General 
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Sessiooa for the County, and after being audited by snch 
Seasioaa, shall be ordered to be paid out of the County coo- 
tinge ncies. 

11. If the election t-akes place before the seiiond semi-annual 
meeting, the payment of rates for the year preceding shall 
qualify the rate-payers ; and in any case, the Chairman of the 
meeting shaU immediately after the election return the names 
of the Councillors elected to the Sheriff; and the Councillors 
ehall at the time appointed by the Sheriff assemble at the 
Court House, elect a Warden, and organize the Corparatioo. 

12. If the Councillors are elected on or aflcr the second 
aemi-anoual nrKeling bolden on the third Tuesday in July in 
any year, they shall continue in office until the laat Tuesday 
in Decentber in the year next following, when the £rst annual 
election shall take place. 

13. If any Parish fail to elect Councillors for the first 
Council, or at any time after, an election may be bolden at 
any time on ten days notice being given by the Warden; and 
the election shall bo conducted in the same manner in all 
respects as if holden at the proper time ; and the Councillors so 
«Iecled shaU enjoy all the like {lowers and immunities as if 
elected at the proper time. 

14. The Councillors shall be hereafter elected on the last 
Tuesday in December in every year, instead of the time now 
prescribed. 

15. The Coonci] may make bye laws for the good rule and 
gorernment of the Municipality, and of all persons resident or 
being therein, and for the management and regulation of the 
local, municipal, fiscal, prudential, and sanatory affairs thereof, 
and prescribe aueh penalties for the breaeh of any bye law as 
may be deemed advisable. 

16. The Secretary Treasurer shall forthwith on the passing 
of each bye law by the Council, transmit a copy to the Pro- 
vincial Secretary, who shall endorse thereon the day of its 
receipt, and it shall not be of force until the expiration of sixty 
days thereafter : The Governor in Council within that period 
may disallow the same; and such disallowance, with a certifi- 
cate of the day of the receipt, shall forthwith be transmitted by 
the Provincial Secretary to the Secretary Treasurer, and if 
disallowed the bye law shall be void. 
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17. Erer; Buch bye law sfaall continue in force for three 
ydars unless the Council prescribe a less period, but it may be 
coDliuaed by bye law in the usual way. 

16. When the assent of the Governor in Council is given 
to any bye law, it shall he deemed valid, obligatory, and to have 
been enacted within the ecope of the authority of the Council, 
unless repugnant to law. 

19. The assent of the Goveroorin Council to the allowance of 
any bye taw, may be proved by production of the official note 
of the Provincial Secretary or his deputy, or by an endorsement 
of allowance thereon signed in the same manner, end proof of 
the incorporation of the Municipality, by production of the 
Charter under the Seal of the Province. 

20. Every bye law made to continue an existing bye law, 
shall remain in force from the time of its being passed by the 
Council until disallowed by the Governor in Council, if so 
disallowed.

He it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 

Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

1. On the trial of any issue joined, or of any matter or 
question, or any enquiry arising in any suit, action, or other 
proceeding in any Court of Justice, or before any person 
having by law, or by consent of parties, autliority to hear, 
receive, and examine evidence, no person offered as a witness 
shall hereafter be excluded by reason of incapacity from crime 
or interest, from giving evidence either in person or by depo- 
sition, according to the practice of the Court : and the parties 
thereto, and the person in whose behalf any such suit, action, 
or other proceeding may be brought or defended, and the 
husbands and wives of the parlies (hereto, and the person in 
whose behalf any such suit, action, or other proceeding may be 
brought or instituted, or opposed, or defended, shall, except as 
hereinaller excepted, be competent and compellable to give 
evidence, either vtva voce or by deposition, according to the 
practice of the Court, on behalf of either or any of the parties 
to the suit, action, or other proceeding. 

2. Nothing herein contained shall render any person who, in 
any criminal proceeding, is charged with the commission of any 
indictable offence, or any offence punishable on summary con- 
viction, competent or compellable to give evidence for or 
against himself, or shall render any person compellable to 
answer any question intended to criminate himself; and nothing 
herein contained shall render any husband competent or com- 
pellable to give evidence for or against his wife, or any wife 
competent or compellable to give evidence for or against her 
husband, in any criminal proceeding, or in any proceeding in- 
stituted in consequence of adultery. 

3. No husband shall be compellable to disclose any coramu- 
nicatioo made to him by his wife during the marriage, and no 
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wife shall be compellable to diecloee any communicatioD made 
to her by her husband during the marriage. 

4. Nothing herein contained shall apply to any action^ suit, 
proceeding, or bill, in any Court of Common Law or Court of 
Marriage and Divorce, instituted in consequence of adultery. 

5. All Proclamations, Treaties, and other Acts of State of 
any Foreign State or of any British Colony, and all judginests, 
decrees, orders, and other judicial proceedings of any Court of 
Justice in the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
or in any Foreign Slate or in any British Colony, and all affi- 
davits, pleadings, and other legal doctiments 6led or deposited 
in any sach Court, may be proved in any Court of Justice, or 
before any person having, by law or by consent of parties, 
authority to hear, receive, and examine evidence, either by 
examined copies or by copies authenticated as hereinafter 
mentioned, that is to say : If the document sought to be proved 
be a Proclamation, Treaty, or other Act of State, the authen- 
ticated copy to be admissible in evidence must purport to be 
sealed with the seal of the Foreign State or British Colony to 
which the original document belongs; and if tho document 
sought to be proved be a judgment, decree, order, or other 
jndicial proceeding of any British, Foreign, or Colonial Court, 
or an affidavit, pleading, or other legal document filed or de- 
posited in any such Court, the authenticated copy, to be admis- 
sible in evidence, must purport either to be sealed with the 
seal of the said British, Foreign, or Colonial Court to which 
the original document belongs, or in the event of such Court 
having no seal, to be signed by the Judge, or if there be more 
than one Judge, by any one of the Judges of the said Court,

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6. Every document which by any law now in force ia or

shall be admitted in evidence to the same extent and for the 
same purposes in any Court of Justice in this Province, or 
before any persem liaving therein, by law or by consent of 
parties, authority to hear, receive, and examino evidence, 
without proof of the seal or stamp, or signature aKtheoticating; 
the same, or of the judicial or official character of the persoD 
appearing to have signed the same. 

7. All affidavits for the purpose of holding persons to bail ia 
this Province, or having relation to any judicial proceeding in 
any Court of Justice therein, purporting to be made before a 
Judge of any Court of Justice in the United Kingdom, or io 
any Foreign State, or In any British Colony, if in other respects 
conformable to law and the practice of the Court in which 
they are designed to be used, may, notwithstanding they are 
miide before a Judge of a British, Foreign, or Colonial Court, 
be received and acted upon, and shall have the same effect aa 
if made before a Judge or other lawful authority in tbis Pro- 
vince, provided the same purport to be sealed with the seat of 
the British, Foreign, or Colonial Court, before one of the 
Judges of which they purport to be made, or in the event of 
such Court having no seal, provided the Judge whose name 
is subscribed thereto shall have attached to bis signature a 
statement in writing on the affidavit, that the Court whereof 
lie is a Judge has no seal j but if any such affidavit shall pur- 
port to be sealed and signed, or to be signed without being 
sealed, as hereinbefore respectively directed, the same shall be 
respectively received and acted upoD as aforesaid, and ad- 
mitted in evidence in every Court of this Province, without 
any proof of the signature of the Judge and seal of the Court 
where a seat is necessary, or of the sigaatnre, or of the truth 
of the statement attached thereto, where such signature and 
statement are alone required, or of the judicial character of 
the person appearing to have made such signatare, or signa- 
ture and statement respectively. 

8. Every register of or declaration made, in respect of anj 
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British ship, in pursuance of any of the Acta relating to the 
registry of British ships, may be proved in any Court of 
Justice, or before any person having, by law or by consent of 
purtiea, authority to hear, receive, and examine evidence, 
either by the production of the original, or by an examined 
copy thereof, or by a copy thereof purporting to be certified 
under the hund of the person having charge of the original, 
and which person is hereby required to furnish such certified 
copy to any person applying at a reasonable time for the same, 
upon the payment of the sum of one shilling ; and every 
register or copy of register, and also every certificate of registry 
granted under any of the Acis relating to the registry of Brit- 
ish Vessels, and purporting to be signed as required by law, 
shall be received in evidence in any Court of Justice, or before

imprisonment for any term not exceeding Ihree years. 

10. Every Court, Judge, Justice, Ofiicer, Commissioner, 
Arbitrator, or other person now or iiereafter having, by law or 
by consent of parties, authority to hear, receive, and examine 
evidence, is hereby empowered lo administer an oath to all 
such witnesses as are legally called before them respectively. 

11. If any person shall forge the seal, stamp, or signature 
of any document in this Act mentioned or referred to, or shall 
tender in evidence any such document with a false or counter- 
feit seal, stamp, or signature thereto, knowing the same to be 
false ur counterfeit, be shall be guilty of felony, and shall on 
conviction be liable to imprisonment for any term not exceed-

for his inspection, and he may thereupoo make such use of it 
for the purposes of the trial as he shall tbiok fit. 

17. A witness in any cause may be questioned as to whether 
he has been convicted of any felony or misdemeanor, and upon 
being so questioned, if he either denies the fact or refuses to

Whereas the present practice of hringing up prisoners on 
Writs of Habeas Corpus, is attended with delay', expense, and 
iaconveniencc, not in general necessary to the purposes of 
justice ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legis- 
lative Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

1. Upon sufficient cause shewn toanyJudgeof the Supreme 
Court, by or on behalf of any person confined in any gaol or 
prison, such Judge may and is hereby empowered, (instead of 
granting his fiat for a Writ of Habeas Corpus cum £auia, re- 
quiring the keeper of such gaol or prison to bring the prisoner 
before him in order that the legality of such imprisonment may 
be inquired into, and discharge, bailment, or recommitment 
had thereon,) by order in writing signed by him, with his 
name, addition of office, and place of residence, to require 
and direct such keeper to return to him whether or no such 
person is detained in prison, together with the day and cause 
of bis having been taken and detained.

3. VpOD return to such order, the Judge may proceed to 
examine into and decide upon the legality of the imprisonment, 
and make such order, require such verification, and direct such 
noticcti or further returns in res|>ect thereof, as he may deem 
necessary or proper for the prtrposes of justice, and may, and 
be is hereby empowered by order in writing, signed as afore- 
said, to re<|uire th» immediate discharge from prison, or may

6. The matter of the relm-n made t» the order of a Judge 
amy be beard and decid^ed or by any other Judge of the Sw 
preme Court, who shall hare the same power and jurisdictiotT 
in respeet thereof as the Judge by whom the first order wa» 
made.

Whgrbab doubts have arisen as to the power and jurisdic- 
tion of Justices, under Chapter 137, Title XXXVII, of the 
Revised Statutes, to issue Summons, Capias, and Process to 
Counties in the Province other than those ff>r which they are 
or may be respectively appointed i And whereas tbe said 
Chapter requires ameodneot in other respects ; — 

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
CoHim], and Assembly, as followa : — 

1. That nothing in the said Chapter shall authorize or|m 
construed to aothori^e or empower any Juttiea to isaae any 
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Bummona, capiaB, or other process, (except snbpcBnaB) to any 
part of the Province, beyond tbe Count; for which such Juitice 
it or may be appointed a Justice of the Peace, and in which 
sach Justice shall at the time reside ; and tbe jurisdiction of 
Justices in civil suits is and shall be in all cases confined to 
the County in which such Justice resides and for which be has 
been appointed a Justice of the Peace. 

2. That in cases of review before a Judge of the Supreme 
Court, the order for bearing, if served on the Justice before 
execution shall have issued, shall stay the issuing of execution, 
and if tbe execution shall have been issued and not collected, 
tbe Justice shall grant the party requiring it a certificate of 
the issuing of such order, which on being served on tbe con- 
stable in whose hands the execution may be, shall suspend such 
execution. 

3. In case any party to a suit in a Justice's Court may desire 
to hare the same reviewed, and shall make it appear to tbe 
satisfaction of a Judge of the Supreme Court that he has been 
unable to apply to the Justice before whom the judgment was 
given for a copy of the evidence, a minute of the cause of 
action, (be grounds of defence, and the resalt, within six days 
after such judgment, according to the provisions of the forty 
fourth Section of said Chapter, such Judge may, at any time 
within thirty days from tbe day of giving judgment, issue bis 
order to the Justice, who upon service thereof and demand of 
such copy of tbe evidence and proceedings, shall within three 
days thereafter give tbe same to the party, he paying therefor 
as provided in the said forty fourth Section, and (be proceed- 
ings in review shall be thereupon taken in the same manner 
as if the copy bad been demanded within six days of the 
judgment, and according to the provisions of the said forty 
fourth Section ; and such order for copy of evidence and pro- 
ceedings when served on tbe Justice, shall operate as a stay of 
proceedings in the same manner as the order for hearing.

5. Upon theTiearing on review, if the Judge of the Supreme 
Court be satisfied t>y affidavit that the defendant has not 
been legally serird with summons orlirst process in tlie caupe, 
or that be has not tiad a fair and reasonable ttpporinnity of 
appearing, or defending the same before the Justice, tbe same 
-shall be a sufficient ground for setting aside the judgmeni, or 
ordering a non-suit lo be entered^ or the Judge may make 
such order in the matter as to him may seem ri^ht, notwith- 
^anding the retnrn of the Justice, which sball be no bar or 
ground for excluding evidence by affidavit, either -of the want 
of service of summons, or opportunity to appear as above 
stated ; provided always, that copies of the affidavits to be 
used on such hearing he serrcd on tbe Justice who tried the 
cause, with tbe order for hearing.

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council, ami Aesembly, as follows;— 

Nothing in Chapter 120, of Title XXXI, of the Revised 
Statutes, " Of Banking," shall extend or be construed to ex- 
tend to prevent any Bank legally incorporated from issuing 
notes or other evidences of debt for the sum of one pound, or 
any greater sum ; but the proper construction and intent of the 
first Section of said Chapter is merely to restrain and prevent 
every such Bank from issuing any note or evidence of debt 
for any sum below one pound, except for the sum of five, ten, 
and fifteen ebillings, respectively. 



CAP. XLVIII. 

An Act to amend Chapter 30, Title III, of the Revised

That from and after the second Monday in 5fay in thv 
present year, that part of the Parish of Portland, in the County 
of Saint John, which lies to the eastward of a line drawn along 
tbe centre of the Street passing over the Mill Bridge, and ex-

the same is hereby declared to hf a separate and distiqct 
Parish for all purposes Eccleaiastical i, — lating to the Church 
of England, by the name of " The Pariah of Saint Paul," and 
the Church or Chapel o' Ease hereinafter mentioned shall be 
deemed and taken to be the Parish Church of the said Parish 
of Saint Paul ; and tb- 'Church Ward^»a and Vestry of the

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Clerk of the said City, who shall continue in and hold, exer- 
cise, and enjoy the said office during the pleasure of the 
Common Council, and until another fit person shall be sworn 
in in his stead, and no longer. 

2. That the present incumbent may be continued or dis- 
placed by the Common Council, and another appointed in his 
stead whenever they may deem it advisable. 

3. The person to he appointed Common Clerk shall be a 
fit, discreet, and reputable inhabitant and freeman of the 
said City, and skilful in the laws, and shall have been admitted 
and sworn an Attorney of the Supreme Court of this Province.

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Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Goverttor, Legislative' 
Council, and Assembly, as follows;^ — 

1. The Goremor tn Council sball from time to time appoint 
a fit and proper person to be Chief of Police of the City, who 
shall hold his office during pleasure, and shall be inreeted witb 
all the duties and powers as are hereinafter specified. 

3. The Chief of PoKce shall froni time to time appotDt sifeb 
a number of fit and able men as the Comnron CouBcit may 
designate, to be a Police Force for that part of the City lying 
on the east aide of the harbour, who, as well as the Chiefr 
shall be severany sworn in before a Justice of the Peace to act 
as day and night policemen, watchmen, and constabtes, for the 
preserTing of tbe peace, and the preventing of all felonies, and 
apprehending (^ ofienders against tbe peace ; and the Chief 
and men ao sworn ftball, not only within the whole City of Saint 
John, but also generally within tiie City and Connty of Saint 
John, have all such powers, anthorities, pririleges, advantages, 
and exemptions, and be liable to all such dnties and responsi- 
bilities as any constable di>Iy appointed now has, or hereafter

4. No policeman or constable belonging to the Police force 
shall be at liberty to resign his office or withdraw himself from 
the duties thereof, unless expressly aIlow«d to do so in writing 
from the Chief, or unless he shall give to the Chief one calen- 
'dar month's notice in writing of such his intention ; and every 
policemaa and constable who shall so resign or withdraw him- 
«elf without such leave or notice, shall be liablo to forfeit all 
arrears of pay then due to him, or to a penalty of not more 
than five pounds, to be recovored as any other penalties under 
the said Act.

11. Whenever any person charged with any felony or 
indictable misdemeanor, shall be, without warrant, in custody 
at any watch-house in said district, during the time when there 
shall not be any Magistrate sitting at the said Police OfBce, it 
shall be lawful for the said Chief of Police to require the person 
making such charge to enter into a recognizance conditioned 
as hereinafter mentioned ; and upon his refusal so to do, it 
shall be lawful for such Chief of Police, if he shall deem it 
prudent, to discharge from custody the person so charged, 
upon his recognizance, with or without sureties, conditioned 
as hereinafter mentioned. 

12. Every recoguizance so taken shall he without fee or 
reward, and shall be conditioned for the appearance of the 
person thereby bound, before the Police Magistrate or other 
Magistrate next sitting at the said Police Office, and the time 
and place of appearance shall be specified in the recognizance ; 
and the said Chief of Police shall enter in a hook to be kept 
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for that purpose, the name, residence, and occupation of the

WheEEAS many persons doing business in the City of Saint 
John reside in the suburbs : And whereas from the great 
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increase of the population it is appreheDded that persons 
engaged in mercantile and ottier pursuits in the aatd City, will 
be obliged to reside outside the limits thereof: And whereas 
it. is right and just that they should retain their rights and 
privileges as citizens ; — 

Be it enacted hy the Lieutenant Governor, Le^slative 
Council, and Assembly, as follows: — 

1. That all persons being Freemen of the City of Saint 
John, personally engaged in conducting or attending fo any 
business, employment, or occupation whatsoever within the 
same, and who shall be assessei) tRerein upon personal estate 
or income, shall be deemed and taken to be residents and 
inhabitants thereof, and shall be entitled to all the rights, 
privileges, and immunities of resident Freemen and inhabitants, 
notwithstanding their place of abode be without the boundaries 
of the said City; provided that the Mayor and Recorder shall, 
nevertheless, reside within the limits of the said City, and also 
the Common Clerk, unless he shall have a sufficient deputy 
whose place of abode shall be within the bounds thereof; and 
further provided, that nothing in this Act contained shall 
authorize any person to vote at elections for Members to serve 
for the City of Saint John in the General Assembly of this 
Province. 

2. Such non-residents who shall have been assessed in the 
assessment in the City next preceding any election, and who 
shall have paid all rates and taxes legally due from them, shall 
vote in the Wards in which their places of business are respec- 
tively situate.

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1. The Com mi sai oners appointed under and by virtue of 
the lifst Section of an Act made and passed in the eighteenth 
year of Her present Majesty's Keign, intituled An Act to 
authorize the opening of a Street from Church Street to 
Princest Street, in the City of Saint John, shall immediately 
afier the passing of this Act proceed to make a new assess- 
ment and apportionment of the estimated value of the lands, 
tenements, and hereditaments required for the opening of the 
said Street, upon the parties owning or interested in any lands, 
tenements, and hereditaments fronting on the said Street, or 
lying in the vicisity thereof, and in the discretion and opinion 
of the Commissioners benefited thereby, and such assessment 
shall be levied, collected, and paid in the manner pointed out 
in and by the said recited Act; and the said Commissioners 
shall make report of their doings, and take all other proceed- 
ings in reference to such assessment in the manner painted out 
in the said recited Act. 

2. The Commissioners shall pay over to any person who 
may have paid the amount of the assessment made under and 
by virtue of the said recited Act, or shall allow to any party 
assessed, when payment of the assessment is required, what- 
ever sum the antount so paid or so assessed may exceed the 
amount which saeh person may be liable to pay under the 
assessment to be made in pursuance of this Act.

1. Whoever shall remove or take away any stone, gravel, 
sand, or earth from any Street, Road, or Highway in the 
County of Saint John, or shall dig or make any hole or exca- 
vation in such Street, Road, or Highway, without the licence 
of the Supervisor of the Road or Commissioners of Highways 
lor tlie Parish in which such Road may be, shall forfeit the 
sum of forty shillings for every such offence. 

2. Such penalty may be recovered before the Police Magis- 
trate for the Parish of Portland or City of Saint John, with 
costs, and shall be applied to the Police fund. 

3. The Police Magistrate for the Parish of Portland shaH 
have jurisdiction over any offence against the Highway Acts 
en the Road leading from the Aboideau to Tisdale's cottage, 
and from the Aboideau to R. Jardine's house.

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Bank •" and they shall be persons able and capable in law to 
hare, get, Feeeire, take, possess, and enjoy houses, lands, tene- 
ments, hererlitaments, and rents, in fee simple or otherwiseT 
and also goods and cliattels, end a>t other tlnn^s real, pereonal, 
or mixed, and als» to gire, grant, let, or assign the same, or

4. Whenever three hundred shares of the said capital stock 
shall have been subscribed, a general meeting of the members 
and stockholders of the said Corporation, or the major part of 
them, shall take plaoe by notice in one or more of the News- 
papers published in this Province thirty days previous to such 
fneeting, for the purpose of making, ordaining, and establishiag 
such bye laws, ordinances, and regulations for the good 
management of the afiairs of the said Corporation, as the 
members and steckholders of the said Corporation shall deem 
necessary; and also for the purpose ofchooi'ingfive Directors, 
being stockholders and members of the said Corporation, 
under and in pursuance of the rules and regulations herein- 
after made and provided; which Directors so chosen, shall 
serve until the first annual meeting for choice of Directors, and 
shall have full pow«r and authority to manage the affairs of 
the said Corporation, and shall commence the operations of 
the said -Bank, subject nevertheless to the rules and regulations 
hereinafter made and provided ; at which general meeting the 
tnembers and stockholders of the said Corporation, or the major

of the funds of tlw Corporation ; and the said Directors shall 
likewise exercise such other powers and authority for the well 
regulating the affairs of the said Corporation as shall be pre- 
scribed by the bye laws and regulations of the same. 

7. Not less than three Directors sfaai^ constitute a Board for 
the transaction of business, of which the President shall always 
be one except in the case of sickness or necessary absence, in 
which ease the Directors present may choose one of their 
Board as Chairman in his stead ; the President shall vote at 
the Board as a Director, and in case of there being an equal 
number of votes for or against any question before them the 
President shall have a casting vote ; provided always, that no 
note or bill offered for discount at the said Bank shall be 
refused or excluded by a single vote. 

8. No Director shall be entitled to any salary or emolument 
for bis services, but the stockholders and members of the said 
Corporation may make such compessatioa to the President as 
to them shall appear reasonable and proper. 

d. No person shall be eligible as a Director unless such 
person is a stockholder, and holding not less than ten shares 
of ibe capital stock of the said Corporation ; provided that the 
stockfaoMer, so otherwise qualified, be not a Director in any 
other Banking Company in this Province. 
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10. Every Cashier and Clerk of the said Corporation before 
he enters upon the duties of hia office shall give bonds, with 
tvfo or more sureties to be approved of hy the Directors, ifaat 
is to say, every Cashier in a sum not less than five thousand 
pounds, with a condition for liis good and faithful behaviour ; 
and every Clerk with the like conditions and sureties in such 
sum as the Directors shatl deem adequate to the trust reposed 
in them. 

11. The nom'ber of votes that each stockholder shall be 
entitled to on every occasion when in conformity ts the provi- 
sions of this Act the votes of the stockholders are to be given, 
shall be in tlie following proportion, that is to say, for one share 
and not more than four sliares, one vote; for every four shares 
above four and not exceeding twenty, one vote, making five 
votes for twenty shares ; for every eight shaTen above twenty 
and not exceeding sixty, one vote, malting ten votes for sixty 
shares, whicli shaH be the greatest number any Moc^holder 
^all liarve. 

12. An stockholders may vote by proxy, provided such 
proxy be a stockholder and produces sufficient authority in 
writing from bis constituent or constituents so to act ; and 
provided that no stockholder be entitled to hold mere than 
three proxies. 

13. No mem'her of tlie said Corporation during the first three 
months, to be accounted from and afler the passing of this Act, 
shall be entitled to hold and subscribe for more than sixty 
shares of the capital stock, and if the whole of the said capital 
stock shall not have i>een subscribed within the said time, then 
and in such case any stockholder may increase bis subscription 
to eighty shares ; provided always, that no stockholder shall 
hold more than eighty shares unless acquired by purchase after 
the Bank shall have commenced its operations ; and provided 
also, that bo stockholder in the said Bank at any one time 
EThali hold more than twenty per centum of the capital slock. 

14. The Directors are hereby authorized to fill up any 
vacancy that shall be occasioned in the Board by the death or 
resignation or absence from the Province for three months of 
any of its members ; bat in case of the remoYBl of a Director 
by the stockholders for misconduct or mal-administration, bis 
place shall be filled up by the said stockholders, and the peraon 
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80 cbosen by tbe T)irectors or Stockboldera shall serve until the 
next succeeding Rnnual meeting of the stockholders. 

15. Before any stockholder shall be required to make pay- 
ment of any iastalraent upon tbe atnouAt of his subsGription, 
thirty days preTioua notice shall be given by the Directors in 
two of the Newspapers published in this Province of th« time 
and place of payment ; and tbe Directors shall commence with 
tbe business and operations of the Bank of the said Corpora- 
tion ; provided always, that no Bank Bill or Bank Notes. shall 
be issued or put in circulation, nor any Bill or Note discounted 
at the said Bank until the said sum of seven thousand five 
hundred pounds shall be actually paid in and received on 
account of the subscriptions to the capital stock of the said 
Bank. 

16. As soon as the sum of seven thousand five hundred 
pounds shall have been paid in in current gold and silver coins, 
and shall then be in the vaults of ibe said Bank, the President 
shall give notice thereof to the Secretary of the Province, for 
the information of His Excellency the Lieutenant Governor or 
Administrator of the Government for the time being, who is 
hereby authorized by and with the advice of Her Majesty's 
Executive Council, to appoint three Commissioners, not being 
stockholders, whose duty it shall be to examine and count tbe 
money actually in the vaults, and to ascertain by the oaths of 
the majority of the Directors, that half of the amount of its 
capital has been paid in by the stockholders, towards payment 
of their respective shares, and not for any other purpose, and 
that it is intended to have it there remain as part of the capital 
stock of the said Bank ; which investigation is hereby declared 
indispensable, and shall be made at tbe periods prescrihed by 
the secoiid Section of this Act, when paying in the capital stock 
of tbe said Bank. 

17. The shares or capital stock shall be assignable and 
transferable according to the rules and regulations that may 
be established in that behalf; but no assignment or transfer 
shall be valid or efficient unless such assignment or trausfflf 
shall he entered and registered in a Book to be kept by the 
Directors for that purpose, nor until such person or persons so 
making the same shall previously discharge 4II debts actually 
due or payable to the said CorpomtioB ; in-po casq ^U ofij 
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fractional part of a share or other than a complete share or 
shares be assignable or transferable ; and whenever any stock- 
holder shall transfer in manner aforesaid all his stock or shares 
in the said Bank to any other person or persona whomsoever, 
such stockholder shall cease to be a member of the said Cor- 
poration. 

48. The said Company shall not directly or indirectly deal 
ID any thing excepting bills of exchange, gold and silrer, bullion, 
or in the sale of goods really and truly pledged for money lent 
and not redeemed in due time, or in the sale of stock pledged 
for money lent and not so redeemed, which said goods and 
stock so pledged shall be sold at public auction by the said 
Corporation at any time not less than thirty days after (he 
period for redemption ; and if upon such sale of goods or stock 
there shall be a surplus, after deducting the money lent toge- 
ther with the expenses of sale, sucb surplus shall be paid to 
the proprietors respectively. 

19. The holders of the stock of the said Bank shall be 
chargeable in their private and individual capacity, and shall bo 
holden for the payment and redemption of alt bills which may 
have been issued by the said Corporation, and also for the 
payment of all debts at any time due from the said Corporation, 
in proportion to the stock they respectively hold ; provided 
however, that in do case shall any one stockholder be liable to 
pay a sum exceeding the amount of stock then held by him ; 
provided nevertheless, that nothing previously contained shall 
be construed to exempt the joint stock of the said Corporation 
from being also liable for and chargeable with the debts and 
engagements of the same. 

20. Every bond, bank bill, or bank note, or other instrument, 
by the terms or effect of which the said Corporation may be 
charged or held liable for the payment of money, shall specially 
declare in such form as the Board of Directors shall prescribe, 
that payment shall be made out of the joint funds of the said 
Corporation ; provided nevertheless, that nothing herein con- 
t^iped shall be construed to alter, change, or diminish the res- 
ponsibilities and liabilities imposed on stockholders in (heir 
individual capacities, by the nineteenth Section of this Act. 

31. The total amount of d«bts (deposits excepted) which the 
said Corporation shall at any time onet whether by bond, bill, or 
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note, or other contract wbatsoover, shall not exceed twice the 
BDiount of the capital stock actually paid in by the stockholders ; 
Rnd in ease of any excess, the Directors -under whose adminis- 
tration and management the same shall fiappen, shall he liable 
for such excess in ibwr iadividuai and private capacities ; pro- 
vided always, that the lands, tenements, goods, and chattels of 
Dhe said Corporation shall also be liable for such excess. 

22. The Directors shall make half-yearly dividends of rH 
profits, rents, premiums, and interest of the said Corporation, 
payable at sucb time and place as the Directors shall appoint, 
of which notice nhall be given in ene or more JXewepapers pub- 
lished to this Provinoe. 

23. The books, papers^ correspondence, and funds of tlte 
said Corporation, shall at all times be subject to the inspection 
of the Directors ; but ne stockholder not being a Director shaH 
inspect the account of any individtiiil with the said Corporation. 

34. Alt the bills or notes issued by the said Corporatioa 
shall be signed by the President for the time iieing, and eoan- 
(ersigned and attested by the 'Cashier, and shall be printed and 
made in steel plates; and all bills and notes so signed and 
oountersigned shall be binding on the said Corporation, and 
payable in specie on presentment at the said Bank ; provided 
RO note shall be issued by the said Corporation for a less sum 
than five shillings. 

35. The said Corporation shall be liable to pay <o amy bona 
Jide holder, the original amount of any note of tbe said Bank 

which shall have been counterfeited or altered in course of its 
circulation to a larger amount notwithstanding such alteration. 

26. The said Bank shall be kept and established in tbe 
Parish of Shedia«, in tbe Connty of Westmorland. 

27. The Directors shall at the general meeting to be held 
on the first Monday in September in every year, lay before the 
stockholders for their information, an exact and particular 
statement of the amount at debts due to and by the said Cor- 
poration, the amount of bank notes then in circulation, tbe 
amount of gold and silver on hand, and the amount of sach 
debts as are, in their opinion, had or doubtfn'!, also the sarplua 
or profit (if any) remaining after deduction of losses and pro- 
Tision for dividends ; which statement shall be signed by tlie 
JAirectors and attested by tbe Cashier ; and a duplicate state- 
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ment so signed and atteated, shall be transmitted to the Secre- 
tary of the Province for the information of His Excellency the 
Lieutenant Governor or Administrator of the Government for 
the time being, and the Legislature ; provided always, that the 
rendering of such statement shall not extend to give any right 
to the stockholders, not being Directors, to inspect the account 
of any individual or individuals with the said Cor()oration. 

28. No loan shall be made by the said Bank on the pledge 
of its own stock. 

29. Any joint Committee hereafter to be appointed by the 
Honorable the Legislative Council and House of Assembly, for 
the purpose of examining into the proceedings of the said 
Corporation, shall either during the Session or prorogation of 
the General Assembly, have free access to all the books and 
vaults of the same. 

30. Any number of stockholders not less than twelve, who 
together shall be proprietors of three hundred shares, shall 
have power at any time, by themselves or their proxies, to 
call a general meeting of the stockholders for purposes relating 
to the business of the said Corporation, giving at least thirty 
days previous notice in two Newspapers published in this 
Province, and specifying in such notice the time »nd place of 
such meeting, with the objects thereof; and the Directors, or 
any three of them, shall have the like power at any lime, upon 
observing the like formalities, to call a general meeting as 
aforesaid. 

31. On tho dissolution of the said Corporatioo, immediate 
and effectual measures shall be taken for closing all the con- 
cerns of the said Corporation, and for dividing the capital and 
profits which may remain among the stockholders in propor- 
tion to their respective interests; and in case any bills issued 
by the said Corporation shall remain unpaid, the holders of 
stock in the said Corporation, as welt as those who were 
stockholders at the time of the notice of the said dissolution, 
which said notice shall take place by a publication of their 
intention so to do in the Royal Gazette, twelve months pre- 
vious to the said Corporation being allowed to carry the same 
into effect, shall be chargeable in their private and individual 
capacity for the redemption thereof, in proportion to the stock 
they respectively held or bold, subject however to the proviso 
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mentioned in the nineteenth Section of tbis Act; provided 
however, that the liabitit^ shall continDO for two years only 
from and after the notice of such ditsohition. 

32. The aggregate of all the debts dae to the said Bank 
trom the Directors thereof, as principals, endorsers, or sureties, 
shall not at any one tinne exceed twenty per centum of the 
capital stock. 

33. The Cashier of the said Bank shall semi-annually, that 
is to sny, on the first Monday in January and the first Monday 
in July in each and every year, make a return in triplicate of 
the state of the said Bank as it existed at three of the clock 
in the afternoon of the said days respectively, and shall forth- 
with transmit the same to the office of the Secretary of the 
Province; which return shall specify the amount due from the 
Bank, the resources thereof, designating in distinct columns 
the several particulars included therein; and the said return 
shall be made in the following form : —

38. The shares in the capital stock of the said Bank shall 
be liable to be seized and taken in execution, and sold in like 
manner as other personal property ; provided always, that the 
Sheriff or other ofScer executing such execution, shall leave a 
copy of such execution, certified by the SfaeriflT or his deputy, 
with the Cashier of the said Bank, and the shares in the capi- 
tal stock of tbe said Bank so liable to such execution, shall be 
deemed to be seized in execution when such copy is so left, and

Whereas a siiitaUe place of Burial is mucb required bf 
the inhabitants of the Town of Moncton and its vicinity ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legis- 
lative Council, and Assembly, as follows ;— 

1. That James Steadman, John Humphrey, Michael 9. 
Harris, E. B. Chandler, Junior, and William Fleming, tbeir 
associates, successors, and assigns, be and they are hereby 
declared to be a body politic and corporate, by the name of 
"The Moncton Rural Cemetery Company," and by that name 
shall have all the general powers and pririleges made incident 
to a Corporation by Act of Assembly of this Province. 

2. The capital stoch of the said Company shall consist of 
the sum of 6re hundred pounds, and shall be divided into two 
hundred and fifty shares of two pounds each, and be paid in 
such sums and at such times as the Directors of the said 
Company shall from time to time appoint ; and every share- 
holder in the said Company shall hare and be entitled to have 
a certificate under the seal of the said Company, and signed 
by the President and Secretary thereof, certifying his property 
in such shares as shall be expressed in the certificate. 

3. Whenever any assessment shall be made, it shall be the 
duty of the Treasurer to give notice thereof in aome News- 
paper published in the County of Westmorland, or in two or 
more Newspapers published in theCity of Saint John, requiring 
payment of the same within thirty days; and if any shareholder 
shall neglect or refuse to pay to the Treasurer the amount of 
such assessment upon hts share or shares at the time prescri- 
bed, it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to advertise auth 
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delinquent share or shares for sale at public auction, giving at 
least ten days notice of the time and place of such sale ; and 
such share or sbares upon which the assessment or assessments, 
or instalments thereof, shall then remain anpaid, shall be sold 
to the highest bidder, and such sale shall he a legal transfer of 
the share or shares go sold to the purchaser or purchasers 
thereof, and shall he recorded accordingly in the book so to 
he kept by the Directors for that purpose as aforesaid, and 
such purchaser or purchasers shall he entitled to receive a 
certificate in the form prescribed in the second Section of this 
Act. 

4. And whereas a piece of land containing thirteen and a 
half acres, and belonging to Warden Beckwith and the 
Honorable E. B. Chandler, situate in the Pariah of Moncton, 
in the County of Westmorland, has been secured for the pur- 
pose of a Burial Ground, and, with the exception of a portion 
which has been laid aside for the Church of England, shall be 
for ever free to all denominations of Christians, to be divided 
into lots, and sold to such individuals as may he willing to pur- 
chase the same, and which said land is described as follows, 
to-wit : — Beginning at the point where the Irishtown and 
M'Laucblan Roads meet; thence along the said M'Lauchlan 
Road twenty five chains; thence east eighteen degrees south 
by the magnet to* the Irishtown Road, a distance of thirteen 
and a half chains ; thence southerly along the Irishtown Road 
to the place of beginning ; — Be it therefore enacted, that the 
said land above described, be and hereby is declared to be ex- 
empt from all rates, assessments, and taxes, so long as the 
same shall remain dedicated to the purposes of a Cemetery. 

5. All persons who are now proprietors, or who shall here- 
after become proprietors of Lots in the said Cemetery, of a size 
not less than one hundred and fifty square feet, shall thereby 
become members of the said Company, and shall have and be 
entitled to have a certificate under the Seal of the Company, 
signed by the Secretary, in the form following : —

And such certificate shall constitute a valid inetrument of 
transfer of such Lot or Lots as may be expressed therein, and 
shall be held by the purchaser or purchasers thereof, for the 
use of burial only, subject nevertheless to all the bye laws of 
the said Corporation. 

6. A general meeting of the stockholders acd proprietors of 
the said Corporation shall be held at the Town of MonctoD 
on the second Monday in May in each and every year, for the 
purpose of choosing eight Directors for the management of the 
said Corporation ; which Directors so chosen, shall remain in 
office for one year, or until others are chosen in their stead', 
and shall at their first meeting after the election, choose one of 
their number President of the said Corporation ; provided 
always, that not less than live Directors do form a quorum for 
the transaction of business ; and in case of the absence of the 
President, the Directors shall have power to appoint one of 
their number Chairman for the occasion. 

7. The Directors for the time bwng shall, and may appoint 
a Secretary and Treasurer, and such other officers, clerks, 
and servants, as they or the major part of them shall think 
necessary for executing the business of the said Corporation, 
and shall allow them, out of the funds of the said Corporation, 
such compensation for their respective services, as to tben> 
shall appear reasonable and proper ; and the Directors shall 
likewise exercise such other powers and authorities for the 
well regulating the affairs and managing the business of the- 
said Corporation, as shall be prescribed by the bye laws. 

8. Every person owning a share in the capital stock of the 
said Corporation, and every proprietor of a lot of not less each 
than one hundred and fifty square feet, shall be a member of 
the said Corporation, and entitled to vote at all meetings of 
the said Corporation, and members may give as many votea 
as ihey may own shares, and absent members may vote by 
proxy, such proxy being a shareholder and producing sufficient. 
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authority in vrriting from hia constituent ; provided neverthe- 
less, that no shareholder by himself or proxies shall have more 
than ten votes. 

9. The shares of the said Corporation shall be assignable 
and transferable, according to such rules and regulations as 
may be established in that behalf; but no assignment ot 
transfer shall be valid and effectual, unless the same shall be 
entered and registered in a book to be kept by the Directors 
for that purpose. 

10. In case of any vacancy amon^ the Directors by death, 
resignation, or disqualification, or otherwise, then and in either 
of such cases, the said Directors shall and may fill up such 
vacancy, by choosing one of the shareholders or proprietors of 
lots of not less each than one hundred and fifty square feet, 
and (he person so chosen by the Directors shall serve until 
another be chosen in his room. 

11. The several shareholders in the said Corporation shall 
be members of the same until they shall be repaid out of the 
funds of the said Corporation the amounts by them respectively

said, or shall wilfully destroy, remove, cut, break, or injure 
any tree, shru h, or plant within the limits of the said Cemetery, 
or shall play at any game or sport, or discharge any gun or 
other fire-arm, save at a military funeral, within the said 
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Cemetery, or who shall wilfully and uolawfelly distnrb any 
persDDB asaeoibied in tbe Cemetery for the parpose of buryii^ 
any body therein, or who shall eommit any nuisance withia the 
iaid Cemetery, shall b« deemed guilty of a miidemeaBor, and 
i^jatl upon conviction thereof before a Justice of the Peaee, be 
punishc-d by a &ae ^ not less than one ptmnd, nor more tbaa 
five pounds, or be eommitted to the common gael sf the said 
CouMty of WestmorlRud for the spsce of not more than teit 
days, according to the nature and aggravation of the oSeacer

Mineral, shall be vested in the owner of the land wherein soch

Be it enacted by the Lieutenaat Gorernor, Legislatire 
CouDcil, and Assembly, as follows : — 

1. That an Act made and passed in tbe eighteenth year of 
the ReigD of Her present Majesty, intituled , 't Act to prevent 
the importation, manufacture, andtraffic in Intoxicating Liquors, 
be and tbe same is hereby repealed. 

2. In all prosecutions for penalties under the said Act 
pending, whether on appeal or otherwise, at tbe time of tbe 
passing of this Act, it shall be lawful for tbe defendant in any 
such prosecution, if be shall think proper, to require all pro- 
ceedings therein to be discontinued on paying or tendering the 
amount of taxable costs under tbe said Act to the person 
entitled to receire tbe same, and on such payment or tender, 
such prosecution shall be immediately discontinued. 

3. Wherever liquors or packages have been seized under 
tbe said Act hereby repealed, and have not been destroyed, 
the Governor in Council may order such liquors and packages 
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to be restored to the owner thereof, on payment of the taxable 
costs of such seizure. 

4. AD duties imposed by an Act made and passed in the 
eighteenth year of the Reign of Her present Majesty, intituled 
An Act imposing Duties for raising a Revenue, on any article 
the importatioB of which was prohibited by the Act hereby 
repealed, shall be hereafter levied and collected as if the said 
Act 80 repealed had nercr been passed. 

5. Any general or special Sessions or other Bodies empow- 
ered by the said Act hereby repealed to appoint Agents for the 
sale of liquors, may make such arrangements for the disposal 
of any liquors in charge of the Agents appointed by them 
respectively, and for the compensation of such Agents, as they 
may deem proper, and thereupon the Bonds given by such 
Agents shall be discharged.

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council, and Assembly, as follows: — 

1. From and after the passing of this Act, a reward of iifteeii 
shillings shall be paid to any inhabitant or inhabitants of this 
Province for each and every Bear such inhabitant or inhabi- 
tants shall kill or destroy within the limits of the same. 

2. It shall and may be lawful for His Excellency the Lieu- 
tenant Governor in Council, on application by any of the 
several Clerks of the Peace of the respective Counties in this 
Province, to issue his Warrant on the Treasurer of the Pro- 
vince, directing him, or any of his Deputies, to pay over to such 
Clerk of the Peace, out of any moneys in the bands of the said 
Treasurer or Deputy Treasurer, such sum of money not ex- 
ceeding ten pounds at any one time, as to His Excellency in * 
Council may seem meet, to be applied by such Clerk of the 
Peace and accounted for by him in manner hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

3. To entitle any person or persons to the reward of fifteen 
shillings for killing a Bear as mentioned in the first Section of 
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this Act, he or they shall bring the nose or noses of the Bear 
or Bears, for the killing of which the Bounty is claimed, to any 
one of Her Mtijesty's Justices of the Peace residing in the 
vicinity or nearest to the place where the saidBear or Bears has 
or have been killed, and shall take and subscribe the following 
oath, (hat is to say: — 

' I {or we) do swear that I {or we) did on the day of 

* kill {or assist to kill) a Bear {or Bears) at [describe the place 
' a$ near as may be,"] in the Province of New Brunswick, and 

* that the nose (or noses) now produced by me (or us) is (or are) 

* the nose {or noses) of the Bear {or Bears) so killed, for which 
■ the Bounty granted by Law is claimed, and that no other 
' person has received the Bounty for the same.' 

Which oath such Justice is authorized and required to ad- 
minister without fee, and to burn or cause to be burnt or des- 
troyed the nose or noses so pioduced before him, and shall also 
certify under his hand ia the jurat of such affidavit that he 
believes the statement therein made to be true ; and that he 
has destroyed the said nose or noses so produced, and shall 
deliver the said affidavit and certificate to the deponent or 
deponents. 

4. It shall and may be lawful for the several Clerks of the 
Peace in their respective Counties, and they are hereby re- 
quired on presentation of any such affidavit or affidavits, with 
certificate or certificates as aforesaid, to any of them respec- 
tively, forthwith and without any fee, reward, deduction, or 
abatement whatsoever, to pay over to the deponent or de- 
ponents, or his or their order, out of the moneys in the hands of 
the said Clerks of the Peace, by virtue of the Warrant in the 
second Section of this Act mentioned, the sum of fifteen 
shillings for each and every Bear so proved to have been killed 
as aforesaid: for which the said deponent or deponents, or 
person receiving the same, shall thereupon give the Clerk of 
the Peace paying the same a receipt or acquittance. 

5. It shall and may be lawful for the several and respective 
Clerks of the Peace who may make application for and receive 
a Warrant or Warrants on the Treasury under the provisions 
of this Act, and they are hereby required on or before the first 
day of November in each and every year, to make up and 
transmit to the Office of the Secretary of the Province a state- 
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ment in writing, signed by such Clerk of the Peace, and sworn 
to before any Justice of the Peace of this Province, who is 
hereby authorized to administer such oath, crediting the Pro- 
vince with the amount of moneys by him received by virtue of 
any such Warrant, and specifying by name the several parties 
to whom be may have paid Bounties during the preceding 
year, and tbu amount paid to each, accompanied with the 
vouchers and receipts for the same ; which schedule, vouchers, 
and receipts shall be laid before the House of Assembly at its 
then next sitting.

Whereas the Public Burial Grounds in connexion with the 
respective Denominations in. Saint Stephen and Hilhown, in 
the Parish of Saint Stephen, are much filled trp with the inter' 
ment of the dead, and it is apprehended that farther interments 
may be detrimental to the health of the inhabitants of said 
places ;^ And whereas a fit and commodions Public Cemetery 
has been provided, which Cemetery is incorporated by Act of 
General Assembly, intituled An Act to incorporate the Saint 
Stephen Rural Celketery, made and passed in the nineteenttr 
year of the Reign of Her present Majesty, and is at present 
under proper regulations, for the accommodation of the several 
Denominations whose Burial Grounds will be by this Act inter- 
fered with ; — 

. Be it therefore enacted hy the Lieutenant Governor, Legis- 
lative Council, and Assembly, as follows r — ' 

1. That upon and after the first day of May in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty eight, it shall 
not be lawfiil to inter, bury or place the corpse of any deceased 
person within the Burial Grounds before named, in connexion 
with the several Denominations aforesaid, in Saint Stephen 
and Milltown, in the Parish of Saint Stephen. 

2. That if any person or persons shall after the first day of 
May afuressid, inter, bury or place any corpse wiihin the said 
Burial Grounds, or shall aid or assist in interring, burying or 
placing any corpse within the said Burial Grounds, they shall 
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forfeit and paj the sum of fifly pounds, to be recovered by an 
action of debt id any of Her Majesty's Courts of Record in tills 
ProTiDce, by and in the name of the Oreraeers of the Poor for 
the time being, in the Parish of Saint Stephen, to be paid to 
and applied by the Overseers of the Poor of said Parish, for 
the use of the Poor thereof; and it shall and may be lawful 
for any of the Justices of the Peace for the County of Charlotte, 
' and they are hereby required to order and direct the disinter- 
ment and removal of any corpse interred, buried or placed in 
the eaid Burial Grounds, contrary to the provisionsof this Act, 
and to cause the same to be decently interred in the Saint 
Stephen Rural Cemetery, in accordance with the regulations 
of the Corporation. 

3. That no ground around the Villages of Saint Stephen and 
Milltown, in the Parish of Saint Stephen, shall be used or ap- 
plied for the purpose of public burial or interment of the dead 
by any Denomination or body of Christians or others, that is 
not situate at least a distance of one mile from the River Saint 
Croix, under the penalty above named in Section second, and 
subject to the same provisions and requirements as in the said 
Section are set forth.

Whereas the Saint John Seamen's Friend Society, in 
addition to the Provincial grant of fifteen hundred pounds, 
have a paid up capital of four thousand pounds, n large por- 
tion of which is invested in real estate situated in the City and 
County of Saint John : And whereas the stockholders have 
already sustained a serious loss from the operations of the 
said Society, and it is found that the purposes for which the 
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aaid Societ; was iacorporaied cannot be accomplished without 
entailing a heavy annual loss upon the stockholders thereof: 
And whereas at a meeting of the said stockholders, holden at 
the City of Saint John on Tuesday the sixth day of January 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty 
seven, the draft of a Petition to the Legislature, praying that 
an Act be passed to enable the Society to wind up its affairs 
and dissolve the Corporation, as also the draft of a Bill to efTect 
this object, having been read, it was unanimously approved of, 
and it was resolved, that the President and Directors be a 
Committee to get said Petition and Bill engrossed and laid 
before the Legislature at the next approaching Session : And 
whereas, in pursuance of such Resolution, application has 
been made on behalf of the said Society to enable the Direc- 
tors thereof for the time being to sell and dispose of the real 
and personal estate and effects thereof, and af^er payment of 
all just debts and liabilities of the said Society, to distribute 
the residue of the proceeds as hereinafter mentioned ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legis- 
lative Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

1. That it shall and may be lawfuFfor the Directors of the 
Saint John Seamen's Friend Society for the time being, and 
they are hereby required to sell and dispose of all and sin- 
gular the real and personal property, goods, chattels, estate 
and effects of the said Society, either at public auction or by 
private sale, in one lot or in separate parcels, for cash or upon 

.credit, and on such terms of payment as to them may seem 
advisable, and for' the best price or prices that can reasonably 
be obtained therefor. 

2. That the said Directors shall and may, with all con- 
venient dispatch, collect, get in, and receive all the outstanding 
debts and effects of the said Society. 

3. That it shall and may be lawful for the said Directors, 
and they are hereby required to appoint such meeting or meet- 
ings of the stockholders and all other parties interested, to be 
held at such times and places as they may think fit, whereof 
-due notice shall be given by the President, by advertisement 
thereof in any one or more of the public Newspapers published 
in the City of Saint John, at least eight days before the time 
appointed for such meeting, for the purpose of ascertaining, 
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proving and adjusting all such legal and equitable claima and 
demands of every nature and kind as sball be outstanding 
agaiast the said Society. 

4. Tbat tbe President, or in case of his absence one of the 
Directors, Rhall preside at such meeting, and that nil such legal 
and equitable claims and demands shall respectively be reduced 
into. writing, and submitted to the stockholders of the said 
Society present at such meeting, or at any further meeting to 
be called as aforesaid, and shall be allowed, redu<;ed or rejected 
according to the decision of the stockholders then present. 

5. That in case any such claim shall be reduced or rejected, 
it shall and may be lawful for the claimant, within one month 
after such meeting, to make application to a Judge of tbe 
Supreme Court, by affidavit setting forth the nature and full 
particulars of such claim ; and such Judge is hereby authorized 
and empowered to make an order calling upon the said Saint 
John Seamen's Friend Society to appear by their Attorney, 
at such time and place as the said order sball appoint, and to 
answer such claim; and tbe said Judge is hereby authorized 
and empowered to require either party to produce further 
affidavits, and to hear and determine the said claim upon 
affidayits, as fully and effectually to all intents and purposes, 
as any Court of law or equity might bear and determine tbe 
same if properly brought before such Court, and to make such 
order thereupon, and as to the costs of such applicatioD, aa 
may be deemed reasonable and equitable. 

6. That when and so soon as the amount of outstandiag, 
claims and demands against the said Society shall have been 
ascertained and adjusted, it shall and may be lawful for the 
Directors of the said Society for the time being, and they 
are hereby required, out of the assets of the said Society, to 
pay and satisfy such claims and demands, and after tbe pay- 
ment of such debts, claims and demands so ascertained and 
adjusted, and the necessary costs, charges and expenses which 
shall be incurred by the Directors of the said Society in carry- 
ing out the provisions of this Act, then and in such case a 
further meeting of the stockholders of the said Society sball be 
held, such meeting to be called in manner aforesaid; at which 
meeting a full and detailed statement shall be submitted by tbe 
Directors of the assets of the said Society, and of the manner 
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in which the same Bhall have been expended, as well in the 
payment and liqtiidaiion of such debts, claims, and demands, 
as in the ordinary expenses of the said Society, and in the 
costs, charges, and expenses necessarily incurred in carrying 
oat the provisions of this Act, and of the surplus remaining in 
hand, and such account shall be finally settled and adjusted by

the Directors and all other officers of the said Society are 

. required to give tbe fullest satisfaction and information; and

Willittm R. M'Kenzic, Hewlett Broad, Charles A. Ewing, 
David Simpson, Henry Buxton, Thonias Buxton, Jame»

Whereas the erection of Mills and Machinery for the manu- 
facture of Lumber and Flour, and for Carding and Fulling, 
and other purposes, on the Weldon Creek, so called, in the 
Parish of Hillsborough, in the County of Albert, would greatly 
promote the interests of that section of this Province, it is 
deemed expedient to incorporate a Company for that object ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legis- 
lative Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 
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1. That Peter Duffy, Joel Steves, Ephraim Steves, Jofan 
Dryden, John Duffy, and their eRsociates, successors, am) 
aitigns, shall be and ihey are hereby erected into a Company 
for the purpose declared in the Preamble to this Act, and de- 
clared to be a body politic and corporate by the name of The 
Hillsborough, Mill and Manufacturing Company, and by that 
name shall hare all the general powers, authority, and 
privileges made incident to a Corporation by Act of Assembly 
of tbis Province. 

2. The first meeting of the said Corporation shall be held 
at Hillsborough aforesaid, and shall be called by Peter Duffy, 
or in case of his death, neglect or refusal, by any two of the 
said Company, by giving notice in. one or more of the News- 
papers printed in the City of Saint John, at least twenty days 
previous to such meeting, which shall be holden at the time 
and place specified in such notice. 

3. The capital stock of said Corporation shall consist of the 
sum of six thousand pounds current money of the Province of 
New Brunswick, with liberty to increase the same to the sum 
of fifteen thousand pounds, to be divided into shares of twelve 
pounds ten shillings each, to be paid in in such instalments and 
at such times as the business of the said Corporation may re- 
quire; and every person who shall be the owner or holder of 
one or more shares shall be entitled to vote in person or by 
proxy, having one vote for each share as aforesaid ; and it 
shall be lawful for said Corporation to grant certificates of full 
stock, in whole or part payment, for the consideration of 
lands, easements, right of way, buildings, wharves, machinery, 
or privileges, in the place of money subscription to said stock, 
at such valuation as a majority of all the votes of said Corpo- 
ration shall Hx and agree upon. 

4. The joint stock and property of the said Corporation shall 
alone be responsible for the debts and liabilities of the said 
Company. 

5. The Directors and officers of the said Company, or a 
majority of them, shall have full power and authority to 
manage the concerns of the said Corporation, subject lo the re- 
gulations and bye laws of the said Corporation ; that no person 
■ball be eligible as a Director unless such person be a stock- 
bolder and of the full age of twenty one years, nor shall any 
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purchase or sale of real estate be made by them except by 
consent of two thirds of the stockholder's voting as provided 
in Section three of this Act. 

6. Unless ten per cent, of the said capital stock shall be 
actually paid in for the purposes of the said Corporation, and 
a certificaleof such payment made and verified on oath by the

7. And whereas the said Weldon Creek (so called) is a tidal 
Creek, and it is necessary for the said Corporation to have 
power and authority to put, place and erect therein, at the 
most eligible place on said Creek, on the east side of, and 
within twenty rods from the Great Road, a dam, wharves, 
buildings, or such other things as may be requisite and neces- 
sary for the proper and efficient carrying on and managing the 
business of the said Company ; — Be it therefore enacted, that 
the said Corporation be and the same is hereby authorized and 
empowered to put, place and erect in and across said Creek, 
at the place above mentioned, any dam, building, machinery, 
end wharves, and any other thing necessary for the purpose of

Whereas tbe establishment of a Company for the purpose 
of erecting Gaa Works in the Town of Chatham, in order to 
furnish the means of lighting the said Town in a superior 
raaniier, would be an object of public utility ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legis- 
lative Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

1. That William J. Fraser, George H. Rusaell, Hugh Bain, 
George Kerr, John M. Johnson, James C. E. Carmichael, 
William M. S. Evans, John Macdougall, and Alexander Lou- 
doun, their associates, successors, and assigns, shall be and 
they arc hereby erected into a body politic and corporate by 
the name of The Chatham Gas Light Company, and shall 
hare all the general powers and privileges made incident to a 
Corporation by Aet of Assembly in this Province, for the pur- 
pose of lighting the Town of Chatham with Gas, and for all 
necessary works therewith connected. 

2. The capital stock of the said Corporation shall be three 
thousand pounds current money of New Brunswick, and shall be 
divided into six hundred sharesof five pounds each, to be paid in 
at such times and in such instalments as the business of the said 
Company shall require, provided that twenty five per centum 
of the said capital stock, amounting to seven hundred and fiAy 
pounds, shall be actually paid in and invested in tbe business 
of the said Corporation in two years from tbe passing of this 
Act; and provided also, that the said Corporation shall, when 
necessary, have leave to extend the said capital stock to the 
sum of six thousand pounds of like current money, and shall 
have power to increase the number of shares accordingly, or 
to assess such increase upon the original number of shares ; 
and provided also, that the said Corporation shall not be en- 
titled to purchase any property, real or personal, or to incur 
any debts, until ten per centum on two thousand seven hun- 
dred pounds of the capital stock as aforesaid shall be paid in. 

3. That William J. Fraser, George H. Russell, John H. 
Johnson, Junior, Hugh Bain, and John Bryson, having been 
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chosen Directors of the Company, shall be Directors of the 
CorporatioD until the next annual meeting, or until others are 
chosen in their steat], and shall hare full power to manage the 
concerns of the said Corporation, subject to the rules and 
regulatioas hereinafter made and provided, in the same man- 
ner and as fully as if they were chosen by the Corporation 
after the passing of this Act, and their acts and doings on be- 
half of the Company before the passing of this Act and sub- 
sequent hereto, shall be binding on the Corporation ; and the 
said Directors shall also have full power and authority to 
appoint all such officers under them as shall be necessary to 
manage and carry on the affairs and business of the Company, 

4. A general meeting of the stockholders of the said Cor- 
poration shall be held in Chatham on the first Wednesday in 
January in each and every year, for the purpose of choosing 
five Directors and such other officers as may bo necessary for 
the management of the affaire of the said Corporation, which 
Directors, so chosen,- shall remain in office one year or until 
others are chosen In their stead, and shall at the first meeting 
after their election choose one of their number President of the 
said Company; provided always, that not less than three Direc- 
tors do form a quorum for the transaction of business, and in case 
of the absence of the President the Directors shall have power 
to appoint one of their number Chairman for the occasion. 

5. No person shall be eligible as a Director unless such 
person is a stockholder and holds not less than four shares of 
the capital stock of the eaid Corporation, and is of the full age 
of twenty one years. 

6. The number of votes to which each stockholder shall be 
entitled on any occasion when, according to the provisions of 
this Act. the rotes of the stockholders arc to be given, shall be 
for one share and not more than two, one rote; for every two 
shares above two, and not exceeding ten, one vote, making five 
votes for ten shares ; for every four shares abore ten and not 
exceeding thirty, one rote, making ten rotes for thirty shares ; 
for every eight shares above thirty and not exceeding serenty, 
one rote, making fifteen rotes for seventy shares ; for erery 
tvrelve shares above serenty and not exceeding one hundred 
and thirty, one rote, making twenty votes for one hundred and 
thirty shares ; which said number of twenty votes shall be the 
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greatest any stockholder shall be entitled to hare; and all 
stockholders may vote by proxy, such proxy being a stock- 
holder and producing sufficient authority in writing from hia 
constituefit. 

7. The shares in the said Corporation shall be assignable 
and transferable according to such rules and regulations as 
may be established in that behalf, but no assignment or trans- 
fer shall be valid or effectual unless the same shall be entered 
and registered in a book to be kept for that purpose ; in no 
case shall any fractional part of a share, or other than a com- 
plete share or shares be assignable or transferable ; and when- 
ever any stockholder shall transfer in manner aforesaid all his 
stock and shares in the said Company, he shall cease to be a 
member of the said Corporation. 

8. In case of any vacancy among the Directors by death, 
resignation) or disqualitication by sale or transfer of stock, 
then and in either of such cases tbe said Directors shall and 
may fill up such vacancy by choosing one of the stockholders, 
and the person so chosen by the Directors shall serve until 
another is chosen in his room. 

9. Each and every stockholder in the said Company shall 
be held liable to the said Company for the payment of each 
and every call or assessment made, (not however to exceed in 
amount the stock so subscribed for,) for the purpose of enabling 
the said Company to pay the debts and engagements of the 
said Corporation, or to carry on the operations for which the 
said Company is incorporated, and shall and may be sued for 
by the said Company, and recovered in any Court of Record 
within the Province. 

10. The joint stock or property of the said Corporation shall 
alone in the first instance be responsible for the debts and 
engagements of the said Corporation ; and no creditor or per- 
son or persons having any demands against the said Corpora- 
tion, for or on account of any dealings with the said Corporation, 
shall have recourse against the separate property of any share- 
holder on account thereof, except in case of deficiency, or 
where tbe joint stock of the said Corporation shall fall short of 
or not be equal to the payment of any debt, due, or demand 
against the same, then and in such case the goods and chattels, 
lands and tenements of each shareholder, shall and may be 
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}evied upon and seized respectively, to satisfy auch debt or 
demand, to the extent of double the amount of the share or 
shares, or interest of such shareholder in the joint stock of the 
said Corporation, but no more ; and such double amount, or 
so much as may be necessary to satisfy such debt, due or 
demand, shall .and may be levied and seized by process of 
execution in the same suit in which such debt, due or demand 
may be recovered against said Corporation. 

11. The stock subscription liat already subscribed, and such 
other names and shares as may be added thereto, to the extent 
of the stock, shall compose the company stockholders, and the 
Rubscribers shall be in the same position as if they had sub- 
scribed after the passing of this Act, as well for the payment 
ef such stock as otherwise. 

12. The said Company shall bare power to levy and collect 
assessments upon the shares, from time to time, of such sum» 
of money as may be deemed necessary for carrying on the 
business of the said Company ; and whenever any assessment 
may be made by the said Company, it shall be the duty of the 
Treasurer to give notice thereof in one or more of the News- 
papers published in Chatham, requiring payment of the same- 
within thirty days, and if any stockholder shall neglect or 
refuse to pay to the Treasurer ibe amount of such assessment 
npon his shares at the time prescribed, it shall he the duty of 
the Treasurer to advertise all such delinquent shares for sale 
at public auction, giving at least thirty days notice of the time 
and place of such sale; and all shares upon which the assess- 
ment is not then paid, with interest from the time sucb 
assessment became due, shall be sold to the highest bidder, 
and after retaining the amount of assessment and interest due 
on each share, and the expense of adrertiaing aod selling, the 
residue (if any) shall be paid over to the former owner, and a 
new certificate or certificates of the shares so sold shall be 
made out and delivered to the purchaser; provided always^ 
that no assessment shall be made except by a rote of the 
stockholders, and a majority of all the shares. 

13. All meetings of the said Company shall be called by 
public notice thereof in one or more Newspapers published a* 
aforesaid, ten days at least before the time of such mating ^ 
and all special meetings may be called by the Secretary, under 
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tfae authority of the Directors, or by shareholders representing 
not less than one hundred shares of stock, upon giving the 
like notice. 

14. It eball and may be lawful far the said Company, at a 
proper and convenient depth under each and every of the 
streets and roada leading into and through the said town and 
its vicinity, to lay down, set and place such and so many pipes, 
leaders and other apparatus for the said Gas, as they shall 
find to be necessary for conveyin^r the same to any or every 
building or lamp post in the said Town or its vicinity, and from 
time to time, as oflen as the said Company shall think proper, 
to lay down such pipes, leaders and other apparatus, or if 
occasion require, to alter, amend or repair the same; it shall 
also be lawful for the said Company to break up and open any 
part whatsoever of the said roads and streets, or of the cover- 
ing, pavement, or sidewalks thereof, and the same to keep 
open and uncovered during the time necessary for such pur- 
poses : provided always, that the said Company shall and do, 
at their own proper costs and charges, and to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioners of Streets and Highways for the Town 
and Parish of Chatham for the time being, and without un- 
necessary delay, repair and amend the said roads, streets, 
coverings, pavements, or sidewalks, in every part where they 
shall be so broken up and opened as aforesaid, to the condition 
in which they were before breaking up or opening the same. 

15. If the said Company shall not repair the said streets, 
roads, covering, pavements, or sidewalks, or any of them so 
broken up, to the satisfaction of the said Commissioners of 
Highways for the time being, or a majority of them, it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners to cause the same to be re- 
paired, and to sue for and recover the expense incurred 
therein, from the said Company, in the Supreme Court of this 
Province. 

16. From and after the passing of this Act, the said Com- 
pany, or any person or persons who may in any way be 
employed by them, sb^l) not throw, drain, or cause, suffer or 
permit any person or persons to throw or drain into any part 
of the River Miramichi, any refuse of coal tar or other noxious 
substance that may arise from the said Gas Works, under the 
penalty of five pounds for each and every offence. 
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17. Provided alwajs, that unless seven hundred and fifty 
pOQnds of the said capital stock shall be actually paid in for 
the purposes of the said Corporation, and a certificate of such 
payment, signed and verified on oath by the said Directors* 
or a majority of them, which oath any Justice of the Peace is 
hereby authorized to administer, shall be filed in the Office of 
the Secretary of the Province before the expiration of two 
years after the passing of this Act, the operation of this Act 
ahall cease, end the existence of the said Corporation shall be 
terminated at the expiration of the said two years.

1. That William J, Fraser, William Muirhead, Alexander 
Loudoun, John Harley, John Noonan, Lestock P. W. DesBrisay, 
William A. Black, the Honorable John Montgomery, the 
Honorable William H. Steeres, John M. Johnson, Thomas 
Yondy, Samuel Leonard Tilley, John M. Johnson, Junior, 
Peter Mitcbell, Robinson Crocker, Alexander M'Laggan, John 
Bagnell, George E. L^aon, their associates, successors or 
assigns, be and they/are hereby declared to be a body corp&- 
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rate hy the name of The President, Directors and Company of 
the Miramichi Bank; and they shall be persone able and capa- 
ble in law to bare, get, receive, take, posaeas and enjoy houses, 
lands, tenements, hereditaments and rents, in fee simple or 
otherwise, and also goods and chattels, and all other things 
real, personal or mixed, and also to give, grant, let or aesign 
the same or any part thereof, and to do and execute all other 
thiags in and about the same as they aball think necessary for 
the benefit oad advantage of the said Corporation ; and also 
that they be persons able and in law capable to sue and be

four shares above four and not exceeding twenty, one vote, 
making five votes for twenty shares ; for every eight shares 
above twenty and not exceeding sixty, one vote, making ten 
votes for sixty shares; which said number of ten votes shall be 
the greatest number that any stockholder shall be entitled to 
have. 

12. All stockholders resident within this Frovince or else- 
where, may vote by proxy, provided that such proxy be a 
stockholder, and do produce sufficient authority in writing, 
from his constituent or constituents, so to net ; provided that 
no stockholder be entitled to more than three proxies. 

13. No member of the said Corporation during the first 
three months, to be accounted from and after the passing of 
this Act, shall be entitled to hold and subscribe for more than 
forty shares of the said capital stock, and if the whole of the 
said capital stock shall not have been subscribed within the 
said three months so to be accounted as aforesaid, then and in 
such case it shall he lawful for any stockholder or stockhoMera 
to increase hia or their subscriptions to eighty shares; pro- 
vided always, that no stockholder shall be permitted to bold 
more than one hundred shares in the whole, unless the same 
be acquired by purchase after the said Bank shall have com- 
menced its operations ; and provided also, that no stockholder 
in the said Bank at any one time shall hold more than twenty 
per cent, of the cnpiial stock. 
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14. The Directors are and tfaey are hereby authorized to 
fill up any vacaacy that shall be occasioned in the Board by 
the death, resignation, or absence from the Province for three 
months, of any of its members; but in the case of the removal 
of a Director by the stockholders for misconduct or maladmin- 
iatration, his place shall be filled up by the said stockholders, 
and the person so chosen by the Directors or the stockholders 
■ball serve until the next succeeding annual meeting of the 
stockholders. 

15. Before any stockholder shall be required to make pay- 
ment of any instalment upon the amount of his subscription, 
thirty days previous notice shall be given by the Directors in 
two of the Newspapers poblished in this Province, of the time 
and place of payment, and the Directors shall commence with 
the business and operations of the Bank of the said Corporation} 
provided always, that no Bankbill or Bank note shall be issued 
or put in circulation, nor any bill or note be discounted at the 
said Bank, until the said sum of ten thousand pounds shall be 
actually paid in and received on account of the subscriptions 
to the capital stock of the said Bank. 

16. As soon as the sum of ten thousand pounds sbalj have 
been paid in current gold and silver coins, and shall then be in 
the vaults of the said Bank, the President shall give notice 
thereof to the Secretary of the Province for the information of 
Bis Excellency the Lieutenant Governor or Administrator of 
the Government for the time being, who is hereby authorized, 
by and with the advice of Her Majesty's Executive Council, 
to appoint three Commissioners, not being stockholders, whose 
duty it shall he to examine and count the money actually in 
the vaults, and to ascertain by the oaths of the majority of the 
Directors, that half the amount of its capital hath been paid in 
by the stockholders toward payment of their respective shares, 
and not for any other purpose, and that it is intended to have it 
there remain as part of the capital stock of the said Bank, 
which investigation is hereby declared indispensable, and shall 
be made at the periods prescribed by the second Section of 
this Act, when paying in the capital stock of the said Bank. 

17. The shares or capital stock shall be assignable and 
transferable according to the rules and regulations that may 
be established in that behalf, but no asrignment or transfer

shall be vaHd or effectual unless such assignment or transfer 
shall be entered and registered in a Book to be kept bj the 
Directors for that purpose, nor until such person or persons so 
making the same sbBll previously discharge all debts actually 
due and payable to the said Corporation ; in no case shall any 
fractional part of a share or other than a complete share or 
shares be assignable or transferable, and whetierer any stock' 
bolder shall transfer in manner aforesaid all his stock or shares 
in the said Bank to any other person or persons whatever, 
Buch stockholder sbal! cease to be a member of the said Cor- 
poration. 

18. The said Company shall not directly or indirectly deal 
in any thing excepting bills of esehange, gold or silver bullion, 
or in the sale of goods really and truly pledged for money lent 
and Dot redeemed in due time, or in the sale of stock pledged 
for money lent and not so redeemed ; which said goods and 
stock so pledged shall be sold by the said Corporation at public 
sale at any time not less than thirty days after the period for 
redemption ; and if upon such sale of goods or stock there shall 
be a surplus,' after deducting the money lent together with the 
expenses of sale, such surplus shall be paid to the proprietors 
thereof respectively. 

19. The holders of the stock of the said Bank shall be 
chargeable in their private and individual capacity, and shall 
be holden for the payment and redemption of all bills which 
may have been issued by the said Corporation, and also for the 
payment of all debts at any lime due from the said Corpora- 
tion, in proportion to the stock they respectively hold ; provided 
always, that in do case shall any one stockholder be liable to 
pay a sum exceeding the amount of stock actually then held 
by him ; piovided nevertheless, that nothing previously con- 
tained shall be construed (o exempt the joint stock of the said 
Corporation from being also liable for and chargeable with the 
debts and engagementaof the same. 

20. Bvery bond, Bank bill, or Banknote, or other instrument 
by [be terms or effect of which the said Corporation may be 
charged or held liable for the payment of money, shall specially 
declare in such form as the Board of Directors shall prescribe, 
that payment shall be made out of the joint funds of the said 
CorpuratioD ; provided nevertheless, that notluug herein coo^ 
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tained shall be construed to alter, ciiange, or diminiah the 
reap o D sib il idee and liabilities imposed on stockholders in their 
individual capacities b; the nineteenth Section of this Act. 

21. The total amount of the debts (deposits excepted) which 
the said Corporation Bball at anj time owe, whether by bond, 
bill, or note, or other contract wfaatsoever, ehail not exceed 
twice the amount of the capital stock actually paid in by the 
stockholders ; and in case of any excess, tbe Directors under 
whose administration and management the same shall happen, 
shall be liable for such excess in their indiridual and private 
capacities; provided always, that the lands, tenements, goods, 
and chattels of the said Corporation shall also be liable for 
such excess. 

22. The Directors shall make half-yearly dividends of all 
profits, rents, premiums, and interests of the said Corporation, 
payable at such time and place as the Directors shall appoint, 
of which they shall give thirty days notice in two Newspapers 
published in this Province. 

23. Tbe books, papers, correspondence, and funds of the 
said Corporation shall at all times be subject to the inspection 
of the Directors, but no stockholder not a Director shall inspect 
the account of any individual with the Corporation. 

21. All bills or notes issued by the said Corporation sball be 
signed by the President for the time being, and countersigned 
and attested by the Cashier, and shall be printed and made in 
steel plates ; and all bills and notes so signed and counter- 
signed shall be binding on tbe said Corporation, and payable 
in specie at the said Bank ; provided no note sball be issued 
by the said Corporation for a less sum than five shillings. 

25. The said Corporation shall be liable to pay to any bona 
fide holder the original amount of any note of tbe said Bank 
which shall have been counterfeited or altered in the coarse 
of its circulation to a larger amount, notwithstanding such 
alteration. 

26. The said Bank shall be kept and established in the 
Parish of Chatham, and County of Northumberland, or at such 
other place as the Board of Directors may think it necessary 
to remove the said Bank on account of any great emergency 
for the security thereof. 

27. The Directors shall at the general meeting to be held 

DKritizedbyCcidt^le 
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OD the first Monday in April in erery year, lay before tbs 
etockbolders for their information an exact and particular 
statement of the amount of debts due to and by tbe said Cor- 
poration, the amount of Bank notes then in circulation, the 
amount of gold and silver in hand, and tbe amount of Buch 
debts as are in their opinion bad or doubtful, also the surplus 
or profit, if any, remaining after deduction of losses and pro- 
visions for dividends ; which statement shall bo signed by the 
Directors and attested by the Cashier, and a duplicate stete- 
ment so signed and attested shall be transmitted to the Secr^ 
tary of the Province for the information of the Governor and 
the Legislature ; provided always, that tbe rendering of such 
statement shall not extend to give any right to the stockholders, 
not being Directors, to inspect the account of any individual 
or individuals with the Corporation. 

28. No loan shall be made by tbe said Bank on the pledge 
of its own stock. 

29. Any Joint Committee hereafter to be appointed by the 
Honorable the Legislative Council and the House of Assem- 
bly for tbe purpose of examining into tbe proceedings of tbe 
said Corporation, shall either during the Session or proroga- 
tion of the General Assembly, hare free access to all tbe books 
and vaults of the same. 

30. Any number of stockholders, not less than tTvelve, who 
together shall be proprietors of three hundred shares, shall have 
power at any time, by themselves or their proxies, to call a 
general meeting of tbe stockholders for purposes relating to 
the business of the said Corporation, giving at least thirty 
days previous notice in two Newspapers published in the Pro- 
vince, and specifying in such notice the time and place of such 
meeting, with the object! thereof; and the Directors, or any 
three of them, shall have the like power at any time opoQ ob- 
serving tbe like formalities, to call a general meeting as 
aforesaid. 

31. On any dissolutioa of tbe said Corporation, immediate 
and effectaal measure shall be taken by tbe Directors then in 
office for closing ell tbe eoncerns of the said Corporation, and 
for dividing the capital and profits which may remain among 
the stockholders, in proportion to their reepective interest ; 
and in case any bills issued by the said Corporation shall re- 
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main unpaid, the holders of stock in the said Corporation, as well 
as those who were stockholders at the time of the notice of the 
said dissolution, which said notice shall take place by a publica- 
tion of their intention eo to do in the Royal Gazette, twelve 
months previous to the said Corporation being allowed to carry 
the same into effect, shall be chargeable in their private and 
individual capacity for the payment and redemption thereof, in 
proportion to the stock they respectively held or hold, subject 
however to the proviso mentioned in the nineteenth Section 
of this Act ; provided however, that this liability shall con- 
tinue for two years only from and after the notice of such dis- 
solution. 

32, The aggregate of all the debts due to the said Bank 
from the Directors thereof, as principals, endorsers, or sureties, 
shall not at any one time exceed twenty per centum of the 
capital stock. 

33. The Cashier of the said Bank shall semi-annually, that 
U to say, on the first Monday in December and the first Mon- 
day in June in each and every year, make a return in triplicate 
of the state of the said Bank as it existed at three of the clock 
in the afternoon of the said days respectively, and shall forth- 
with transmit the same to the Office of the Secretary of the 
Province ; which return shall specify the amount due from the 
Bank, designating in distinct columns the several particulars 
included therein ; and shall also specify the resources of the 
said Bank, designating in distinct columns the several parti- 
culars included therein ; and the said return shall be made in 
the following form : —

Which return shall be signed by the Cashier of said Bank, who 
shall make oath or affirmation before some Magistrate qualified 
to administer oaths, to the truth of the said return according to 
t^e best of his knowledge and belief; and the Cashier of said 
Bank shall also make return under oath, whenever required 
by the Legislature, of the names of the stockholders, and the 
amount of stock owned by each ; and a majority of the Direc 
tors of said Bank shall certify and make oath or affirmation 
before the same Magistrate as the said Cashier, that the books 
of the said Bank indicate the state of facts so returned by their 
Cashier, and that they have full confidence in the truth of the 
return so made by him ; and it shall be the duty of the Secre- 
tary of the Province annually to lay before the Legislature of 
tliis Province, as soon after the opening of any Session thereof 
as practicable, one of such respective returns as he may have 
received since the then last previous Session. 

34. The Cashier or acting Cashier for the time being shall 
on each and every discount day furnish a true list to the 
President or Chairman of the said Bank of all delinquent 
promisors, endorsers and sureties, made up to three o'clock 
on the day preceding the discoant day, which list shall be called 
a Delinquent Sheet ; and it shall be the duty of the President 
or Chairman on each and every discount day as aforesaid, to 
read the name or names contained in such delinquent sheet to 
the Board of Directors, and in case the name of any Director 
shall appear in such delinquent sheet, either as promisor, en- 
dorser, or surety, it is hereby declared illegal for such Director 
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to 8it at the Board, or take any part in the manBgement of 
the affairs of the said Bank during the eontiniiance of sucb 
delinquency. ' 

35. In the event of any Director continuing a delinquent as 
aforesaid for ninety consecntive days at any one time, sucb 
continued delinquency shall disqualify such Director fronr 
holding Ilia seat, and it shall be the duty of the President and 
other Directors forthwith to proceed rn filling up the racancy 
in the manner prescribed in the fourteenth Section of this Act, 
as in the case of death or absence from the Province. 

36. No action shall be brought or maintained upon any 
Bank bill or Bank note which shall be issued by (he said Cor- 
poration, before such bill or note shall have been presented 
at the Bank for payment, and default in payment shall there- 
upon take place. 

37. All and every the shares in the capital stock of the said 
Bank, and all the profits and advantages of such shares 
respectively, shall he deemed and considered to be of the 
nature of and shall be personal estate, and transmissible us 
such accordingly. 

38. The shares in the capital stock of the said Bank shall 
be liable to he seized and taken in execution, and sold in like 
manner with other personal property ; provided always, that 
the Sheriff or other officer executing such execution, shall 
leave a copy of such execution, certified by the Sheriff or 
his Deputy, with the Cashier of the said Banh ; and the shares 
in the capital stock of the said Bank so liable to such execu- 
tion shall be deemed to be seized in execution when such 
copy is so left; and the sale shall be made within thirty days 
after sucb seizure, and on production of a Bill of Sale from 
the Sheriff, the Cashier of the said Bank shall transfer the 
number of shares sold under such execution to the pur- 
chaser or purchasers thereof, and such transfer shall he valid 
and effectual, notwithstanding there may be any debt due to 
the said Bank from the person or persons whose sharex may 
be seized and sold; provided also, that the Cashier shall, npon 
the exhibiting to him of such certified copy of the execution, 
be bound to give to such Sheriff or other officer, a cerlificalo 
of the number of shares in the said capital stock held by the

39. And in case it should hereafter be found uecesaary at

the major part of them for the time being, sanctioned and 
approved of by a majority of the votes of the shareholders pre-

41. The said Directors shall give at least forty days notice 
of the time of sale of any such increased stock in some News-i 
paper published in this Province, in which notice shall be 
specified the time when such additional stopk, with the advance 
or premium thereon, will be required to be paid into the said 
Bank. 

42. The whole of such advance or premium, (if any) first 
deducting the charges of sale, shall he divided in equal propor- 
tions among the shares in the stock of such Bank, as well the 
old as the new stock, and such dividend of the said premium 
shall be declared and paid by the Directors immediately after 
the payment into the Bank of the purchase money of the said 
additional shares ; and Banking operations may take {^ace 
upon each respective amount of such additional stock sold as 
aforesaid, when the Directors, or a majority of them, together 
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with the Cashier of the said Bank, eball have signed and 
verified by oath and filed in the Office of the Secretary of the 
Province a certificate that such amount of cspital stock at any 
time called in has actually been paid into the said Bank in 
current gold and silver coins of the Province, and not before. 

43. The said addttiooal shares shall be subject to all the 
rules, regulations, and provisions to which the original stock 
is subject, or may hereafter be subject by any law of this Pro- 
vince. 

44. This Act shall continue and be in force until the first 
day of May which will be in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty.

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

I. That William Henry Scovil, John Glazier, Frederick W. 
Hatheway, Otis Small, James R. Tapper, Spafford J. Barker, 
John Tapley, their associates, successors, and assigns, be and 
they are hereby declared to be a body corporate, by the name 
of The Nev> Brunswick Steam Navigation Company, with all 
the general powers and privileges made incident to Corpora- 
tions by Act of Assembly in this Province, for the purpose of 
providing, owning, and running one or more Steam Boats, 
Screw Propellers, or other Vessels, upon the waters of the 
Province of New Brunswick ; also betw^een the Port of Saint 
John and Port or Ports in Nova Scotia, and to and from such 
other places in the Bay of Fundy, the Gulf of Saint Lawrence, 
or elsewhere, as the said Company may deem expedient. 

3. The capital stock of said Corporation shall be forty thou- 
sand pounds of current money of New Brunswick, and shall 
9 
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be tlivided into one thousand six hundred shares of twenty fire 
pounds each ; and the said Company shall have power to in- 
crease its capital stock, from time to time, in such sums as 
they may deem expedient, to a sum not exceeding seventy 
five thousand pounds, and they shall have power from time to 
time to increase the number of shares accordingly. 

3. The first meeting of the Corporation for the organization 
thereof, may be called by William Henry Scovil, or in case of 
his death, or neglect, or refusal, by any one of the parties 
above named, at such time and place as he may appoint, by 
publishing notice of the same in two of llie Newspapers pub- 
lished in the City of Saint John, at least one calendar month 
before such meetiog is held. 

4. Every person owning a share in the capital stock of the 
said Company shall be a member thereof, and be entitled to 
vote at all meetings of the said Company, and members may 
give as many votes as they own shares, and absent members 
may vote by proxy, such proxy being a stockholder and 
authorized in writing. 

5. Each and every shareholder in the said Corporation shall 
be held liable to the said Company for each and every call or 
assessment made, not however to exceed in amount the stock 
subscribed by him, for the purpose of enabling the said Com- 
pany to pay the debts and engagements of the said Corporation, 
or for the purposes of or to carry on the operations for which 
the said Company is incorporated; which call or assessment 
may be sued for by the said Corporation, and recovered in 
any Court of Record within the Province. 

B. The Company, or the Directors if empowered by tlie bye 
laws of the Corporation, shall have power to levy and collect 
assessments »pon the shares from time to time of such sums 
of money lis may be deemed necessary for carrying on the 
business, or for the purposes or operations of the said Company; 
and whenever any assessment shall be made as aforesaid, it 
shall be the duty of the Treasurer to give notice thereof in a 
Newspaper printed and published in the City of Saint Jobnv 
requiring payment of the same within thirty days ; and if any 
stockboldiir shall neglect or refuse to pay to the Treasurer the 
amount of ^ueh assessment upon his shares, or any part of such 
atnonat, at th^ time prescribed, it shall be the duty of the Trea- 
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surer to advertise all such delinquent shares for sale at public 
auction, giving at least thirty days notice of the time and place 
of such sale, and all shares upon which the assessment or any 
part thereof is not paid, with lawful interest from the time such 
assessment became due, shall he sold to the highest bidder, and 
after retaining the amount due on such assessment, and interest 
due thereon, and the expense of advertising and selling, the 
residue, {if any) shall be paid over to the former owner, and a 
new certificate or certificates of the shares so sold shall be made 
out and delirered to the purchaser. 

7. In any aciion or suit to be brought by the said Company 
against any shareholder to recover any money due for any 
call or assessment, it shall not be necessary to set forth the 
special matter, but it shall be suiBeient for the said Company 
to declare that the defendant is the holder of one share or 
more in the said Company, (stating the number of shares,) and 
is indebted to the said Company in the said sum of money to 
which the calls in arrear shall amount in respect of one call or 
more, upon one share or more, stating the number and amount 
of each of such calls, whereby an action hath accrued to the 
said Company by virtue of this Act; and on the trial or hear- 
ing of such action or suit, it shall be sufficient to prove that 
the defendant at the time of making such call was the holder 
of one share or more, as the case may be, of the capital stock 
of the said Company, and that such call was in fact made and 
such notice thereof given as is directed by this Act i and it 
shall not be necessary to prove the appointment of the Directors 
who made such call or any other matter whatsoever, and there- 
upon the said Company shall be entitled to recover what shall 
be due upon such call or assessment, and interest thereon, 
unless it shall appear either that any such call exceeds the 
prescribed amount aforesaid, or that due notice of such call 
was not given. 

8. The time and place of holding annual and special meet- 
ings of the Corporation, as also the number, eligibility, duties, 
and powers of Directors, officer, and servants, their con- 
tinuance in office, removal, or disqualification, and the manner 
of election or appointment, and any other matter connected 
with the objects and purposes for which the said Company is 
incorporated, may be established or regulated by bye laws of 
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ibe Company made at any meeting of tbe Company, or 
adjournment thereof. 

9. The joint property and stock of the said Company shall 
alone be responsibe for the engagements and debts of the said 
Company.

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

1. That Joel Hill, Abner Hill, Daniel Hill, Horatio N. Hill, 
Robert M. Todd, Freeman H. Todd, Setb M. Todd, Abner 
M'AIister, James S. Hall, and such other male persons as are 
or may become members of the Society hereinafter named, be 
and tbey are hereby created and declared to be a body politic 
and corporate in deed and in name, and shall have succession 
for ever, by the name of First Univertalist Societj/ in Saint 
Stephen, and by that name shall be enabled to sae and be sued, 
implead and be impleaded, answer and be answered unto, de- 
fend and be defended in any Court or Courts of law or 
equity, or any other place whatsoever, and shall bare full 
power and capacity to purchase, convey, receive, take, hold 
and enjoy, for ibe use and benefit of tbe said Society, as well 
goods and chattels as lands, tenements and hereditaments, and 
improve and use the same for tbe benefit of the said Society, 
and shall have all tbe other general powers and privileges not 
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hereinbefore mentioned and contained, made incident to a 
Corporation by any Act of Aaaembly of this Province. 

2. Provided always, that the amount of annual rents, profits 
and receipts of such lands, tenements, goods, chattels and 
hereditaments, shall not exceed the sum of one thousand 
pounds.

1. There shall be granted to His Excellency the Lieutenant 
Gorernor the sereral sums of money hereinafter tnentioDed, to 
provide for the improvement of the Roads and Bridges and 
other Puhlic Works and Services : —

Whereas it 'has become necessary to erect a new Engine 
House in the City of Saint John for the Fire Engine Num^^ 
Five : And whereas the amount to which the Common Council 
of the said City are now restricted in the Assessment for the. 
purposes of the F^re Department is insufficient for tbe exigen- 
cies thereof; 

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Counei), and Assembly, as foUowa : — 
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1. It ahall and may be lawful for the Mayor, Aldermen and 
Commonalty of the said City of Saint John, to make a rate 
and assessment in the City of Saint John on the east side of 
the Harhour, for the purposes of the said Fire Department, 
not exceeding in any one year the sum of one thousand five 
hundred pounds, besides the costs and charges of assessing 
and collecting, and thereout to appropriate such a sum as may 
be necessary for the purpose of erecting an Engine House for 
the said Fire Engine Number Five, not exceeding five hundred 
pounds in any one year. 

2. The sum so assessed shall be levied, collected and paid 
at the time and in the manner provided in and by an Act of 
the General Assembly made and passed in the sixteenth year 
of Her present Majesty's Reign, intituled An Act relating to 
the Fire Department of the City of Saint John, and when col- 
lected, shall be paid into the bands of the Chamberlain of the 
said City, to be disbursed on the Orders of the Common 
Council. 

CAP. VII. 

An Act for the relief of the Reverend Henry Pitman 
Guilford. 

K<f . H. F. Gailbril inthOTized to ■olcmnlze Marriige, after ukiug ihe ouh of dlegiaiice. 
Passed Ul July 1857. 

Wbeeeas the Reverend Henry Pitman Guilford, a regu- 
larly Ordained Baptist Minister, has become a resident in this 
Province, and the settled Pastor of the Baptist Church in the 
City of Fredericton, but by reason of his not being a British 
subject is precluded from solemnizin g Marriagein this Province ; 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legis- 
lative Council, and Assembly, — That the Reverend Henry 
Pitman Guilford, after having taken ihe oath of allegiance to 
Her Majesty before the Provincial Secretary or some other 
person to be appointed therefor without fee by the Governor, 
may solemnize Marriage by Licence or publication of Banns, 
with the same effect as any Christian Minister authorized by 
Chapter 106, Title XXVII, of the Revised Statutes, might do, 
subject to the provisions of any Law in force relating to the 
solemnization of Marriage.

Whereas by an Act of Assembly passed in the sixth year 
of the Reign of His late Hajesly William the Fourth, intituled 
An Act to incorporate the Saint Andrews and Quebec Rail 
Road Company, the Company were authorized to make a Rail 
Road Trom Saint Andrews to Quebec, and were required (o 
complete the Rail Road from Saint Andrews to (he Province 
line within fifteen years from the passing of that Act : And 
whereas by an Act of Assembly passed in the tenth year of 
the Reign of Her present Majesty, intituled An Act to amend 
and extend the provisions of an Act intituled 'An Act to incoT' 
porate the Saint Andrews and Quebec Rati Road Company,^ 
the obligation on the Company to make the Rail Road from 
Saint Andrews to the Province bne within those iifleen years 
was repealed, and the Company were required to make the 
Rail Road from Saint Andrews to Woodstock within ten year* 
from the passing of (he now reciting Act : And whereas by a 
Facility Act passed in the tenth year of the Reign of Her 
present Majesty, intituled An Act to facilitate the making of a 
Bail Road from Saint Andrews in the County of Charlotte, to 
Woodstock in the County of Carleton, and Branches thereof, 
the Lieutenant Governor or Administrator of the Government 
was authorized to grant Crown Lands in the Province to the 
Company, and (by the third Section) it was enacted — " that if 
the part between Saint Andrews and Woodstock of the Rail 
Road should not be completed and in full operation within the 
apace of ten years from the time the now reciting Act should 
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come into operation, all and every the said grants of land, and 
the rights and priTtleges conferred b; the now reciting Act, 
should be utterly null and void, and the land and privileges 
should revert to and revest in Her Majesty as fully as if no 
grant had heen made or rights and privileges conferred;" and 
(by the fifth Section) the faith and credit of this Province was 
pledged to the Company to make up and pay any deficiency of 
the clear profits arising from the traiEc of merchandise and 
passengers, and otherwise, on that part of the Rail Road and 
the Branches thereof, whereby the Company might realize a 
less annual profit or interest than five per centum on such 
capital sum not exceeding one hundred thousand pounds as 
might be invested in the undertaking ; and hy the sixth Sec- 
tion provision was made for such payment, hut for not more 
than ten years : And whereas by a Facility Act passed in the 
eleventh year of the Reign of Her present Majesty, intituled 
An Act to extend the provisions of an Act intituled ' An Act 
to facilitate the making of a Rail Road from Saint Andrews 
in the County of Charlotte, to Woodstock in the County of 
Carleton, and Branches thereof;' by the first Section the rate 
of annual profit or interest, for which the faith and credit of the 
Province stood pledged by the recited Facility Act of the tenth 
year of the Reign of Her present Majesty, was increased 
from five per centum per annum to six per centum per annum ; 
and by the second Section the term of years during which such 
deficiency was to be made up was extended to twenty five 
years ; and by the third Section further grants of Crown Land 
were authorized to be made to the Company: And whereas 
by a Facility Act passed in the twelfth year of the Reign of 
Her present Majesty, intituled An Act further to facilitate 
the making of a Bail Road from Saint Andrews to Woodstock 
toith a Branch to Saint Stephen, further grants of Crown Land 
were authorized to he made to the Company ; and by the third 
Section it was enacted that the now reciting Act should be 
and continue in force for ten years from the passing thereof, 
end no longer : And whereas several grants of Cro;vn Lands 
have under the recited Acts, or some of them, been made to 
the Company : And whereas it is expedient to continue the 
facilities already granted and to extend the time for the making 
of the said Rail Road ;— 
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Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legia- 
lalive Council, and Aeeembly, as follows : — 

1. The third Section of the recited Facility Act of the tenth 
year of the Reign of Her present Majesty, shall be and the 
same is hereby repealed; and in lieu thereof, 

2. If the part of the contemplated Saint Andrews and 
Quebec Rail Road which may be betweeh Saint Andrews and 
Woodstock, and also a Branch thereof to the Rirer Saint 
Croix at or near the Ledge, (so called) in the Parish of Saint 
Stephen, in the County of Charlotte, be not completed and in 
full operation withia the space of four years from the time 
when this Act comes into operation, all and every the grants 
of land, and the rights and privileges conferred by the several 
Facility Acts relating to the Company, shall be utterly null and 
void, and the land and privileges shall revert to and revest in 
Her Majesty, as if no grant had been made or rights or privi- 
leges conferred. 

3. The term of twenty five years mentioned in the second 
Section of the recited Facility Act of the eleveutb year of the 
Reign of Her present Majesty, during which the deficiency of 
the annual profit or interest shall be made up and paid by this 
Province, to the extent of six per centum per annum on such 
capital sum not exceeding one hundred thousand pounds an 
shall be invested in the undertaking, shall be computed from 
the day on which the part between Saint Andrews and Wood- 
stock of the Rait Road, and also a Branch thereof to the River 
Saint Croix, at or near the Ledge, in Saint Stephen aforesaid, 
are finally opened ; and during that term of twenty five years 
ao computed, such deficiency, if any, shall be made good by 
this Province, and shall be paid to the Company in manner 
and form, and according to the stipulations and conditions 
mentioned and contained in the sixth Section of the recited 
Facility Act of the tenth year of the Reign of Her present 
Hajeaty, so far as those stipulations and conditions are con- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act, but in no case shall the 
liability of the Province exceed six per centum on one hundred 
thousand pounds, and shall cease to be paid at any time when 
the said Road is not kept in efficient operation. 

4. The faith and credit of this Province shall stand pledged, 
and the same is hereby pledged to the Company, to make up

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and pay such deficiency during that term of twenty five years 
lo computed, subject only to the provisions of the last pre- 
ceding Section. 

5. The third Section of the recited Facility Act of the 
twelfth year of the Reign of Her present Majesty is hereby 
tepealed ; and in lieu thereof, 

6. The recited Facility Act of the twelfth year of the Reign 
of Her present Majesty shall be and continue in force for four 
years from the passing of this Act, and no longer. 

t. The sereral grants and appropriaiions of Crown Land* 
respeetirely made to or for the benefit of the Company, are by 
this Act confirmed, and shall be valid and effectual to all 
intents and pnrposea whatsoever. 

8. Provided always, that this Act or any thing therein con- 
tained shall not take away, lessen, or prejudicially affect any 
of the estates, rights, interests, powers, privileges, or attthori- 
ties of the Company, or of the Directors of the Company, or 
of the holders of Class A Shares, or of the I>irector8 of Class 
A Shareholders, under or by virtue of the several Acts of 
Assembly and Facility Acts relating to the Company, or any 
of them. 

9. Provided always, this Act and the extension of time 
therein mentioned are upon the ex press, condition that the said 
Company, or the Class A Shareholders, or the Directors thereof^ 
shall within one year from the time this Act comes into opera- 
tion, expend in the construction and further extension of the 
parts of the said Road above mentioned a sum not less thaa 
eight thousand pounds sterling, and also in each of the three 
following years a sum not less than fifteen thousand pounds 
sterling over and above any Money or Debentures whteh may 
be received by them under any Facility Act or Law of this 
Province ; the whole line from Saint Andrews to Woodstock^ 
together with a Branch to Saiot Stephen as aforesaid, to be 
completed within the said four years ; satisfactory proof of 
such annual expenditure shall from year to year be gives to 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council ; foiling any of these pay- 
ments or expenditures the facilities granted shall cease. 

10. Provided always, that nothing in this Act shall in any 
way be construed to extend the provisions or rights of the said 
Company under any Act of Assembly now ii) force } nOr skatt 
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tbb Act enlarge the powers or privileges already granted, or 
iocrease the Provincial liabilities, except to extend the time 
for the completion of the said Railway. 

11. This Act shall not come into operation or be in force 
until Her Majesty's Royal approbation thereof be first bad 
and declared.

Whereas the Capital Stock of the Saint Andrews and 
Quebec Rail Road Company has been divided into two Classes 
A and B, and the Class A Shareholders hare paid up the whole 
amount of the stock subscribed for by them, but the Class B 
Shareholders are unable to pay up the whole amount of the 
ato^ subscribed for by them, and the Saint Andrews and Que- 
bec Rail Road Company are desirous, for the purpose of 
securing the completion of the line of Rail Road to Woodstock, 
to be authorized to transfer their undertaking and all the con- 
trol and management thereof, and all the rights, privileges, 
lands, and other benefits, profits, or advantages which have been 
and now ara granted, conceded, or allowed to them by Act of 
Assembly in this Province, or otherwise howsoever, to any 
Company which may by Act of Assembly in this Province, or 
by Act of Parliament, be authorized to accept such transfer 
and to complete the Rail Road ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legis- 
lative Council, and Assembly, as follows : —

1. Tbat this Act may be cited for any purpose as ' The Saint 
Andrews and Quebec Rail Road Act, 1856.' 

2. That afler the passing of this Act the Saint Andrews and 
Quebec Rail Road Company, with the concurrence of tbe 
Company incorporated by Act of Parliament by the name of 
the Class A Shareholders of the Saint Andrews and Quebec 
Rail Road Company, in this Act called the Class A Company, 
may agree with any Company which may by Act of Assembly 
in this Province, or by Act of Parliament) be authorized to 
accept a transfer of tbe undertaking of the Saint Andrews and 
Quebec Rail Road Company, and to complete the line of Rail 
Road to Woodstock, for tbe transfer of such Company (in this 
Act called " The Transferree Company,") of the undertaking 
of the Saint Andrews and Quebec Rail Road Company, and 
tbe control and.management thereof, and all the lands, goods, 
chattels, and tbe present and future property and effects, rights, 
and expectancies of the Saint Andrews and Quebec Rail Road 
Company, and any such agreement may be on such terms and 
conditions as the three Companies, parties thereto, mutually 

'agree on. 

3. That when any such agreement for transfer is resolved 
on by any general meeting of the Saint Andrews and Quebec 
Rail Road Company, such one or more of tbe Directors of . 
that Company as the general meeting authorize in that behalf, 
or failing him or them, such other person or persons as any 
general meeting of that Company may from time to time 
authorize in that behalf, may, with the concurrence of the Class 
A Company, enter into and execute under the common seal of 
the Saint Andrews and Quebec Rail Road Company, an 
agreement accordingly, and may do, authorize, and assent to 
all such things as the Director or Directors, person or persons 
so authorized, think proper in tbat behalf. 

4. Provided always, that if any such general meeting so 
resolve, the Class A Company may, as the agent and on behalf 
of the Saint Andrews and Quebec Rail Road Company, enter 
into, execute, and carry into effect tbe agreements for the 
transfer. 

5. That when any such agreement for transfer is soezecuted, 
then, except so far as shall by such agreement be otherwise 
provided, and subject to the terms and conditions of such 
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agreement, all the undertakiDg of the Saint Andrews and 
Quebec Rail Road Company, and the control and management 
thereof, and all the lands, goods, chattels, and other present 
and future property and effects, rights, and expectancies of 
that Company, and all the duties, obligations, and liabilities of 
that Company in respect of the same, shall respectively by 
virtue of these Acts be thereupon transferred to and absolutely 
vested in, and belong to and be imposed on the Transferree 
Company exclusively accordingly, and the Transferree Com- 
pany shall accordingly hare the sole right to and management 
and disposal of the transferree property, and be vested with all 
the rights, powers, and privileges, benefits, profits, and advan- 
tages, and subject to all the duties, obligations, and liabilities 
now held and exercised by, or belonging or to belong to, or 
attaching on the Saint Andrews and Quebec Rail Road 
Company. 

6. That except as is by this Act otherwise provided, all the 
powers and duties now conferred and imposed by the several 
Acts of Assembly relating to the Saint Andrews and Quebec 
Rail Road Company, or the Directors thereof, shall from and 
after such transfer, be enjoyed, executed, and fulfilled by the 
Transferree Company and their Directors ; and the faith of 
this Province now pledged to the Saiat Andrews and Quebec 
Rail Road Company, shall stand pledged accordingly to the 
Transferree Company, as representing the Saint Andrews and 
Quebec Rail Road Company. 

7. That it is the true intent and meaning of this Act that 
the Transferree Company shall under the several Acts relating 
to the Saint Andrews and Quebec Rail Road Company, have 
all such power and privileges, rights and expectancies, and be 
subject to all such duties and liabilities with respect to the 
making of the Rail Road and its stations, and other works 
and conveniences, and the taking of such lands as may from 
time to time be requisite or proper for that purpose, and the 
working, managing, and controlling of the undertaking, and the 
protection of land owners and others, as if the Transferree 
Company instead of the Saint Andrews and Quebec Rail 
Road Company had been originally authorized to make the 
Rail Road ; but that, except as by this Act expressly provided, 
the several provisions of those Acts relating to the internal 
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a£birs of the Saint Andrews and Quebec Railroad CompaDj 
shall be lubject, and without prejudice, to any Act relating to 
the Trensferree Company, so far as relates to the internal 
affairs of the Transferree Company. 

8. Before any transfer authorized by this Act and under its 
authority shall be made, the assent of the Gorernor in Council 
shall be bad; and notwithstanding such assent, the right, 
interest, and control of the Gorernor in Council in the said 
Company, under the authority of any Act relatire to the Saint 
Andrews and Quebec Rail Road Company, shall not be impaired 
or affected in any way, but such right, interest, and control 
shall be continued and retained. 

9. That the Act incorporating the Saint Andrews and 
Quebec Rail Road Company, and the several Acts in addition 
to and in amendment of such Acts, irrespectively so far as the 
provisions thereof respectively are repugnant to or inconsistent 
with any of the provisions or purposes of this Act, are hereby 
repealed, but in all other respects those Acts respectively, so 
far as the same respectively are now unrepealed and in force, 
shall, subject and without prejudice to the provisions and pur' 
poses of this Act, be and remain in force ; provided always, 
that this Act, and every thing therein, shall be subject, and 
without prejudice, to all the estates, rights, powers, privileges 
and expectancies of the Class A Company. 

10. This Act shall not come into operation or be in force 
until Her Majesty's Royal approbation be thereunto bad and 
declared.
